{ preſently imagine that there are no more or 
{| other Diſtempers of that Part or Bowel, than 
I} what they have writ in their PraQtices of Phy. 
(1 ſick, eſpectally writing ſo nymerouſly one 
afrer another of the ſame, and often of all the 
ſame, and nomore than thz ſame Diſeaſes ; 
alſo the Reader will imagine that all the 
Cauſes, and no more than they that Authors ſer down, ate in all Bodies 
that have ſuch a Diſeaſe, and that all that have that Diſeaſe muſt be 
juſt in ſuch an Order, or ſo handled, as PraRical Authors have delive- 
red : Moreover, the Reader reading ſuch and ſuch Prognoftick fignes 
to be good, and ſuch to be tokens of death, by the deſcription of Pra- | 
Rices of Phylick, will imagine that it ſhould always (if he be a young 
PraQitioner) ſo fall out : Moreover, for Diagnoſtick ſignes, the Rea- 
der will imagine a Diſcale, as the Inflamation of the Liver, or Ob- 
A2 ſtrugion 
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ſtruRion of the Spleen, &c. ſhould have all and onely thoſe Diagno- 
ſick fignes that practical Authors have delivered, and that the Infla- 
_ or Ob'truction mult be jult ſo and ſuch a one as they have deli- 
vered. 

Alſo for the Cure : Wher: the young Practitioner reads ſuch a Me- 
dicine will cure, or ſuch a Receipt never fails, or by this or that me- 
thod 20 have been cured, he imagines he can cure all,and that ſuch Me- 
dicines are certainCures,and ſuch a method is alike ſucceſsful in all Bo- 
dies,and that a Jaundice, Drophie, Cough, Gout, &c. is juſt one and the. 
ſame in all Perions,and therefore as he expeRs all perſons to have ſuch, 
all ſuch,no more nor no oiher ſigns, cauſes,nor prognoſticks of their fick- 
neſs, or iuch a particular Diſeaſe, than what Authors have one after ano- 
' ther ſer down in their Practices of Phyfick; ſo alſo the Curehe expeRs to 
bz the ſame in all : as for Example : He may read in Fo, Hartman his Pra- 
thca Chymiatrica, & in the Chapter of the Cholick; Ponater in Colica mag- 
nes ſuper umbilicum & ſtatim ceſſabit dolor : Let the Loadſtone be put up- 
on the Navil of one that hath che Cholick, and the pain will inſtantly 
ceaſe. Rivers in his PraRtice of Phyfick, and Chapter of the Epil 
fie, hath this ; Radix Valeriane Sytveſtris a Fabio Columna tanopere cele- 
bratar, ut (emel aut bis exhibita ab Epilepſia liberare affirmat , ales ue ſe 
hanc multis amicis dono dediſſe,” qui deinde divino pris numine & fautore . 
_ glorificato, pulvere hujus Radicts ſibi reſtitutam ſanitatem aſſmmarunt ; doſis 
autemeſt Cochleare ſemis cum Vino, Aqua, Latte, aut quovis liqnore "ap-" 
propriato, pueris vero in minors doſe cum Latte datur : In Engliſh, The 
Root of wild Valerian is exceedingly prailed by Fabixs Columna, ſo that 
once or twice given, he affirms it will cure them of the falling fick» 
neſs ; and he ſaith, That he hathgiven this to many Friends, who did 
reftore Health to themſelves, glorifying God : its Doſe iFhalf a ſpoon. 
ful with Wine, Water, Milk, or any appropriated liquor ; to Children 
it is given in leſs quantity, in Milk. ME ecobm Sylone in his EMethodss 
Curendi, and Chapter of the Jaundice, hath this z Praſſi items decolts ex 
wvino albo tenni uncie quatuor Saccharate matutints aliquot, pote,ommem ifte- 
ram ſanazt : Thatis, Four ounces of the DecoRion of Horehouud gi. 
venin white Wine ſugared, for ſeveral Mornings,cures every Jaundice. 
We mention onely theſe for Example, for a thouſand ſuch may be ſeen 
in Authors ; and when the young PraRiitioner reads them, ke doth pre. 
ſencly conceive he muſt, as theſe write, cure all ſuch Diſeaſes by ſuch 
Medicines or Methods ; but he (hall be deceived : yet often ſuch 
Cures have bzen ; but Authors have deceived, by not telling how oft 
ſuch a Mzdicine math faifed, as well as how oft it hath cured : for there 
is no Medicine in uſe, bur hath cured ſome, and there is Sa—o—_ 
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lent 28 to cureall ; norare all Diſcafes, though never ſo llight,. cutable-; 
nor are all diſeaſes, though never ſo dangerous and grievous, always 
and in all incurable. 

Candid Reader, It is ws zealous defire to Truth that thou (houldeſt 
really and truly underſtand all theſe things, and when thou readeſt any 
Author know thereby how. to judge of them : .For the Moderns, wio 
come nigher to Truth in their Practices of Phyſick, than the Ancients, 
or Gales or Hippocrates, are' very 'much' miſled, 1 chiefly commend 
Felix Platerw in his Practice of Phytick, who followed his own Experi- 
ence and Obſervations, though his own Experience was inſufficient to 
demonſtrate the Truth, all the Truth, and nothing but che Truth, in 
all Diſeaſes. I have been much troubled to ſee how fupealtitiouily Pay- 
ficians have been led by the Traditition of Galey, Hippegrates, Etims,” 
e/Egqineta, and Others, 

I, For their Names given to Diſeaſes, therein was much dilorder : 
Some they,czlled from the Cauſe, others from the Effects or Symptoms ; 
ſome they called Obſtruction or Scirths, or Inflamacions of the Liver, 

leen or Lungs, thoſe were denominated from the Cauſe ; ſome they 
called Swounding, Panting of the Heart, Epilephie, Convulfion, &c. 
theſe were ſo called from the apparant affliction or outward appearance, 
whenas the cauſe of each of theſe Symptoms *or Effects was various, 
Phyſicians baving reckoned ſomany Diſeaſes of the Lungs, as a Cough, 
Phthifick, Pleurife, ſpitting of Blood, Empyema, or (putting of Mat- 
ter, Peripneumonia and-Afthtna ; divers Phyticians.reading them, will 
think, as formerly they have, (for ſo it is beſt judging what will bz, by. 
what hath been) that every Diſeaſe of the Lungs is one of theſe, and 
that the Lungs can be affzed in no other manner than in one of theſe 
Diſeaſes ; and in that Diſeaſe, ſo for Order and Meaſute as Authors 
have in their Pratices of Phyfick deſcribed t How oreat an Errour and 
Miſtake is it in the generality of Practical Phyficians.coming to a Pati- 
ent, if they finde it a Diſeaſe of the Lungs - preſently to conclude it one 
of. thoſe Phyſicians have writ Chapters cf > As, If it be not an Empye- 
ma, it muſt be a Phthyfick ; If it be not the Phthyſick or Conſumption 
ef the Lungs, it is an Aſthma ; if it be not reckonable as an Ath- 
ma, it muſt be proceeded againſt in cure, by ihe direRions in the Caap- 
ters of Coughs ; if none of theſe, then it muſt bz Hzmoproe, and cy= 
red juſt as the Practical Chapters of Hemoptoe dieR : Nature runs 
not in theſe Orders, Nature isamot bound up to ſuch Rules, we ſhall 
hardly finde two in any one Diſeaſe exaRtly alike ; yer thoſe that have 

exquiſite Pleurifies do the moſt concur in Symptoms of .any Diſeaſes L 
kpow,-nor are the Cayſes of an Empyema, Hemoptoe, Ph.hifs, Tuſ- 
(.s 
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fis, Aſthma, ec. ſuch and ſo many, no more, nor no others' thanawhae 
PraRical Phyſicians have writ ;: bat there be many Cauſes, and diverſe 
from thoſe the Ancients eſpecially took notice of, to produce the Diſea- 
ſes they write ; and conſequently the Signs, Prognofticks and Cure 
muſt vary, where the Cauſes do ſo vary, Nature not running in that 
Method as the Ancients , and alſo the Moderns, dancing after their 
Pipes, have imagined. | 

2. As to the Definition of Diſeaſes: 'In ſome Bodies and in ſome 
Diſeaſes accidentally they may prove exactly true, but for'the moſt 
part they do not : for where there are ſuch difference of Diſeaſes that 
they can neichet properly be called one or another that are writ down in 
Pratices, and where the Cauſes in each Diſeaſe may be (o contrary and 
manifold, it will neceffarily follow, the:Signs much vary, and there is 
the Definition chiefly grounded on the cauſe and figns, the Fonndation 
of any thing being infirm.or corrupted, the Superttructure muſt needs 
be infirm and inſtable-:- but F:ſay accidentally, in ſome Diſeaſes; in 
ſomeBodies, at ſome times,we may meet with an exact coherence of the 
definition of that Difeaſewith the Parties caſe, which being the ſuming 
up of the Diſcaſe, and the moſt general and chief'cauſes and ſigns that 
happen to moſt in that Diſeaſe, it is much (if Nature did go to a Rule, 
and was bound up to a Method) ſo few ſhould be found (amongſt many 
fick perſons that have Diſcaſes) correſpondent exactly to the Definiti- 
ons in Prattices of Phyſich, | if 

3. For the Cauſes of Diſeaſes : 'Phykitians went hlige conjeRurally 
to work, and gueſſed by ontward appearances What muſt be inward, and 
by the Effe& they did judge the Cauſe, the contrary to which, is the 
way to finde out Truth ; they did not uſe to anatomize and ſee the 
wonderful variety there is in dead Bodies, and*how Nature follows-no 
Method in Diſeaſes: As for intiance , In Diſeaſes of the Heart, the 
Ancients, and ſo recent Authors, have ſet down two, viz. Swounding 
and Palpitation, now Experience hath found thorough Difle&ion, that 
Side-pains, Baſtard-Pleurifies,Gripings, Aguiſh diftempers, Symptomy 
of Worms, Symptoms of 111 Digeſtion, and Singulrus, &c. doariſe of- 
ten from the Heart, as well as Vicine parts; and Experience hath 
fully ſhewn that the Heart is not affeQed as the Ancients thought com. 
monly and moſt often ; yet this we ſhall allow the Ancients and Mo. 
derns that have followed unqueſtioned Tradition, that the Heart is 
ſomerimeg affeRed with one or more ofwhoſe cauſes they attribute to 
it, and the more in caſual and intermitting Diſtempers of it, but in 
confirmed Diſtempers of the Heart, or the ſame will hold of all the 


other Bowels, onely we inſtance in one ; the cauſes were Ulcers, or 
Worms, 
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Worms, or Stones, ot Bones, or clottered Blood, or mutation of rhe Si- 
tuarion,or Conſumption of the Parenchyma , or ſwiming in ſerous 
matrer in the Pericardion, or abſence of the Pericardion, waſted tho» 
row Diſeaſes, or the growing atniſs of the Heart, either: for 
magnicude or figure, or other adnaſcences of fangous Fleſh, or Scirrhs» 
or growing to the Lungs, Cc. this is, intended for all Bowels, in which 
the Ancients were as much miſtaken as in the Heart ; all Bowels, as Li- 
. ver, Spleen, Middriff, Lungs, Gall, Pancreas, Meſenters, Uterus and 
Teſtes, have vaniety of Difeafes, found by opening of diſeaſed Bocies 
aftet their deaths, which the Ancients did not know, nor could finde by 
conjeRure; Hor in 2ny of theſe is Nature bound up to a Rule and Me- 
thod ; for in one the Liver 1s full: of little tones, in another one: 
oreat tone hangs appendent to it, in another is an Apoſthumation, in 
another is an Apoſthumation of another kinde, in a third may be alſoan 
Apotthamarion of the Liver, yet differing from either of the former, tn 
one it ſuppurates, in another it turns a Schirr, or hard Boil, in another it 
turns fony, and in others Glandules, ſuch wonderful variety there is in 
the progreſs and changes of Diſeaſes, cven as the outward Signs in 
many ſick Perfons do demonſtrate by. their frequent changes; in ſome 
the Liver is burnt vp az-it were, and parched, in orhers-it is found 
quite waſted; inorhers it isfotind thrice as big as uſually, ſpecially in: 
conſumption of: the Lungs, 'where the Liver grows out to fill'up the 
void ſpace, rhe Diaphragma yeilding : Sometimes the Liver is-enfiſſu-- 
red or cloven, and in it are many Bladders of Water , ſometimes-it is: 
corrupted, and hath many ſma]l Apoſthumes or Abſceſſes of black Cor- - 
ruptioryor Sanies, ſometimes it losketh pale, ſometimes is grown to- 
ſome Vicine Part, . ſometimes one part of it is quite fangous, or quite 
conſumed, the other-part being intire ; and thus for other Bowels, they / 
have the like, 

Objed. Theſe are found Heme and looked upon 4s ſingular Caſes, 
and where firange Symptenss have been in 4 Body, Phyſicians have opened ſuch, 
and not ſo commonly others, thad died.in ordinary manners ; and alſo many- 
have fichnefſes, pains and affetts that come and go often in their Life-time, 
ad there ts likely no ſuch Tranſmutation, Corruption or Conſumption of the - 
Bowels, and for theſe the cauſes aſſigned by the Axcients, as Galen, Hippo- 
crates, Celſus, Eginets, Rhafis, Avicen, Etius aud Others, might hold. 

00d": For thoſe things that canſe Death, might not cauſe curable Diſeaſes, 
78 they are not fixed Ret in the Parenchyma of the Bowels, 

eAnſw. I think there is nothing elſe that can be alledged for the An« 
ciehts, andthe Moderns that have followed them : 

I,. Itis not ſometime and as-a wonder . that they are found ſo, - bur :

commonly and in moſt ; and to ſatisfie my Reader, let him open the 
rwenty next Patients that die under his hands, and he will (ee 1n all of 
them ſingular things, as to what the Ancients writ, and will alſo finde 
that Nature is not bound up.to,a Method, or ſuch an Order as ſome will 
have ; the more any man defires to be ſatished of the Cauſes or Signs 
that happen in Hydropicks, andthe part or parts affefed, and how, the 
more he ſhall admire, ſeeing till Grange and wonderful variety ; and if 
ſo mach.n one Diſeaſe, what Method doth Nature 20 in for different 
Dilcates? Beyond-Sea they open ſuch as they can get leave for, even 
as it happens, and ſtrange things to the Sons of Supeiſtition and Tra- 
dition, ' are familiar, and moſt commonly ſeen by the Song of Experi-. 
ence. 

2. For the moſt part thoſg things that inan extream degree cauſe death, 
ina mzan or middle degree cauſe a Diſeaſe; ſo de Worms, Stones, 
Apoſthumes, Hydropick Bladders, Glandula's, Adbzfion, Corruption, 
Conſumption, Excreſcence, Ce. of the inward Bowels, all theſe in a 
remiſs degree cauſe a Sickneſs of a Diſeaſe, and the ſelf-ſame in an 
higher degree cauſe Death : Yet 1 confeſs windy Inflations, Indigeſti- 
on, corruption of the Fzces, and intermittent Evils, do often come 
from Humouzs in the firſt Wayes, and Vapours, and Putrifation, and 
too ſwift Excretion, or ſtrong Retention, [nor in many that die of ma- 
lignant Diſeaſes may alteration in their Bowels be ſeen, becauſe it was 
a venomous Quality that killed them, and ſometimes ſo ſuddenly that 
no Bowel can be ſo ſoon labifaRated. 

3. The Ancients were apparantly out ; to Write onely of the Diſeaſe 
of the Stone 1n the Kidneys and Bladder, and ſo for the place and kinds 
of Worms; there is no peculiatity in the Kidneys or Bladder -to have 
the Stone, they are frequently found in.the Gall, Stomack, Lungs, 
Head, Liver, Uterus, and Joynts, and outward parts : and thoſe things 
that are generated in the outward Fleſh, as Spots, Tubercles, Boils, 
Carnous Excreſcences, Struma's, Glandula's, Worms, Stones, Phly- 
Renz, Bladders of Water, &s. are alſo frequently found in the inward 
Bowels, As for the Stone, as to the place, and kindes, and cauſes of 
it, ſofor Worms were the Ancients out, and all the Moderns that have 
pinn'd their Faith on their Sleeves ; commonly we confeſs the ordinary 
Worms incident to Children are found in the Body, and commonly they 
are in the Guts or S:omack, and Aſcarades or Bots are often in the Bo- 
dy, yet nothing ſo frequent as the ordinary Worms Children void ; 
Wwenty bave the ordinary Warmg,to ene that hath Aſcarades or Maggot- 
Woirtns ; the Ancients did ſome of them mention the 7 exis or Lumbri- 
<6 17, 01 broad Worm, hfteen os fixteen Ells long, the length of = 
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the Guts, and theſe were all: Now by Anatomizing the Dead, and by 
other Excretiorls of Creatures, it is found that Worms of all ſorts ar© 
in all parts of the Body, and ſome are referable to Terreſtrial Crea- 
tures; but becauſe they have no ſeed from any Creature, for the moſt 
part they have no coherence of ferm ; ſome are footed hike Quadrupe- 
des, ſome Bi-pedes,ſome crawling Worms, ſome hairy,ſome, like Newts, 
fome exa&t Maggots, ſome like Milli-pedes, or Wood-lice, ſome large 
like Serpents, &'c. There is a wonderful variety in theſe things, and 
we have heard of Serpents in two or three, found in Engliſhmen of late 
years, of the Lumbricws latus,Cray-hiſh in fimilitude, vomited by a child, 
Worms in the Face, &c. by which we jultifie Authors : But we have 
written a-Chapter of theſe Creatures in our Phyſiology and Jatroſophy, 
a Work that can never be too much read, orftudied. 

What ſhall we ſay 2 doth Nature proceed in no Method, or Order, 
er Coherence in cauſing Diſeaſes? Yes, there is ſotne, but not as for- 
mer Ages have generally ſuppoſed; it. is the ſpirit and quality of that 
ſpirit in every living, Moving, and growing Being, that is the Cauſe, 
and wherein is the Method ; and the Stars, principally the Planers and 
Moon, by the Air, alter the-quality of the Humours in our Body, and 
thence comes ſuch variety in our Bodies : but yet if the Inward Cauſe 
in cur Bodies comply not with the Outward, there is nothing done ; the 
quality of the Air by its ſeeds ſown in our Humours or Blood, tran(- 
mutes or changes them into the nature of the Seeds, the Blood findes 2 
Matter in it whoſe Spirit 1s of a quality Heterogenious and Heteropathe- 
rical to the Blood, and ſo works to'throw off its Enemy ; and in the Pox, 
Meaſles, Plague, and Purples, it throws off that Heterogenious matter 
by the Skin, Pores, or Habit of the Body ; but where ths matter in the 
Blood is not ſo venemous, or exceeding adverſe qualited to our Nature, 
the Veins throw it off on ſome part : for in the Body like draws like to 
it, as inthe Earth, and Terrene Things, and puts off or ſeparates any 
matter that is of a quality adverſe or contrary to the Blood and Nature 
of the Spints conltiruting our vitality: Now we ſee Water in the Blood, 
ſomerimes thicker, ſometimes thinner, ſometimes limpid , ſometimes 
oleaginous, ſometimes yellow, ſometimes black, &c. and yet becauſe 
this Humour hath not a quality Heterogeniovs to the B/ood, it reſts very 
well in the Blogd, and is not endeavoured by Nature to be calt cf, nor 
cauſes any Diſeaſe, for a thing that looks exaQtly as another, may be no- 
thing like it in nature, ſo Sperma Humanwrm, and ſome glutinous and 
thick Flegm we raiſe from our Lungs or Palate of our Mouth, look ex- 
aR(y alike, and are in confiſtence the ſame ; and yet there is a Spirit of 
an enlivening nature in the Sperma Humanum,. and onely a cold ttupify= 
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ing quality in the pituitous- matter z. ſo Scib;uw, end the red Glaſs of 
Church-Windows,.may in tafte, ſmell, look and conſiſtence of Body be 
the ſame, and yet there is a purgative Virtue or Quality in Stibinum that 
the Glaſs hath not : So for Alabaſter and ſome pieces of Atſenick, how 
much do they differ'in quality, and how lictle in bodily appearance ? So 
in the Body of Man, if we could ſee the Humours and affeRed Parts, 
and the current of the Blood, we could not tell whether People would 
live or die of thoſe Diftempers, or how they would change, or what 
they would become for the molt part : for an Humour looking like ano- 
ther in an abiceſs of rhe Liver, Spleen, Reins, or Lungs, ſhall not raiſe 
Symptoms alike, nor work alike, becaule the qualicy that is in it, alters 
it and works it; in one abſceſs there is a petrif yivgquality,and that turns 
all the matter in-xlictle time into perfect Rone, one or many ;, in ano- 
ther Abſceſs, Ulcer, Apotihume or Tubercle of any of theſe Bowels, 
the matter looking the ſame with the former, is a vivifying ſpirit, and 
that matter takes lome or ocher ſtrange and commonly different form, 
and enlivens and increaſes ; another Abſceſs hath a matter like the for- 
mer, but in this 1s an Earthy Gummy Spirit, and infipid , and this turns 
all the matter into- a Caruncle or Fungus, or if it be a lictle otherwiſe 
qualified, a Glandale,or many Kernels ; in another Abſceſs is a fermen- 
ting qualitied ſpirit, and that makes them Aguiſh, and this differs 
hugely in quality ter /e ; for ſome fermentative matter is colder and 
dujler, becauſe it wants the ſharp and hor ſpiric that is in other Hu- 
mours, and this cauſeth colder Agues ; the ſharper and hotter the ſpirit 
in this matter is, the hotter is the Ague : therefore many times they that 
drink much ſtrong- Water make a cold Ague all hot Fits, Again, this 
matter differs in the peculiarity of the quality, ſome fermenting twice 
in one day, ſome once in twenty four hours, ſome once in two days, 
and ſome but once in three or four days : In another Excrementitious 
Matter is an Oſſifick quality, and then a Bone is generated of the big- 

eſs and ſhape with the Excrementitious Matter, for the Olfifick Spirit 
tranſmutes iras it lies ; even as our Wells in England, and Earth about 
Shefford, turns the Wood into perfeR& Stone 1n the ſame figure it was 3 
' and (o a few Grains of Ens Awri, or Eflence of Gold , tranſmures 
mich Lead or Qvickhlver into perfet Gold ; we ſee multitude of Ex- 
ampl:s from Seeas thrown into the G'1ound, or Animals Scmen, either 
inje&ted into Ureruſles, or laid in Fleſh, Mud or Earth, or Fruits, 
which works upon the fir matter itis in, and turns it inco the form of 
the Creature from wiom this Seed came, and it enlivens. And the 
Stars. do very much qualife and alter the Seeds in our Humovrs : Hence 
it is that ofren Coughs, malignant Pleunhes, Quinzics, malignan* Fer- 
tians, 
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tians, and diyers ftrange confuſed kindes of Agues, are Epidemical ; 
and I have obſerved the mutations in divers Diſeaſes to be from the 
«Moon, and the other Planets, eſpecially that Planet that was Lord cf 

the Firſt and Sixth Houſe, at the Decumbiture of the yok : and a Pra- 
Ritioner of Phyfick in this Town told me, when he haJ a long lickneſs, 
he could always tell when his Paroxiſms ,' or times of greater illneſs 
would be , when the Sun was afflied by the Body or Aſpe& of Saturn, 
or his Significator afflicted ; and did not Yenw and his Friend in ma- 
ny ſuch evil Aſpe&s, he thought he ſhould have died. 

Now (ſuch a Method doth Nature obſerve, that it is the caſual influ- 
ence of th: Planers (fmply, or conjoyned wirh fixed Stars of the great- 
er Magnicudes,that are milde or geatle-natured) apon our Blood and Hu- 
moutrs, and as the quantity and quality of our 5/oodand Humours vary, 
ſo the Stars a& variouſly : for the Agent can do nothing, if the Patient 
is not fir; and one Planet doth not ſo powerfully alter one mans Body as 
anochers, becauſe in one it was his Significator at his Nativity, inthe 
ether a Significator of his Fortune, in ano'her a Significator of his Re- 
ligton at his Nativiry; and ſothough our Humours and Conſtitu:ions 
ar< much alike, yet in chis reſpeR the Planets vary, There is natural- 
ly in ſome marcer,a greater proneneſs and aptitude to petrify ; in other, 
ro oulity ; in ocher, to vivify or animate ; in other, tocarnify ; in other, 
to tanguify ; 1n ocher, to |:ify ; in other, to ſpermaty and crinify * 
and chough che greater number of Planets that are ftorgelt at ſuch 2 
time, do diſpoſe the Humours to pu: 1ify or vermify , (for ar ſomerimes 
both ola Folks and Children have Worms more chan in other ſeaſons) 
yet in all Bod:es there be not thoſe Humours; and in all Bodtes thar thoſs 
Humours be, yet there is not in them a like purrifying quality : Ar ſuch 
atims Yeuus is:Lady of ' the Afcendane, commands Jupiter, Mars, the 
Moon, &c. in her Houſe, is ftrongeſt of any in the Scheam, and yer all 
men at his time are not Veneriouſly inclined, for ſome are never 
libicinous ; yet at this time they may be more libidinous than others ; 
and at ſuch a time an evil-minded men is the likelier to accompliſh his 
inceliuous D:hres, VVe ſee huge mutations and changes dayly and 
hourly, ſometimes 1n ſome flick perions,and how do theſe come, but from 
the motion of the Morbifick Cauſe? and how is that changed and mo- 
ved fo (trangely, but by the Attoms in the Air, drawn into our Body in 
our Breath, which are qualified from the Planets ? 

We have in our Phyſiology, Fatroſopby and Pneumatography, ſufficient- 
ly dzmonſtrated the force of the Heavengon all fublunary Beings ; 'but 
we Will here adde fome more : Whence is it in Moon-Ey'd Horſes their 

Eye or Eyes grow full at full Moon,and then they are bind ; and as the 
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Mon dectetfſes, they decreaſe, and then they ſee better 2 Many Coun- 
txey-mens Experience atteſts this. "7. 

2, Concerning the alteration of Diſeaſes, changing of Symptoms, 
and of all diſeaſed Parts, dying and growing lick, it is apparantly feen 
in ſome Diſeaſes by the alteration of the Moon, and divers have told 
me, That when the Plague did rage in this Town of Hitch; moſt fell 
fick or died at change of the Moon, or full Moon, and four or five were 
buried then together, and when the Moon was at her full tate, was the 
hickneſs in many in its Crifs or Exaltation ; and it.is apparant to many 
intelligent Phyſicians, thac our Bodies: are. fuller of moiſture at full 
M-on, than other times ; and Experience ſhews us, the Epileptick and: 
Convullive have firs at full Mcan cogamonly, and the Reaſon may be, 
becauſe water in the Brain is.oft found by DiſleQion to cauſe Epileplies, 
and other Diſeaſes, which the Practical Phyſicians hitherto did net ima. 
aine:Now-we know the Moon rules over Moiſture much,witneſs the Eb. 

ing and Flowing of the Sea ; doth it notin divers places of this Land 
increaſe and ſwell higher at full Moon, and in the declination of-the 

Moon fall, and fink lower ? 

Moreover the monthly Fluxes of Women, or Menſtrues, are cauſed 
partly by the Moons influence, and partly by a created aptitude or na- 
rural faculty in them ;. we ſee: often they are, when ſopr, eaſilier pro- 
voked at full Moon, than in its. declination ; the Moon rules princi- 
pally in Moiſture, and principally in. the Moiſture of Feminines, for ſhe 
15 2 Feminine Planet ; yetin Men the Hzmorrhoids are periodical ſome. 
times and monthly, and ſome have (but rarely) a Fluxus Sanguinis per 
Penem monthly, 

Farmers kid obſerve in theſe late:years of Infection amongſt Horſes, 
that their Horſes fickened or died familiarly at New or-Fult Moon : is 
not the Diſeaſe Lunatick.ſo called ffom the Moon, for that at full Moon 
they are afflited monthly ?. and Pfiyficians have obſerved Catarrhs and 
Nallnilons to riſe or fall from the Moon, and to. be governed much 
thereby. Gxanerius- did obſerve one ſpake a [trange Tengue he never 
learned, in New Moons ; : and other melancholy- perſons have at ſuch 
changes of the Moon alone ſpake a ſtrange Language they never learn- 
ed: If anythink we ſpeak-ſlightly or -conjeRurally- of many of theſe 
things, let them ſearch. in their proper Chapters Examples in our Phyf: 
ology, and they ſhall ſee them confirmed. It is written of the Clepes 
Fith'in Sagons, a River of Fraxce,: that in the encreaſe of the Moon it 
is white, and in its-decreaſe black: - So the P:ſcis Lxcnaris, or Luna-fiſh, 
is ſo apgellated from the firange alteration the changes of the Moon 
makgs 10 her, and her figure ; We might be numecous10 Examples. 
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- Phnylib.2. cap.41. writes, That at Full Moon, Oyſters, Shell-fiſh, 
and Periwinckles increaſe, but decreaſe at decreaſe of the Moon. 
1. Kekerwan, |. c. ſaith, The Skins of Sea-Calves and Sobles are tiff with 
the flanding wpright of the Hair, when the Moon mcreaſes ; but in the 
Moon decreaſing, they grow weak, and fall down. 

Dropfical People are ofren moſt moleſted at Full Moons, and there- 
fore at that time , ſaith, Johannes Jobaſtoxus , they commonly die ; and 
then it took away that Reverend Man, D. Martin Gratianss, Superin- 
tendent of the Reformed Churchesin Greater Poland. 

Libavins, Epiſt, 15. to Schmrzer, ſaith, It is better to grve Medicines a- 
gainſ*Epilepſier the day after, than in the Oppoſnion of the Luminaries ; for 
in the hour of 4 the Moon # quitt, but afterward ſhe works ard begins 
to augment the Humonrs. 

We hall not give Examples here's the force and quality of the Moon 
in Nativities to diſpoſe mens Bodzes and Mindes ; nor of the Vulgais ob- 
ſervation in cutting of Cocks , nor ſhall we infiſt on its force upon in- 
we things, to cauſe fulneſs & fAlaccing, juycineſs anddrineſs,as that 
increaſes or wanes ;. as, .in Vines, Onyons,  Palm-Trees, Bafil, Lapis 
Selemtes. Keckerman, Diſp. Phyſ. 3.Coroll. x1;ſaith, Lilies and Ryſes opeu 
their Buttons or Heads in the might alone,as loving the Moon;and Marigolds, 
Tulips, &c, open onely to the Sun, and ſhut up againſt the Moon : Nor thall 
we here diſpute (as we might finde matter and occaſion largely to do) 
of the peculiar Government of Plants by ſuch and ſuch Planets, and 
how they are fuller of Virtue pulled up at ſach a time, whenas the Pla- 
net governing them is Eſſentially fortified, than at another time : 
Nor yet ſhall we here ſpeak much of Sigils and Teleſms inſculptin Wax 
or other impreſhble matter, the Seal made at a fit time, according tothe 
Poſition of the Heavens ,, and thg Engraving or Impreſs of that Seal 
muſt be at a due time, as-the Planet governing the Diſeaſe, and Lord 
of the Hour, are Eflentially fortified, aſpeRed by Others, and ſeated in 
ſignificant Houſes ,- and accordingly hung about the fick party, 'In our 
Philoſophical Book called Phyſology, Fatroſophy and Pneumatography, ard 
in the laſt of theſe have we treated of .Sigils and Teleſms ; whither the 
Reader may have recourſe. . 

The Moon indeed is moſt. generally fignificant in all Diſtempers, of 
all the Planets; and in every Scheme we take cf 'fickneſs, the Moon and 
her Dignity, and Houſe, and Sign ſhe is in, and to whom (he applies, is 
vety conſiderable,” next to the Lord of - the Aſcendant, Sjgnifier of the 
fck Perſon, and Lord ofthe ſixth Houſe, Signtficator of this Sicknels, 
and Lord of the Eighth, Sigvificator of Death-; yet the Surv in the next 
place, of all che Planets, bath moſt influence upon our Bodies ; ,and by 

: his 
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his heat and warmth more than other Planets, he enlivens and alters 
moft Animate and Vegetative Bodies ; as alſo by Light : Now if the 
Sun, having in it the ſeed of Light, can enlighten the Stars and Moon, as 
they approach him ; and when the Moen is gone a good diftance and 
while from the Su», the ſeminary Principle of Light it received from 
the Swv, dies by degrees, uncil ic comes to the Sun again, and then the 
Moon receives freth Seeds of Light, which grow (as the Seeds of Infe- 
Qion taken into our Bodies) to maturity, Which is when ſhe is run balf 
her courſe, and juſt eppoſite to the Su, then is the Moon at the Full, 
and the Seeds of Light like our Life, and the maturity of our Age ; and 
other Animals and Vegetables are as long a declining or dying, as en- 
creaſing and growing to maturity; and no | —_— this of the S#n and 
Moon is a great cauſe of the maturation and corruption of Bodies, and 
gives great infght into the method of working, encreaſing and dying in 
other Seeds : Andif the Su» thus alter the Moon, why not other 1:8 and 
inferiour things ? h 

I going one day in Summer in the hot Su» without Gloves, didſo 
ſtrangely burn my hands, that they felt ſore co the touch, and looked of a 
red colour, as if netled ; and 1 have heard the like of others, whoſe 
bands have been nigh bliltered wich the Sr, butin a fai different man- 
ner from fire, for that ſcorches and burns us long (enfibly , and then the 
the fireremains not ſoinourfl:th, and (o long as the S#»'s quality, 
for from the S** it rather looks av if venemed ; yet to touch fire will 
make a ſoreneſs longer. | 

Many mad People do chiefly rage when the S#» 18 in the Tropical 
point Cancer ; and about the Summer Solftice, parily the hear, and partly 
the quality of the Air, makes divers mad in Summey , that are pretty 
well all the year-befide : Heibs of the Sw» are ſtrongeſt when they are 
gathered in the Hour and Exalcation of the Sw», or when the Su» is in 
Leo; and we have obſerved ſeveral ſuch things, We- have m-ntioned 
three Obſervations of the greater force of Heibs gathered when the 
Planets governing them are ſtrongeſt, in our Book of Phyſiology and Fa- 
troſophy, and particularly in our Noſo/ogy ; but Aſtronomical Phyſicians 
have gone upon flight grounds in giving ſuch an Herb to ſuch a Star, 
and another ro ſuch a one, many times; and the Reaſons of their 
orounds would be ſifted : for if the Foundation be falſe, we can never 
make a true Superſtructure, 

We ſec theSur's heat drives away Apues and cold D'Rempers, it rai- 
ſeth Head-ach to thoſe that fit too long therein, ſpecially. bare-headed, 
and in the Spring, and that are ſvbje& to Head-ach ; 'alſo thoſe that fit 
in February or Marchin the S#x for warmth, do oft catch Agues : _- H 
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when I was a Boy, catched an Ague by fitting ſhivering in the Sw» to 
warm me : Itis alſo ſo pleaſant at its return : The abſence of Things 
makes them the welcomer to us at their return: By Sundew, Heliotrope, 
Marigolds, Hinca, &c. is the Sun's particular Domination over Planets 
ſeen. 

But we will not inſiſt onely on theſe two Planets, the other Five, Sa- 
turn, Tmpiter, Mars, Venus and Mercenary, Dragons Head, Dragons 
Tail, and ome of the fixed Stars of the greater Magnitudes have great 
Influence upon our Bodzes, and alter and move our Humours, and by 
conſequence our Mindes, as they are moſt prompt ts be wrought upon. 

The Scorpion tings molt dangerouſly when the Dog-ſtar 18 up, and 
men uſed to obſerve the rifing of the Dog-ltar for cutting of Frankin- 
ſence-Trecs, as then fitteſt for Uſe, and fulleſt of Juyce: and in the 
Tercere l{lands the Windes called Erefia are mild Windes, that riſe eve- 
ry year two days after the ri{ing of the Dog-ftar ; and the Diſeaſe Syr:- 
afis 18 (0 cauſed from Syriusrthe Dog-Rar, and called ſo, becauſe divers 
did obſerve that at the rifing of that Sear Infants were inflamed in their 
Heads ; ſo that we ſee thoſe Stars have Influence upon Animate and -In- 
animate bodies; and if the Dog Stars Syrizs and Proczon can raiſe winds, 
they can in the Air inall likelyhood communicate their. quality to our 
blood ; but we do nor obterve the force and influence of the Dog Stars 
in our Climate or Countrey, as in other parts ; for in the Dog dayes 
they give no Phyfick, and Wounds and Ulcers heal badly, Hippocrates 
Aphoriſmes, Se&&. 4. aph. 5. nb xyz og mp; noms ipyo Stig of paguarcier, 
about the riſing of the Dog - Star, and before its riſing , purging 
by Medicines is very moleſftuous ; but we ſay, Canis non mordet in An- 
glia, the Dogs bite not in Exgland : Iris certain, ſome Stars have a 
greater power over ſome Countreys then over others. 

Cardanus and Caſper Wrlphizs, Did obſerve Headach to ariſe in ſome 
perſons with che Sun, it was chiefly in the Forehead; every daythe Head- 
ach aroſe in theſe, as the Sun aroſe in the morning, and at noon, when 
the Sun was nearelt, it grew molt vehement ; but as the Sun went far- 
ther off, the Headach did declin2; and at evening when the Sun did 
wholly hide him elf, the Headach was abſolutely gone, and began the 
next morning when the Sun atoſe, and encreaſed as that grew higher ; 
but in one of theſe parties it Was x pain rather of theeye, ſometime a* 
bove one eye, and ſom-»time above another. : 

Foachimus, Comm, ad 9. lib. Khaſis, cap. 4. obſerved anorher that had 
Headach about noon, but as the Sun went down it declined ; fignes of 
Choler were in him, Which the Sun moved” to his head ; he was cured 

with purging of Choler, and (trengthening his head, 
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Seliai cap. 12, Anzotat. ad Altemar. Graft, Obſerved Megrims to be 
raiſed and mitigated according to the courſe of the Hoon, in ſome per* 
ſons, and to have continued ſo for three years. 

It would be too tedious to write of many new Diſeaſes, Epidemical, 
and ſome of them Contagious, that do happen in all Ages and Coun- 

tryes, ſometimes more, {ometimes leſs, ſometimes in ane place, ſome- 
times 1n another ; they certainly come from the Air, and the Air is 
qualified by the Stars, and Seeds and Attoms ſwim and flutuate in 
the Air, as Wood and heavier matter doth in the Water, that is a more 
ſollid, and lefle penerrable body than Air, 1 

We ſhould too much (tay the Reader here to give an accompt only.of 
the expzrience we have had of the Progreſs, Changes and Criſes of 
Diſeaſes according to the alteration and motion of the Planets, but 
who ſos well skilled in Aſtrology and Phyfigk, and ſhall at the decum- 
biture, or chief time of the fickening of his Patient, draw a Scheam 
of the Heavens, and obſerve all along the mutations-ef the Planets,and 
his fck Patients diſtemper, he (hall in moſt Diſeaſes find great ſatis- 
faction, and ſay, It is far more certain Prognoſticating.by the Heavens, 
then ſymptoms in Diſeaſes : Yet in confuſed Diſtempers,and ſuch as we 
cannot well refer to any name in R:verims his Practice, Aſtrology is moſt 
11luminative, | 

There are divers obſervations extant of the operation of the Planets 
on mens Bodies, but few, in regard of the uſe there would be of them, 
and excellency thereof ; but theſe would require much time and pains 
to deſcribe to purpoſe, therefore we ſhall omit them. 

We ſee alfo there js a ſtrange Antipathetick quality in Lightning to 
bereave us ſuddenly of Life, and a blaſt of Air blaſts many ; ſome in 
the field, ſome Randing at their door; ſome are bereaved of ſence, 
ſome of motion ; ſome 1n the whole body, ſome only in ene particular 
part ; ſome in one manner, ſome in another ; ſome in one degree, ſome 
in another, 

We will ſpeaka little here in the Vindication of Aſtrology, it may 
ſatisfie fome, ic need hutr none ; Truth alone muſt pleaſe God, and fra 
pia be condemned, |

Etneratds and Sobriety, the ſhivering of Quickſilver in fire or hat wa- 
ter, and its flying to Gold ; the fighting of Spiritof Tattar and Virtiol, 
the quality of moving Love in ſome Plants,of diflolving ftrife in others; 
of releaſing the bewitched, and driving away Spirits ; of cauſing mad- 
neſs, and inducing ſleeping. to death : See theſe in one place or other 
of our Phyfology and Farreſaphy, with many more ftrange and prodigi= 
ous qualifications: of the Spirits: of Plants and Minerals. We do not 
deny but things affect one another by the Attoms and Exhalations that 
ariſe. fxom their bodies;but what accompt can any give, why the Attoms 
of one is of ſuch a quality to cauſe Sobriety, and the 'Attoms breath- 
ing from another. to cauſe. Love, and the Atroms breathing from 
another "to cauſe madnefle;,? | every *body, as ir is a body, and 
earth 1s not active, or moveable ; doth neither taſte, nor ſm. 11, nor hath

Did not things alſo in States and Kingdoms fall out according to-4 for- 
tuitous and accidental hap, and the fortune of Mens happy Nativities, 
why did eMahomet that Great Impoſtop, ariſe to that credit and honour 
in the World ? Why did-not God make him an-untimely birth, gs cauſe 
his dayes to be ſhort,that he (ſhould not corrupt-the World with;his De- 
Arine ?. or raiſe other cauſes to have deterred his Followers from-credi- 
ting him? Is be not CH RIST's Oppokite ? anddid he not take up. 
on him to be Mediator betwixt GOD and Man ?. And how miraculoutly 
hath he proſpered through many Nations:and Ages > 

To this adde the remarkable Afﬀairs of this World,to wit, The expun- 
ving and debellating of Chriſtianity by the Turk, and the ſetting up of 
UMaheometiſm in all thoſe parts where Chriſtianity did at firt-with much 
difficulty and blood ſhed, and perſecution gain riſe ; but I will not ſay

never divulge any thing of mament to Mankinde, concerning how we

Now ſeeing we ſee apparantly the univerſal order , gradation Pro 
greſs and event of things, is after this manner of contingency ; what evil 
or abſurdity is it to allow it a cauſe ? and why may we: not as honeR- 
ly and lawfully ſay, The Stars, under GOD , are the natural cauſe 
of all theſe Contingents and caſual Events (caſual, meet! y,4s to out fore-

Furthermore, the Planets operate upon our Mindes, not onely by mo- 
ving, encreahng and altering the quality of our Hamours (which we

And no man I believe, but at divers times is in divers mindes, and 
of. different Intentions and Inclinations, though there be nothing in- 
terpoſes, nor no differing or freſh Contingents: and this ſuddain and 
6ften variation of our Mindex, Intentions, Defires, Appetites and AFf- 
feRiens, muſt have a Cauſe ; and what wickedneſs or abſurdneſs is it to 
attribute zt tothe Planers 2 for Experience ſhews it, and in Reaſon 
their various and differing motions anſwer to the various and differing 
motiovs of our Humours and AﬀeR&ions, 

I know by my ſelf, and have heard others ſay, They were moſt melan- 
choly, when they had leaft cauſe ; and Lovers are ſometimes wonder- 
fully inflagrated towards one another ; and at anothes time, no oc- 
cafion given, quite off from defiring one another. Bur we might be 
infinite in theſe things :. And Sexmpertns, in Epitome, Scientie Nat. ſaith, 
Experience (hews the Humaars are altered by the Stars,and the Minde bythe 
Humours : Mares ſequuntur temperamentum coryoris ; Experigntie con- 
tradicere nefas : The Manners follow the temperament of the Body ; and 
it is unlawful to gain-ſay true and manifold Experience, 

- F. All Mankinde was made Upright, with the Countenance upwards, 
and all Beaſts look downwards to the Earth ; that was ſomewhat in 
Providential Intention that Man might look up to the Stars, and weigh 
the Majeſty of the Heavens; -and Beaſts were made onely to feed and 
grove on the Earth , werefore they had not their looks made upwards, 
to view the Glory, and Power, and Wiſdom of their CREATOR, in

and in many Ages, have had experience of the torce of the Stars; bur 
{0 oY "ths 
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the Rules of the Antients, as our Phyſical Rules,are many, infirm, and 
true but ſometimes, and were ill grounded ; and God hath ſo wiſely or- 
dered it,that man ſhall not be certain always therein, for then he would 
be preſumptuous : In many Scheams an Aſtronomer draws, there are 
as many Arguments againſt as for the thing, ſo that he knoweth not 
which-to judge ; in moſt Scheams there are ſome Planets that by the 
Sign they are in, or Houſe, or Degree, or AſpeR, deny, according to 
Aſtrological Rules, that, thar others affirm ; and in ſuch Caſes we muſt 
take the Rrongeſt, and conclude from the poſition of the greater num- 
ber; as in an Aflembly molt Voices carry it. | 

7. Letus conlider the Air : What cauſes Rains, Thunder, - Winde, 
Miſts, Snow, Frolts, muddy and bright Weather ?- do not the Planets, 
and fixed Stars as they. are conjoyned with them > and how doth the 
Air change our Bodies? I my ſelf having weak Eyes, have found them 
far more miſty and aking againſt Rain and in moiſt Weather ; others 
againſt Froſt and in froſty V Veather, have Itching, and Puſtules break 
forth, :ſome almoſt always; ſome: again} Rain have their Corns ake ; 
divers do prognofticate change of V Veather by their Corns : ſome will 
ſay in dark foggy weather they are far more melancholy, dull and drow- 
fie ; and ſome then have their Heads ake : we know ſome Bodies are 
huge ſenſible of cold, and every ſmall thing caſts them down; ſome 
will in VVinter go bate-legged, and in Szow, and catch no harm : the 
Conſtitution and Cuſtom are both to be confidered : ſome that have had 
Bruiſes will feel pains there upon alteration of weather, and no time - 
elſe, after the Bruiſe is healed : divers when the weagher begins to be 
open at Spring, ang yarmer, have Puſtules, V Vheals and Itch bregk 
forth ; and ſo in ſome at fall of the Leaf: ſome have a matter breaks 
forth always at Spring and Fall ; and we ſee Tertian Agues are moſt rife 
at Spring, Quartains at the Fall or «Autumn, To enumerate no more, 
Hippocrates writ of theſe things, and of the qualities of the V Vindes, 
and he will be believed, and 1n ſuch things his experience may be ta- 
ken, thoughwe muſt not look to finde things ſo as he writ in each other 
Body, concerning the change of the- Air and Weather ; if they hold 
true. in every tenth Perſon,it is ſomewhat : for we (hall finde ten whoſe 
Bodies are not ſenſibly altered by Rain, or V Vinde, or Thunder,to one 
thatis : ſo Braits and Plants forelſhew change of V Veather. 

- Becauſe we would fairly and fully ſatisfie our Readers concerning the 
Influence of the Planets, we ſhall proceed to take off a few Obje@ions 
made by the contrary-minded and opinioned; theirs is onely Opinion, 
which comes from Oprzor, I'think ; ours Experience, which comes from 
Experior, to have tried, or made proof of, 
ka y Objett,r, 
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Objeat.1. Twins are born both at once, and yet often not alike, nor have 
fortune alikg, nor die at a time, 

Anſw, Often Twins are ſq alike, that they are fain to tie Threads or 
Ribbands about them, if both of one Sex, to diſtinguiſh 3 but inthe 
birth of divers Twins is a quarter, or half an bour, or more diſtance, 
and then they may have two Signifticators, and the Srgns may bs gone 
off thoſe Houſes : and alfoit the birth of the Twins was very exact, as 
to time, it is probable they were not conceived at once, and that is ve- 
ry material, and may change their Diſpohtions: VVhat 1s the Reaſon 
the Children of one man and woman ſhould often times ſo exceedingly 
differ in Complexion, Conditions, and Fortunes, were there not ſome- 
what to alter ? 

Obje&. 2. Thoſe that are killed in Armies in Fights, were not born all 
at once, but had ſeveral Natinties , and a Death alikg at one time,

with the Lord of the Eighth Houſe, the Houſe of Death ; and ſome

Anſw. The Vulgar ſay, if a thing comes to paſs that Aſtronomers or 
Aftrologers predict, They are Witches, and do it by the Devil; if it 
fails, they ſay, Itis a Deluſion, and there is nothing in it; even as they 
judge in other reſpects : for if a Me :icine cure one, they think it muſt 
cure others, though of another Diſeaſe ; and if they thzy knew one die 
of the Jaundice, they will pronounce Death to all : Oze Swallow makes 
not a Summer : One Experiment is tco ſlight, or two,or three, ro ground 
our b:lief upon in ſome matters, If it had never failed, men would 
have been preſumptuous , moi would have gone to have known their 
Fortunes ; and that would have been an inconvenience in all Govern- 
ment, Trading and Actions Men doundetgo : G OD made all things 
_ grave Counſel, and well. weighed Conſiderations, that they ſhould

Moreover, If Aſtrology was certain, Men would ſay it was of the 
Devil : If we condemn it for incertainty, better may we condemn the 
Practice of Phyſick, for that is more uncertain ; it is termed, Ars Con- 

Jjetinrals, Let any Phyſician by the Signs he findes in ten perſons judge 
D their 
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their Diſtzmpers thus and thus ; and when theſe come to be opened, 
more by much are falfe than true, that he did imagine ; yea, where di- 
vers of the'moſt learned Phyſicians have been called to give their ad- 
vice and an accompt of one fick perſon; one hath ſaid the Diſeaſe was 
this, and thus-; another, that, and ſo ; every one differing ; but when 
the patty hath been opened, another cauſe hath been found in their Bo- 
dy, of Death, differing from each of theſe: So in Prognoſticks ; what 
Sign or Signs hold for Life or Death in all > The Tokens in the Plague 
are held the molt infallible ſign of Death, and ſo indeed they be, and - 
yet Phyſicians have obſerved divers having the Tokens, to have eſcaped: 
nor are the Criſes of truth, nor the Cure : What M:dtcine are we ſure 
will cure two n one Diſeaſe ? no Medicine cures all, and each Medi- 
Cine hath cured ſome : I dare confidently affirm that there is not one 
Drug or Medicine in an Apothecaries Shop, but at one time or other by 
one or other is uſed for an Ague ;-and. the uſe of nothing would be up- 
held, did not ſome thipk themſelves thereby eaſed or helped. 

Obje&. 4. Scripture ſpeaks againſt it. 

Anſw, The Scripture ſpeaks again the abuſe of it : for in thoſe times 
and Countreys when and where Scripture was writ by the Jews, the 
Aftrologers truſted too much to it, and diſowned the Supreme Creator 
and Re&or, and preſumed much upon it, and aſſumed all the honour to 
themſelves, and called the Months and Days by Planets Names, and 
worſhipped ſuch Planets on ſuch Days, and diverted men from patient 
ſubmiſſion to a ſuperiour Hand of Providence, thinking theſe the alone 
and Supreme Deities, becauſe changes fell upon Earth as they had ob- 
ſerved them to change. Of all the relations ever I read of the Com- 
merce bztwixt Witches and evil Spirits, or alſo heard,I never could find 
the Devils told them any thing of the Stars, nor do they know any there- 
of, or praQtiſe any thing thereby ; they are GOD's Creatures made for 
our Bookgy, to read ſuch Deſtinies as it pleaſeth GOD man ſhould fore- 
know. 

The Scripture doth extol the Science, admire the frame of the Hea- 
vens, demonl(trate the Inflaence the Planets kave, and ſhew what they 
were made for : But, if becauſe of the abuſe, nothing muſt be in uſe, 
every thing muſt be laid aſide ; the beſt things are moſt apt to be cor- 
rupted : and, Oprimerum corruptio eft peſſima, as Philoſphers ſay : See 
Gen.1,14,15,16,17,18, Fudg.5.20. Job 25.5,6,Chap.38.7. & 29.39, 
31,32,33. P[al.136.7,8,9. Job 9.9,10, P[al.$.3,4. & 19.1. and divers 
o;her places of Scripture aflent hereto,

Anſw. It may be abuſed, and many without it may be Atheiſtical 
and Heatheniſh, and moſt with it are fincere Adorers of a Deity ; re- 
ally the Stars and Planets, and the Poles, and the Clouds, and their Of- 
fices and Aﬀions are clear demonſtrations of a GOD, as divers of the 
fore-cited places of Scripture hint forth. There are abundance of peo- 
ple that hear what others ſay , and believe with the moſt, and never 
queſtion or trouble their heads about a GOD, or his Attributes ; as the 
' Ignorant is related to give an accompt of his Faith : 7 believe as Mr. 
Vicar believes, and I believe he knows , for be is Book-learned, and I ans not 
Book. learned, All the works of GOD dignifie and exalt him, and the 
more we know, the more we muſt ſee the Power, Wiſdom, and Love of 
GOD : weſee ſuch and ſuch things come to paſs, and what wickedneſs 
18 it to attribute them toa cauſe? If we made GOD to do them with 
material hands, and to be bodily preſent, and to uſe Inſtruments as we 
do, toeffe& them, it would hugely degrade and vilifie his Maje- 
ty.

Anſw. That is in the Men, the Art doth not conſtrain them ; there 
are Knaves in all Societies, that are a ſcandal to the reſt, and vitupe- 
rate the Profeſſion : but the better and higher things be, ſo much the 
more they endamage when abuſed. 

Obje&.7. If they go too far, they may have to do with Devils, 

Anſw. By a Retort : If they have to do with Devils they may go too 
far; butit is poſſible ſome men may be inſtigated by their Curiohty to 
contra& with the Devil, to make them capable of telling Fortunes, and 
fore-knowing things, ſeeing Aſtrology is oft ſo uncertain ; but of fuch 
we mult judge what may be,by what hath been ; they have ſeldom been 
Aſtrologers : and few Witches have any judgement in Aſtrology, if 
any ; nor doth the Devil will them to learn any thing thereof, or teach 
them therein ; and without Aftrology men may have as much deſire a$ 
with 1t to foreknow : that way that is really good, the farther men go 
in it the berter,and lazy men & unlearned,and void of ſcrutiny (poil all 
profethons, and are a (cancal to what ever they profels ; and ſo is Wiſ- 
dom without a good practice. We ſhall conclude with the Dogmaticks 
of the Aſſ Jr1Aans and #: baldeans, ovuraheiy T4 AVE Tois Kd To, T hin 14 be- 
low do ſympathize with things above. 

Yet the Stars do not ſo far alter and govern, but there are many 
things fixed, and alwayes the ſame as to their Nature and Baſis, 3s 
Plants, Animals, Minerals, Man, &c. Alſo in man are fixed Prin” 
ciples of Blood, Bone, Fleſh and Marrow ; and in his Minde Univer- 
D 2 ſally 
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ſally is,firſt, An apprehenſion of a Deity : Secondly, A propenfity to wor. 
ſhip this conceived Deity ; in Proſperity tothank him, and in Adverſi- 
ty to pray : Thirdly, Almoſt all mankinde believe they ſhall live after 
this Life; orthat their Souls bz immortal : Fourtrhly, All mankinde do 
believe chat GOD is able to do all things, bz Omnipreſent, in all pla- 
ces, be Onnivident, knowing all ſecrets, and to be Eternal and Im- 
mortal : Fifthly, All mankind do think, this Being Eternal, Omnipotent 
and Omnividenc, muſt make them happy after this life, and puniſh them 
.for their Evil Deeds : Sixthly, All men hold Love, Chaſtity, Patience, 
Meekneſs,Charity, Humility, Aﬀability, & Honeſty, good ; and Cruelty, 
Perſecution, Lying, Fraud, Murder, Theft, Adultery, Revilingg. and 
Curfing, evil: And theſe are ftamps of the Divine Eflence in Man, 
which ace Univerſal, and the Stars onely alter,. not take away ; Yer 
there are Athieſts, it is true, and others-to contradict what we have ſaid, 
but the univerſality of men of our Form and Parts in the World, of all 
Nations are poſleſled of theſe fix things, and they are true : For GOD 
would Hot give to the Univerſal Nature of Man to believe that that is 
falſ2 : Yea, the very Bruits ſeem to have a Conſcience, ſo that when 
thzy have done a fault, they ſhrink or hide themſelves, or run away ; and 
when they have done well, and go upon wartantable grounds, howbold, 
cheerful and confident are they ?. 


4, Next will follow to be: ſpoken of the Signs: of Diſeaſes: and in 
theſe is an high miſunderſtanding, both in thoſe that write, and thoſe that 
read Practices of Phyſick, chiefly the laſt : for if the Ancients,.and 
moſt of the Moderns or Neotericks were. out in the Cauſes, they muſt 
needs be in the Signs that they appropriated to ſuch and ſuch Cauſes : if 
th2re be any diſpure about this, let my Antagoniſts obferve the twenty 
next Patients that come under ther hands, (for in ſo many the Rules of 
Nature may be diſcovered) and ſee if their Diſeaſes and Signs will hold 
and run parallel with thoſe of the Diſeaſes they read in Barrow, Ronde- 
letinsy Eris, AE gineta, Promroſins, Riverins, &c, Truly ſo far as I have 
obſerved many Patients, (having writ about 1400 Obſervations for my 
own private ule hitherto). and read Obſervations of many other men, I 
cannot finde Nature is confined to a method, or runs in that road Au- 
thots have delivered ; and who ſo opens many, ſhall finde that- the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Reins, Gall, Stomach, Lungs, &, are otherwiſe affected 
than as the Ancients thought ; and that they do onely caſually and acci- 
dentally light to be.fo affected as the Ancients have deciphered ; the 
afte&ion of the Bowels in the difleQted, agrees chiefly in diſagreeing : 
The Tiuth is, where we have one Patient that. by .concurrence of Signs 
ſeems 
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ſeems to have any one Diſeaſe'named in Pratices of Phyſick, we have 
three that are referrable to none of thoſe Diſeaſes ;*and in many Pati- 
ents ſometimes together, we finde ſuch rare Caſes that never before we 
ſaw or read of, Alſo thz Change in Diſeaſes is very conſiderable ; to 
day, or in this hour, the Sick moſt complains of Headach ; to morrow, 
or the next hour, the Headach is gone,or with it remaining is a Stomach- 
pain ; the next day it is changed into vomiting and purging, and then 
perhaps that ſtops, and the Party is Hzart-burned : and a multitude of 
'ſuch various Changes are ſometime in ſome fick People, that lie long ; 
and what ſhall we call this Diſeaſe ? ſometimes many Bowels are weak- 
or diſeaſed together, and by the Signs, where (hall the Diſeaſe be ? 

For Example ſake, we will (hew by one how the Courſe and Order of 
Nature may be gueſled at in many, 

Here died lately a Gentlewoman of .Hi:tchi;n, ſhe lay fix weeks fick ; 
had a fall out of a Coach, being with child; ſhe was very well, her.con- 
dition of child-bearing conſidered, for a fortnight after, ſhe was a little 
bruiſed betwixt the ſhoulders, all ſeems to be well ; a fortnight after the 
fall ſhe grows ill, as formetly in child-bearing ſhe had been, of windy 
pains and Ritches ; it took her With a little Cough and railing, and the 
pain did remit, and go into her Shoulder and Back; her Urine high, and 
Pulſe pretty ſwift , ſom? ſigns of a windy, ſome of a legitimate Pleuri- 
fie : 'after a week ſhe grew better for —_ or two, then worſe ; her 
ſpitting and excretion encreaſed, and pain fixed in her right fide ; ſhe 
could hardly ſwallow, that ſhewed the Oeſophagus hurt, and upwards on 
high, any hard thing hurt her ; ſhe took Lohocks, and raiſed much or- 
dinary Flegm, like an Empyema : then a week after her raifing conti- 
nuing now and then, ſhe ſpat Blood, her Coughing frequent, and one 
morning ſhe vomited much Blood by Coughing and Excretion ; but af- 
ter that the new ſymptom Hzmoptoe ceaſed, ſhe was partitiss wicibus let - 
Blood : after a month or three weeks ſh2 grew finely well, her Romach 
to meat was recruited, her ſleep greater, her coughing not ſo much, and 
the purulency leſs ; then a week being pafled, ſhe grew worſe, ſhe com- 
plained no more of the Oeſophagus, her Expuition and Cough urge, and 
her Legs ſwell , and ſhe grows Aſthmatical, ſhe raiſeth much fxcid 
Flegm, but now void of Blood; ſometimes a fit of raifing eaſes her fide- 
pain, waich the laſt weeks did not much trouble her,and ſomerimes-not ; 
and ſometimes her Afthma fits were eaſed by coughing, and ſometimes 
not; her Aſthma ſometimes left her, and then (he was hugely provoked 
to cough and raiſe; ſhe wanted ſleep and an appetite to any food ; her 
Aſthmartical firs being but three or four,” though ſhe was always at laſt 
ſhortwinded, lefc her before her death, and ſhe raiſed, as if matter did 
flow 
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flow into the Lungs from ſome vicine part exceeding ; and two hour 
afore death ſhe felt her ſelf oppreſſed with this matter, and raiſed nigh 
half a pint, coughing and ſpitting it forth ; and after this great fit of 
raiſing, fainted, and her Head ſhook, and ſhe died with ratling of the 
matter in her Cheſt:ſhe deſired to riſe before ſhe died, and talked cheat- 
fully, and much, the night before ſhe died; and theſe in many are to- 
kens of death, but not/in the generality. Here were divers other ſymp- 
toms and changes of leſs note, that came on, and went off again : ſhe 
was delivered very eafily, and during two or three dayes of purging, 
after her delivery, her Coughing was eaſie, ſhe raiſed leſs, and her 
pain and Aſthma very little, but her Lochyes Ropping, the Aſthma and 
Purulent Matter encreaſed,and ſhe died three or four dayes afrer, Moſt 
Phyficians thought her delivery would have freed her ; the Childe was 
very lively in Vtero, notwithſtanding her ſickneſs, and born well, but 
died a week after, having principles of Corruption in it from the'Mo- 
ther ; one thought it a true Pleurifie, another a baſtard one at firſt ; then 
itſeemed an inflamation of the mouth of the Stomack ; then ſome Signs 
ſhewed it in the Stomack ; for in Child-bearing ſhe uſed to vomit, and 
this was reſtrained after ſhe ſickened : ſome figns were for Adhzfion of 
the Lungs, ſome for an Empyema; ſome that th: Lungs did ſwim in 
po ſome of Ropped Blood; ſome Signs argued it inwardly, as 

urt in ſwallowing, ſome outwardly as her ſoreneſs in her hide to touch ; 
ſome argued V'Vind, for when it went into her ſhoulder and back, it a- 
bated in the fide, 

A month after ſhe ſickened (but ſhe was let blood before) her blood 
looked like yellow fat Broath when it was cold, and in it were ſeveral 
congealed fleeces, like bits of corrupted fleſh. 

VVho would thinkin thoſe that have pifled purulent matter, that 
it came from the Heart, ag appeared by difleRion ; i vivo ona ſunt 

erVvia, 
e 5. Let us conſider the Prognoſticks ; He is a wiſe Phyſician that is 
not raſh herein : I know a Phyſician of mean parts, and great practice, 
that I have admired he ſhould happen to judge Life or Death ſo falſly, 
inſomuch that other Phyſicians have made it a rule to go by, that ſuch a 
party will live, becauſe ſuch a Phyſician ſaith, She wilt die , and ſo on 
* thz contrary : what can be found in the Pulſe and Urines ? 

They talk of a Serratile or Saw-Pulſe, Vermiculating or Crawling 
Pulſe, and Intermitting Pulſe. I could never find any thing here- 
in worth taking notice of; in well people the Pulſe will intermit as 
well as in fick, and in dying people it is ſeldom found ; and it is 
oft the fancy of the Phyſician that muſt make all things , ſo ww | 
reads: 
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reads : the chief difference*in Pulſes is, the ſwiftneſs, and ſlowneſſ®» 
ſtrength and faintneſs of the beating ; and what may be judged hereby, 18 
this ; in ſickneſs, (for in health with working or running, the Pulſe will 
beat faſter, and in ſome perſons naturally fronglier than in others, and 
than at other times) The ſwiftneſs of the Pulſe argues an, Enemy in the 
Blood, or an Humour of an Heterogenious quality to it, that the Heart» 
as the Blood paſſeth through it, taſts and feels ; and therefore lets it 
out as ſoon asever it is in, and being out by Fuga Vac, dilating it 
ſelf, draws in more, and ſo ſends it ſwiftly about the whole Body ; if 
there be an high Heterogeneity the Heart expels it the Blood by the 
Pores and Habit of the body, or ſome particular part , if the Heart is 
Rrongeſt, and there be Principles of Fermentation in the humor ſo qua- 
lified : now if with this (wiftneſs there is ſirength of the Pulſe, it argues 
Nature is irong, and the Spirits are not extin&, if with this ſwiftneſs 
the Pulſe is faint and weak, the Spirits are ſunk, and there is feebleneſs 
and fainting ; for in Syncope and Deliquiums ſcarce any Pulte is found, 
or very little and ſmall, 

Urines are looked upon by the Vulgar, as the greateſt Prophetical 
matter about the Body of Man ; how familiar is it, and as ridiculous and 
abſurd as familiar, to carry waters to Phyſicians, to know parties diſtem- 

rs, not telling a word of their Symptoms to the Phykician ; judging 

im filly and unlearned in all other things, that cannot tell all their Als 

by their Water ? and this they do frequently,not intending to take Phy- 

fick, but to beſtow a Groat to know what their Diſeaſe is, (Which they 

underſtand as much as Geeſe) and how and when they may recover, and 

whether they ſhall live or die by their Water ; the which,if a Phyſician 
knows all the Symptoms about the fick, and his Conſtitution, and could _ 
ſee into his Body, he could not oftentimes truly determine of : in dy- 
ing people frequently the Water grows better, and in well people it will 
change ſtrangely, be ſometimes paler, ſometimes redder ; ſometimes 
thicker, ſometimes thinner: the Nights Water is oft unlike to the Dayes ; 
and ſome well pzrſons make thick crude Water, and in others, when it 
- is cold, it is thick and ſedementary like the fick ; the very food we eat, 
and liquor we drink, alter our Urine. I have read of a Fruit in the new 
World, a kind to Corcus Baphicus, that when our Countrey-men ate of 
it, [it ſo coloured their Urine, that they thought they had piſſed blood, 
and were afraid to eat any more : ſo I have heard of other things, ſome 
that uſe to drink much Wine, piſs the ſame for ſmell and colour, 

Furthermore,when the Urine paſleth only by and through a few parts, 
I ſee not how: it ſhould ſhew the Conſtitution of all parts ; it doth ſhzw 
chiefly diſtempers of che Kidzeys and Bladder, bux. that being the Sink 
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and Channzl, Natnre ftrives to waſh off, and throw much filth that 
way by the Kidneys and Bladder, and Urine, as Water is good to waſh 
off and make Fzculency and Sordity ſwim away ; that is ſome reaſon 
therefore, that both in Cronical and Critical diftempers, thick muddy 
ſedementary Urine is good, When the Diſeaſe is breaking away, eſpeci- 
ally, if before the Urine was clear and limpid, and as if it was Rrained 
from all foul matter.. | 

Indeed I have ofcen, to ſatisfie people, gueſled at their Diſtempets 
by their Urines, and one may often pleaſe them ; if it was an high red 
Water, I judged a Feaveriſh temper, and then I gueſſed that they had 
Head-ach , Back-pains, Thirſt, want of Appetite, Heat, want of 
Reſt, Faintneſs, one day worſe than another, &c. With variation ; if 
the Urine was pale and thin, I guefled at ObſtruRions, that it was ſtrain- 
ed; andin Obſtrutions uſually are theſe ſymptoms, Windineſs, pain 
at Stomach, and Roppage, and loading there With inappetence and Bra- 
dupepſia,or ill digeſtion ; ſhort-windedneſs, Aches in Knees and Shoul- 
ders; and by fits in the Head, paleneſs of Countenance, dulneſs ts 
Aion and Weatineſs, heavineſs of the Mind, &c, bur in Men and 
Womenis great vatiation; indeed we ſhall rarely find two exa&tly alike 
in all things ; but theſe things thus conjeRured, have often pleaſed ; 
Populus qui vult decips decipratur, That people that will be deceived, ler 
them be deceived. Some will undertake to tell them, whether itis 
a Mans or Womans Water, their Diſeaſe, and whether they will die or 
live. 

Indeed in Hait-piſſing, V Vorm-piſling, (which Roxdeletius ſaith, He 
would not believe, till he had once ſeen them) Stones, Gravel, Blood, 
yellow Urine, mucus or pus and (uch like ; ſomewhat is ſhewen of the 
very thing that cauſeth the diſeaſe, but how it is ſeated in the Body, in 
what degree, and 1n What part, we are often to ſeek notWith{tands 
EC ! 

Hippocrates his Aphor:ſms of Prognoſticks were pretty good, ſo much 
as he wrote thereof, and founded upon what he had experienced ; yet 
becauſe we meet with ſuch variety, we muſt not expe them to hold 
200d (as to the plurality of them) in each other perſon that they con- 
cein; tis well if in one in three they hold good 3; and ſome of them will 
rarely bz found true, becauſe Hippocrates writ them from the Obſerva- 
tion of ſome one ſingular caſe we ſhall ſeldom ſee again,or eſpecially ts 
terminate {o, | 

We will here write a few Prognoſtick Signs, that the Reader in read- 
ing other books may not be deceived in his underftanding,or expeRt more 


then he (hall find. 
APHORISMS, 
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APHORISMS. 


I. Every Diſeaſe how dangerous and truculent ſoever, is not in all 
and at all times Mortal ; nor 1s any Diſeaſe ſo ſlight and trivial, but at 
ſometimes in ſome it may lead to death. | 

II. Rarely in any one fick perſon ſhall we find all Signs Mortal, ex- 
cept nigh death ; nor rarely in any conſiderable fickneſs (hall we finde all 
fens of health ; but we judge from the major number, and moſt con- 
fiderable ones. , | 

III. That Diſeaſe that is (light and ſmall at firſt, may be mortal at 
laſt, for that that in a remiſs degree cauſeth ſickneſs, in an extream may 
cauſe death, a minimi maxima,trom the leaſt beginnings are often great 
events ; but we are in all caſes to be ſparing in. PrzdiRion for Life or 
Death, for that is only in the fore-knowledge of God. 

IV. Some ficken one day and die the next ; ſome have many Criſes, 
and do hold out divers years; and ſome after a tedious fickneſs die, 0- 
thers live; if we would przdi& herein, the chief thing is, to tell whe- 
ther any of the principal Bowels are waſted, changed or cortupted, in all 
this while. 

V. All intermitting diftempers (quoad intermifſionem) are ſafer than 
confirmed and continued, becauſe theſe ſhew Wind or Water, or ſome 
Fluxible matter, and that the parenchyma of no part, or maſs cf blood 
is much affeed ; and alſo in the Intervals, Nature gets Rrength and 
relief, and the greater they be, the more, Furthermore it ſhews, that 
there are ſome Seeds in the Blood and Humors , that grow to maturity 
in ſuch a time, and traſmute ſo much matter ; and then the ſpirits of a- 
nother nature to it, fight with it, raiſe a fermentation, and throw it off ; 
and then Nature1s quiet, till the remaining Szeds grow to maturity, 
and have infected as much more matter, ; 

VI. Nature doth not obſerve that order or method of proceeding in 
Criſes,as hath moſt generally been thought;but to ſome 2Crihs is the 1(i, 
to ſome the ſecond, to others the third, fourth, fifth or fixth day ; and 
then, three, or four, or five, or fix dayes after : nor do moſt that die, 
die in a fit, but for the moſt part after divers fits, which do not come at 
ſet times, nor are juſt of an equality, and of one manner ; the fick die 
in calmneſs and ſetledneſs of mind, and as the Vulgar obſerve, do of- 
ten lighten before death: And that is a bad fign, when the fick ſhall 
ſay, T hey are well, and feel no pain or ail, ſuceenly, and on no apparenr 
cauſe,that were very fick & weak a little before. Indeed we ſee Feavers 
obſerve Criſes or Paroxiſmes, and therefore call them intermiaing Fea- 

E Veis 
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Vers and Agves ; andif there be any ſet fits or Criſes in Fevers, they 
are of Nature to the former, though leſs apparant, which I think they 
Call continual Tertians, Quartans, or Quoridians, and ſome have axacer- 

ations every ſeventh day, elſe I cannot find it verity any more than by 
accident, that they ſhould have Criſes on the third, ſeventh, eleventh 
and one and twentieth days of Acute Diſeaſes, or in one of theſe : for 
the Criſes are onely from the alteration of the Planets governing the 
Diſeaſe, and Moon, and thoſe happen not ſo,or at any ſet times ; there- 
fore ſome People twice in twenty four hours, grow extream fick-like to 
to die, and have perhaps no more Critical fits of five or ſix days af- 
ter. | 

VI, In all Diſeaſes obſerve what was wonted to the Sick in health, 
thoſe things are not ſo bad in ſickneſs : every Diſeaſe ſo far as it differs 
from Nature, the worſe; any thing that wont not to be in health is bad, 
or if it be in either extreme, 

VIIT. If thoſe things that ſhould refreſh, as ſleep, eaſe, nowtiſh- 
ment, &'c, make the worſe after them, *tis bad ; and joyned with other 
ill Symptoms may give ſuſpicion of death. 

IX. There is no Diſeaſe but one time or another, in one or other, is 
cureable ; and there is no Diſeaſe (o ſlight and momentleſs, but in ſome 
or other, at one time or other, it is incureable : 'yet though from Pra- 
&ices of Phylick we reckon of -onely ſo many and juſt ſuch Diſeaſes, 
yet there are many grand Alterations, Tranſmutations, Corruptions, 
Enfiſſures, Animification, Petrification, Apoſtemation, Adhafion and 
Abſumption of Parts and Bowels, that are commonlieſt in the begin- 
ning and loweſt degre: incureable : 

x. Thy are hard to be known by ſigns, and then fit Medicines are 
not preſcribed, 

2. The Medicines taken, come not nigh thoſe parts. 

2, The Medicines are not long enough, or largely enough taken, 
though very pioper. 

X. All Diſeaſes of Malignity, wherein-there is a ſeparation of the 
infe&2d matter in the Blood, from the Blood, if that recoils and finks 
no the Blood again, it ſheweth death, and rarely otherwiſe, if the 
matterhave an high Heterogeneity to the quality of our Spirics conſti- 
ruting our Vitality ; therefore few that have the Plague-Sores or Car- 
buncles that 2o in and fall flit, or in the Pox, but they die ; but in Flea- 
Spots, Red Gum, Spots of Children, Ring-Worms, Tetters, Impeti- 
90, Cc, becauſe the matter is not ſo contrary to our Blood and Humonrs; 
35 ic fall back, or ſink into the Blood, it kills not commonly : Yet Phy. 
ficians have gone on hugely blinded in theſe things ; for whatſoever 

mat. 
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matter by Feaver and Fermentation is caſt forth of the Blood by the 
Skin and Habitum Corpors, if it lie outwardly a few days, and the Par- 
ty ſweat and be hot, the Spirits of that Humour that contain the quali- - 
ty inimical to our nature, fly forth and exhale; and then if the infipid 

and mild B/ood or Hamony be ſoaked up again, it doth noharm ; for Na- 

ture finding it purg2d of thoſe high Antipathetick Spirits, receives it as 

a finular matter : Every thing, yea, Inanimate things, apply to, and 

draw to them things not agreeing in figure but quality, and things of 
contrary qualified Spirits put oft and withdraw from one another : and 

left any ſhonld think this opintonal onely, (as moſt received Princi- 

ples are) we have related many ſound Experiments and Obſervations - 
18 our Book called Phyſiology, Fatroſophy and Pneumatography , which 
none denying}, all muſt confeſs, 


Silentia non negat- 


XI. In every Diſeaſe, Acute or Cronical, if a Dyſpnza or Aſthma 
ſnpervenc, itis an Evil Sign ; becauſe we live by breathing, and be- 
cauſe the Heart, the Fountain of Life, wants fanning and blowing up, 
to keep the natural fire of our Bodres from dying orgoing out, 

X11, In all ficknefles, though there be no pains, no apparant ill ſym- 
ptoms, and though all che Bowels ſeem firm, and the Party is pretty 
frong, yet if the Heart, the Fountain of Life, fink, and faint, and lan- 
ouiſh, without intermiſhons, and the Spirits are depreſſed, be not too 
ſecure ; for the evil qualitiesof the malevolent Planets, raiſe the fick- 
neſs, and deftroy our Life in a Confuſed Diſeaſe, without any known 
Cauſe. 

X1IIT.- In-all Diſeaſes wherein Deliriums, Fluxes of Blood, Vomit- 
inz, Looſneſs, Swgultws, or great Appetite, do ſupetvene, ſometimes 
Death, ſometimes Recovery ſuddenly terminates and ends that Dif- 
eaſe ; yet there is probability why Fluxes in ſome may cure, and lead 
to Death in others : for the ſame Signs and Accidents are not likely 
to ſignifie ſo bad m ſome Caſes and Confkitutions, as in- others. 

XIV. If any one 1s inwardly afflicted; and ſeemingly” in' Noble 
Parts, and afterward he is outwardly afflited , and in the Extremities 
or Superficies, uſually itislooked upon as a good fign, and fo indeed it 
is, unleſs it De an Expatiation of the Motbifick Matter, and not a 
Tranſlation; forif withal the Inward and Nubler Parts are as much 
afflicted as before, when the Superficies and Extremities of thz Body 
were not {woln,it 1s an Argument of Death,and weakneſs of Nature to 

repel, 
| "I. E 2 XV. 
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XV, In prognoſticating concerning any outward Humour, Abſceſs, 
or Flegm, we mult conſider Whether 1s moſt in fault, the part affe&ed, 
that being naturally or caſually weakened, cannot repel ; or being ſti- 
mulated, doth violently draw ; or the foulne!s and fulneſs of the Body, 
thatſends Matter and Humours to a part weaker than others : if the 
faulclies principally in a remote part that cannot repel, or-elſe attracts, 
commonly it is not ſo bad as when the Blood is loaded with fzculent 
Humours, and doth there on heaps diſgorge them, and makes it its 
Channel, thither to ſend its off-purgings ; yet when both are together, 
the worſe ; therefore ſwelling of the Legs after Agues are often of 
troubleſome conſequence. 

XVI. Inall Diſeaſes the more the Spittle, Urine, Excrements and 
Sweat break forth in quantity or manner, contrary to Nature, and what 
thoſe people uſed to have in health, ſo much the worſe ; and the more 
Winde, Flegm, and Water we ſee in-the fick, the worſe, becauſe they 
_ defe& in the Concofion, Heat, and free paſlage in the Bowels and 
Body. 

XVIL, In all Diſcaſes, where there are ſigns of no Bowel to be al- 
tered, or waſted, or corrupted, and that the maſs of Blood is not affe&t- 
ed, there is great hope of cure, and that by vomiting, purging and __ 
ing : for Diſeaſes that come from corruption of the Food, putrefaction 
of Humours, and ObſttnRions in the firſt ways, lie liable to have their 
Cauſe eaſily removed, and then the EffeRs ceaſe : Tolle Canſam, & 
ceſſat Efelus, Itis a great piece of Art to diſtinguiſh :nter ſimilia ; be- 
rwixt unlikes every Rtupid man may diſcern: Windineſs, gripings,inter- 
miiting pains, vomiting, looſneſs, unſavory belchings, breaking winde 
downwards, putſineſs, clogging and ſhort windedneſs, the colour, ſmell, 
and conſiſtence of things caſt out, and what is retained, ſhew Diſeaſes 
in - firſt Ways, or Stomach, ſmall Guts and great Ones, or Utinary 

aflage, 

: XVIII. Where in »ſick Perſon we finde many Symptoms, ſome 
ſeeming to ſhew a Diſeaſe in one. Part, ſome 1n- another , ſome Sym- 
ptoms of long laſting, others of a ſudden termination of the Diſeaſe ; 
we muſt judge from the moſt and Rrongeſt, what and where the Diſeaſe 
w, and how and when it will ceaſe ; alſo thoſe Symptoms that laſt 
longeſt , and without intermiſhon,, and that came fiſt, are moſt 
ſignificant. _ 

XIX, Moſt Diſeaſes that come-from an outward, procatarRick and 
known Cauſe, commonly are moſt void of Danger, and ſometimes by 
forbearing what they knew gave occaſion to the riſe of the Diſeaſe, ate 
cured by Nature. : In others, the knowing of what cauſed a Dieaſe, 
gives 
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oives good grounds for the appropriation of Medicines to cute it : As 
the Vulgar uſe to ſay, A Diſeaſe well known, is half cured. 

XX, Weare to conſider the nature of the Bowels : for a Humour 
in ſucha part familiar thereto, 1s not ſo dangerous as in another part 
witneſs Flegm in the Lungs, Winde in the Inteſtines : Stones, Iron, 
Bones, hard Things, Bullets, &c. in the Stomach,. being things ſwal- 
lowed, and accuſtomed to the Stomach, are not ſodangerous as in other 
Parts not accuſtomed thereto, and not having a capacity for, and ways 
to avoid, and the faculty to digeſt them ; in the Brain and Heart, bee 
cauſe they are the Nobler Parts and Seats of the Heat, Spirits, Motion 
and Senſation in us, thoſe Humours that both for quantity and quality 
may not hurt in other parts, may in theſe kill; and in all Diſeaſes of the 
Bowels, Blood, or Humonrs, we ate chiefly to conſider whether the quan- 
tity or quality molt offend ; for accerdingly we muſtpreſage and metho- 
dize our Cure. | 


Theſe things are good for a Phyſician toknow, - and do hold true for 

_ the moſt part: butit is very frequent that we finde thoſe that ſeeming- 
ly will not dye, todye; and divers that ſeem by all Symptoms likely to 
dye, recover ; yea, and ſome that are thought departing, and have their 
paſſing Bell rung, recover : thence is the Vulgat Provetb,, So long 45 life, 
there ws hope, \ 

We will here give the Reader one Example; whereby he may judge 
of others, and of the Cauſe and Current of. many Diſeaſes, after this 
manner ; but the Stars ſhew more in Acute than Cronical Diftem- 

rs.

Sickneſs, a Sign that governs the Breſt,and is Watery; and he was chiefly 
afflicted in his Breſt, and much troubled with moiſture and winde, and 
vomitzd : the Moon Lady of the Sixth being weak, and afflicted by 1ars, 
made him troubled with Choler ; Mercury. was. his Significator , 
Lord of the Third, being a Kiſman, he was Retrogade in the fixth Houſe, 
and nigh Combultion, going to it in his Retrograde Motion ; that ar- 

| gued tim very weak, faint, and oppreſſed with heat, and ſo he was, yet 
not clearly a Feaver, as divers have; his Urine moderately high, he. 
was given.to fighing ; when Mercury came to. Canimi with. the Sun,, 
he

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he died not,” but whenthe Moon, Lady of. the Houſe of Sickneſs, came 
to a perfe&t Quartite Aſpea with Mars, Lord of the Houſe of Death, 
then-died that Good Man : The night before he died, the Moon applied 
to aSextile with Jupiter, and Trine with Mercury, and then he had Re- 
freſhment, and: they were-in Hopes of: his Recovery ; but leaving 
thoſe Aſpects, ſhe drew to an Afpe&t of Enmity with Mars, Lord of the 
Eighth, and then he ſuddenly changed. © There were ſeveral Signs of 
his death ; Mercwryhis'Significator, in the ixth Houſe, Retrograde, un- 
der Combuſtion ;- <Afars Lord of the Eighth Houſe, and Satzrs there- 
in, and the Moon weak ; Caxcer upon the Sixth, being a moveable Sign, 
and- Mars afllifting'the-Moon : There were ſome Tokens of the Jaun- 
dice ſometimes,/-and he vomited Cholerick matter, and wateriſh; and 
though he took-a vomur, ir ſtil] lay at his Cheſt, 


6, Letus take notice of the Judicatations and Cure , both for Me- 
thod and Medicine, that the Ancients and Neotericks that follow them 
have ſer down © 'In'Cacochymy,we mult alter ; in Phlethory,purge, and 
. bleed, and ſweat ; -in'Cold; we muſt heat-; and in Heat;-cool-; we muſt 
moiſten the Dry, and dry the Moiſt : Theſe'sre approved Philoſophi- 
cal Rules, and. are certainly true and good, quoad modum & gradum : 
Conſideratis confiderands, 

In the cure of all Diſeaſes, we ſhall chiefly meet with two differen- 
ces, 1. Diſeaſex'of Quality, 2. of Quantity,/: © -- | 
- Diſeaſes of' Quality'are cured with, 1; Antidotes, 2, Specificals, 

Diſeaſes of Quantity are cured with Vomiting, Purging, Bleeding, 
Sweating, and Diureticals; wherein are introduced Driers, Moiſtners, 
Heaters, Coolers, Openers and Stypticks. 

Firſt, Concerning the cure of Diſcaſes of Quality, theſe things are 
moſt .confiderable ; That every peculiar quality mult be oppoſed by a 
p2culiar quality oppoſite r6 it : 1n our Bodies, in- one or other, at one 
rime or other, are moſt, if not all the qualities that are in the Earth; in 
Animals, Plants and Minerals; and we finde ſuch a Plant agrees 
with ſcarce any man, -and another agrees with this man, and not that ; 
it is becauſe in the firſt Plant was a qualified Spirit Heterogenious to 
the common Nature of Mankind; in the ſecend a quality there was He- 
rerogenious onely to'the peculiar qualification of the Humours in ſome 
Bodies: thoſe that are uſed to take Poyſons, take them harmleſly, be- 
cauſe their Blood ts by the frequent uſe of thoſe things changed into theix 
nature, and ſo not being-<contraries do not fight : One thing is an Anti- 
dote for the Plague, becauſe in it the Spirits are of an heterogenious and 
adverſe quality to the quality that ferments our Blood ; another thing 
1s 
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is anAntidote-for the Pox, and kills the the venom or quality thereof, 
that is not ſo peculiarly oppoſite to the Peſtilence ; another killeth the 
quality of the Blood and Juyces in the French Pox, that hath no adverſe 

pirit to the Small Pox.: One thing is good in a malignant Pleurifie, 
Angina, or Peripneumomia,- that doth no good in ordinaty Quinzies or 
Pleutifies : Aiverins did well obſerve that bleeding People of a malig- 
nant Diſeaſe, in one City all tied ; 1n another, where the Diſeaſe ſeem- 
ed the ſame, all lived that were let blood : See Riverins his Accompt 
. of Malignant and Peltilent Diſeaſes, their Cauſes from the Stars, 10 
Capite de Febro Peſtilents, | ores log <16039) 

What is the Reaſog.ip things Inanimare one kills.and.deads.anather, 
one draws one to it, and expels or. draws back from another? 18 it not 
the adverſe and inimical qualities in them ? They that pleafe to ſearch 
our Phyſiology of Qualities, Sympathies and Antipathies, may inde ma- 
ny Examples and large Experienceshereof::' $6 thatat 184 Weakneſs in 
thoſe that know not Nature or its varicsy, to conzecture-ſuch Eftes 
come about from the form or.figure of zhings, and correſpodentpores in 
things that receive the Attoms of ſuch a figure. - 

We read of two Thebane Princes, Ercocles and Polynices, twaBrothers, 
who bore one another a deadly hatred inithey Life-jime, and fighting a 
Duel they.kjlled one another ; andaccording to the-manner of the Gre- 
£1415, Were to be burntio Aﬀhes, 4o-keep their, Aſhes Manumentally in 
a Por, and ſo never bury them in the ground as We do ; their Bodjes be» 
ing both laid in one fire together, the flame divided, and went up in 
two tops, ſo that their dead-and ſenceleſs- Bodies ſeemed diſcontented 
to lie together, who in life had ſo hated one another. Oh, BY 
* Without doubt many acute, malign, and confuſed fickneſſes, would 
be beſt, eahilieſt and certainlieſt cured by Plants of that Planet that are 
antipathetical to the Planet that 1s found to cauſe the Diſeaſe ; alſo by 
Sympathy, that way Plants may cure ; as, take an Herb of Yenus tocure 
a Diſeaſe cauſed by Mars. 

I wiſh Phyſicians would take notice how many ordinary. illiterate 
People cure D:ſeaſes frequently with'one Trifle or ſmall Simple, when 
they with their Methods and many Compoſitions, Intrinſicks and -Ex- 
trinficks, fail to do it : often they give but one Medicine or two, the vit- 
tue of it, and that a Simple for the moſt part ; witneſs the cure of ma- 
ny Gripings, Pains and Stitches, which they cure commonly and pre- 
lently with Acorns, or Stich- Holly, or Powder of refined Rofin; Jaun- 
dice they cure eafily and oft with Specificals ,-as , Lice , Saffron, or 
Turnerick, Earth-Worms, or Chelidone-Roots : Droplies they cure 
Without ſuch Methods and ſeveral Intentions without compoſitions, and 
multt- 
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multiplication of them, 'with Horſe-Radiſh-Roots, Eldern or Dane- 
wort, Flower-de-luce-Roots, or Guaiacum : Agves they cure eafifier 
and ſpeedilier with Camphir hung about their Necks, than with all 
the Methods and Compoſitions Phyficians uſe commonly : So with de- 
cofion of Five-leav'd-Graſs, ot decoction of Herbigraſs, Feaverfuge,:. 
and Centuary, or-any one of them, do the Vulgar, thrice given be 
fore their fits, oft drive away Agues; or With Yarrow, Plantain and Net- 
 tles bruiſed, and laid ro their Wriſts, or Gatlick and Gunpowder, be» 
cauſe theſe are Specificals-'Almolt in all Diſeaſes of quantity, is a pecu- 
liar nature and qualification of the morbid Humour : What variety is 
there irrthe Merhod of Phyſicians ? and how in one Diſtemper let ſe- 
ven or eight unknown to one another, be ſet to preſcribe, and they will 
variouſly dire&, not onely for Medicines but Method ; one will thick 
purging requiſite, another not ; he may rather approve of vomiting ; 
this may be againſt it, and hold bleeding moſt requifite ; another is a- 
aint all evacuation, and holds onely alteration good: another he is 
for Aſtrological Cure,- and ſees what Planet gave the diftemper , and 
uſes an Herb of an Enenty Planet to cure by Antipathy, or of an Ami- 
cal Planet to cure by Sympathy ; yet we may find ſome Herbs under the 
. dorrinion of ſuch a Planer, very improper ; but a wiſe Phyſician will 
take thoſe thatare proper forthe Diſeaſe, ſus Natwra: One or two 
Specificals that ſure and tried Experience manifeſt, do more than large 
Spaktions hodge-podge, and miſh-math,"and Chaos's of Simples. 
I wonder, not onely the colnmon People, but Phyſicians,and in other 
reſpe&s wiſe ones, that they (honld idolize Mithridate, Venice Trea- 
cle,and CMathiolws his Antidote, &c. large Miſcelanies of all together, 
that were intended to be- good for every thing, and ſpecial for no- 
thing. <td 
Lask whether Compoſitions have Virtues that none of the Simples 
have? If they receive their Virtue from the Simples, then he. thar 
knows the nature of the Simples, may beſt judge the force,and nature, 
and doſe of the Compoſition. I ask whether every Simple doth not 
retain its virtue and force? if not, why were they put in? if they do, 
then are there contradi&ions, to in{iſt onely on Mithridate , by which 
all others may be judged after that manner. If any give it ſor the Head, 
it muſt be becauſe ſome of the Simples,or moſt,are good therefore, and 
thence the cothpolition receivesits virtue ; Fennel Seed, Oil of Nut- 
riegs, and 'Caftorium are appropriated thereto, & what are th:ſe to forty 
other things improper, in a dram'of Mithridate ? very few, if any graing 
of theſe are therein, and were they not the ſtronger given alone in due 


uantity ? 
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Befide if we intend to help a ſtupid diftemper of the Brain by Mithri- 
date, becauſe in it are Peppers, Stzchas, Caftorium, Fennel Seeds, O/. 
Nucifie, &c. do we not do more hurt by the Opium that is in Mithii- 
date ? What Diſeaſe may not ſom: of the Simples be proper for ? and 
what Diſeaſe is the whole Compound fit for > be not Agurick, Opopa- 
nax, Ornis and Aſarabacca»Roots purging ?- Hypochyltis, Acatia, red 
Roſe Leaves, Frankinſence and Storax binding ? Turpentine, Caffia 
Lignea, Scordium, Fennel Seeds, Acorus, Saint Johns Wort, Valeri- 
an, are ſomewhat opening ; and Cinamon, Spicknard,- and Celtica , 
Gum Arabick, red Roſe Leaves,Opium, Acatia, Hypocifſtis, &c.. flop. + . 
up and bind, hinder all Fluxes, and Rop and indurate the Humours ; _ ” 
ſame :are_ violently hot, as the ſorts of Peppers, - Acorus, Myrth, Saf- 
fron, Ginger, and Muſtard Seed, Caftorium, Cardamoms; Cubebs, 
Opopanax, &c. and Opium withſtands them all ; ſo that if they are gi- 
ven 1n a cold Diſeaſe, becauſe moſt are hot, Opium adds to the Diſeale; 
if an hot Diſeaſe, becauſe Opium ops motion the producer of hear, the 
other will inflame ; ſo that rt can be given no way to do good, but ano- 
ther way.it-may do harm 3 ſome things are proper in any Diſeaſe, and 
ſome improper in any Diſeaſe: in Contraries muſt'needs be contradici-- 
on: behdes, ſome are proper for one part, ſome for another, ſo that 
the.Compoſition is peculiar to none : Some are Arthritical, as Coſtus, 
Fennel Seeds, Caſtor, Ginger, Stzchas, Acorus ; ſome PeRoral, as 
Styrax,. Gum Arabick, Saffron, Myrih, and red Roſe Leaves ; ſome 
Hyfterical, as Galbanum, Opopanax, Sagapen, Opium and Caſtori- 
um ; ſome are Hepatical, as Gentian, Aſarabacca, Ortis and Caflia 
Lignea ; ſome are breaking Wind, or Carminative, as Cubebs, Car- 
damoms, Peppers, Caſtorium, Acorug', Anite and Fennel Seed, & 
and Opium contradi&ts all; far that, befides other things, makes the 
dicine unfit in Windy Diltempers.

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ions have we generally received in ſeyeral Diſpenſatories, only meſſes - 
of altogether ; and how rediculouſly are they compofed and muhiply. 
ed? We ſhould read to judge, not to learn of Tradition in ſuch caſes , 
when we think our ſelves fit to preCtiſe ; for Traditiondoth many times 
conſent only in diſſenting ; he that only reads, and remembers what 
he hath read, to go by, and to jiiſtifie his praRtice,is not fit ro: be a Phy- 
fician 3 but he that can demonſirate all his proceedings upon grounds 
and accounts of his own ; for what be remembers he hath read, is ano- 
ther mans Wit, none of his; and he fhall hardly find three Patients in- 
ten that hz can tell how to compare to Practical Chapters of Phyfick 
touching Diſeaſes ; and if he hath no ground of his own to regulate Au- 
thors, he may go to a wrong Chapter, as well as a right. I have ufed 
to charge Compoſitions well with the Specificals I ruſted ro, and to 
have a great care they were in their full force and virtue ; for other 
things that are but ſweetners and Vehicles, it is no great matter what 
virtue they have: I have chiefly truſted to Simples commended by Ger- 
rards and other Herbals, for they were experienced good in ſuch Di- 
empers they are praiſed ; alſo I drew out all the choice Remedies for 
Simples I coutd find in thoſe Authors I had, and ſuch I did aﬀeR to uſe 
for Compokitians : he that knoweth good Simples,may make good Com- 
poſitions. Yet even in Diſeaſes of Contagion and epidemical, we muſt 
take away Impediments,clſe our Alexipharmicalis will not take place- 
In ſome vomiting is good: toclear the Stomach, which may hinder our' 
Cure ; ſo the foulnels, Roppages, and putrified Matter in the (mall or 
orcat Guts, muſt be took away by Lenitives in Malignant Diſeaſes, elſe 
fuch Impediments will hinder the taking place of other-things ; Soit is

ill not be healed of 2 long time, and till that time come all our Arts 
and Remedies never ſo choice ſhall not avail ; and when the time 1s 
come, an old Womans Plaiſter, or ſome petty thing chances'to cure 
it, In ſome tumors no ſuppurating Plaiſter or Oyntment will make thera 
ripen that are not naturally, ſpecially at that time,diſpoſed to ripen and 
ſuppurate ; and in others, nodiſcufling or diſſolving Topicalls will hin- 
der them from ripening ; ſo that if we chance not to light of the right 
time, and to affift Nature in that way ſhe is diſpoſed and inclined; yer 
in many tumors, ſpecially if wewait, in ſome longer, in ſome a ſhorter 
time, Diſcutſion is made by Diſcutients, and Suppuration by Matura- 
ters ; becauſe Nature was thereto ſ#pte, inclined or diſpoſed, or elſe 
did and neuter ; and ſo-by outward force,as by a weight put into Scales 
that were even, the Ballance was turned. | 

In Exanthemata and mott Eruptions & Tumors, the proper way next 
to [weating is, to uſe Topicaſlls, oc H1a93pnmv, to open the Pores,” and 
let out the evil Quality or Heterogenious Spirir of the Diſeaſed Matter, 
ſpecially in malign Puſtules and Tumors; for the malign Quality be- 
ing evaporated by inſenfible Tranſpiration, the Mals left is infipid and 
void of Heterogeneity,and fo is ſucked up again by the Veins,and recei» 
ved by the Blood ; for inimicalls love not to be joyned together, *.! 

I have obſerved in the ufe of Dialthea Oyntment, Oyl of Lillies,. of 
ſweet Almonds, and ſome like hereto, that ſwellings anointed here- 
with, make their dimenſions and extenſions the larger, ſpecially if we 
do anoint farther then the ſwelling reaches, and before the matteris 
fixed, while it is fluxible and thin, ; for though theſe Diaphoreticalls 
and Emollients are very proper to let out the fiery ſharp or Inimical 
Spirits of the humour that cauſed the Blood to ſeparate it, and throw 
it off upon a part weakeſt, and that could not repel, and nighelt; yet they 
looſen the ſubjected fleſh, and make the capacity larger for the humor 
to (wim in, and the skin to be diſtended ; yet ve moſt not look any 
thing ſhould happen alikein all ; we are ſure the Medicines haygal- 
wayes ſuch virtues, and connatural operations ; but the difference is in 
the Body, and there is agreement only as to diſagreement; yet we may 
properly ſay, (denomunatio ſumitur a major; ) that ſuch is the ordinary 


courſe of Nature, that happens moſt frequently amongk ſo many vart- 
eties and diverhiies, -

Bar of ſure Experience; and where I could not find two or three good 
and infalhble witn:ſfes in Nature for them, ErejzeRed them, eſpectal- 
lyif the courſe of Nature in other things did 'not harmonize and hold 
therewith. 

" Ido notdefire any man ſhould believe any thing becauſe I believe it; 
let him bzlieve the Experiences, Examples and Hiftories that men have 
in divers Ages and Countreys conſentaneouſly writ ; na projects of 
their own Brain, nor Imaginations ; for that hath (ſpoiled all Leaning 
every where, becauſe: men will not contemplate-the works of GOD, 
and know all the Secrets and Vatieties in the wonderful courſe of Na. 
wrie,-the realeffets of a GOD. How would men agree in all Points 
of Religion, and of Opinion concerning GOD, and how He is to be 
worſhipped, what He is, and wherefore-He made this World, and the 
Office of Man, did they truely and really. (void of all fond Concepti- 
ons and Imaginations) adhere to the courſe of Nature, and ſearch her ? 
Doubtleſs God did not give a Rational Faculty to Man, to deceive and 
entrap him ; and we ſee what one Eye apprehends black or white, ano- 
ther doth ; and what one Pallate taſtes (weet, another doth ; and what 
one-Ear h:ars ſound ſhrill or loud, another doth ; and what one Noſe 
ſmells unſavory, another doth ; and what one Hand touches hard or ſoft, 
the, Hand of another feels itſo ; I mean purely according to Nature : 
Then let us conclude theſe things are all true, and really 1o,that the u- 
niverſal Nature of Man conſents to own and approve of ; and that Os 
ther things are queſtionable, and muſt be brought to the Bar of ſure Ex. 
perience, to be tried: for GOD gave us not out Senſes, Hearing, See. 
ing, Smelling, Feeling, and Tafting, to deceive, and entrap, and con. 
found us : All mankind might be ſatisfied in one Religion, as well ag 
in unavimity in Philoſophy, were things cleared, that one mans Eye 
might ſee them as well as another 3; no man ſurely would deny Experi. 
ence, that he could both ſee, hear, feel, taſte, or ſmell himſeH : So the 
Dagtrine of Spirits is writ by the experience of many men ; and did not 
the ſelf-ſame things happen in our Age and Ccuntrey , we might 
diftiuſt Tradition : When we hear men ſay they ſaw ſuch things them- 
{-lves, and they were addicted to no fond belief, andin all other things 
aid and prudent, we may have reaſon to believe them. 

2, Concerning the cure of Diſeaſes of Quantity, we might ſay ſome- 
what, whereof hath partly been ſpoken before ; and touching Vomit-

. Idoallow, with the Ancients and Neotericks, that the Humours of 
the Body may be called properly, raiyue, Flegm, xox, Choler, uSog, 
Water, wiagyxaie, from wirey, black, and yoa3, Choler, Melancholy, 
or black Choler : But thar the Reader may know the truth, we ſhall 
give theſe Exceptions : 

Fict, That the Names are onely :Figments - and Phancies of 
Men. 

Secondly, That Nature obſerves no Method or Order herein, 
as, that that Humour that is not Flegm, muſt be Melancholy ; 
or that that is not truel elancholy, according to Phyſicians 
Deſcription thereof , muſt be Water ; and that Humour that cor- 
re not with either of- theſe',- according © to' Ancient Rules 
and Authorities, muſt be Choler : There is no ſuch thing in 
Nature- As for Example : Melancholy by its Name fgnities 
black Choler ; by their Attributes -it muſt be black, and a kind 
of Choler , it muſt be fluid and thin z. by the taſte, ſay they, 
tart 5 by nature'of mutation , Scirrhous ; and apt to grow fzcu- 
lent': I anſwer, We-may finde an. Humour that is black, and 
very bitter; in. the one it accords With Melancholy, in the 0- 
ther with Choler ; what then ſhall we call it > Anothzr Hu- 
mour is found black, thin like Water, not coavulative ; what 
ſhall we call this ? alſo ſweet in tafte, fo that the ralte agrees 
with Flegm, the confiſtence with Water, the colour with Melan- 
choly. So1n the generality. | 
, Thirdly , _ ſhould we give Names to Humours, and thoſe 
naturally to be fo qualified, when we finde nor ſo in the courſe 
of Nature , not asa Rule, onely as a Contingent and Accident ? 
For ſuppoſe any Phyſician ſhould open a Mans Head, or 0:her 
Part, and finde therein the cauſe of his Death to. be a gellied 
Water, black, ſtinking, and infipid ; muſt we therefore write 
of all mankinde, there is an Humour in all Bodies which wz 
thas call, which is gellied, black, ſtinking and infipid, when we may ne- 
ver find exz&ly the ſame again? For in another that is diſle&ed, we 
may find the blackneſs of an humour, but not the abſence of taſte ; or 
the gelliedneſs of an humour, and not the blackneſs ; or the Rinking of 
an humour, and not the gelliedneſs : and ſo it is as purely accidental 
thas. 
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that we meet with Flegm, Choler, Water and Melancholy in the Bow.

wateriſh Blood, or bloody Water : and inother parts of the Body, Wa- 
ter (if it be good to uſe ſuch a general name to expreſs our ſelves) differs 
more, ſo that it is bard to ſay whether it be wateriſh Choler, or a chole- 
rick Water ; or a watetiſh Flegm, or a flegmatick Water; or a water- 
iſh Melancholy, or melancholy Water : - They that intend to be ſais- 
fied in Truth alone, and to acquieſce therein, had beſt build their Faith 
on ſure Foundations, and read Obſervations, Anatomies and Difle&ti- 
ons,and conſider all from what ny can experience,or what many others 
have experienced, not conjectured, , 


I think it:the beſt way to teach any, to let them read onely Obſervas« 
tions, and Experiences, and Similitudes, and therefrom, with their own 
confideration, and comparing one thing with another, make general 
Rules and Tenents in Philoſophy. What man can imagine (that did ne. 
ver experience himſelf, or read, or hear it to have been experienced) 


that there is ſuch variety in fire ? . that ſome: fire will-burn and not be 
ſeen ; and ſome look like flame, and yetnot burn $ that ſome ſhould be 
quenched with Oyl, and kindled with Water ; that ſome ſhould burn in 
the depth of the Earth, and im the Sea, and in Lakes ; that Wood rub- 
bed together ſhould burn ; that Fire ſhould be procured from a Glaſs of 
Water ſet in the Sun, Toe laid berwixt, and many ſuch things : 'It is not 
fit men ſhould write of a thing, that know hittle thereof, onely conje- 
Qturally ; for therein men loſe their time and pains, and cannot afſerr 
any thing but from ſuch a mans ita d:x1t, or zpſe dixi, or ſo many men | 
are of that minde, when by experience the thing might be put out of 
all diſpute, 
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all ſick Partieg, more notice is not to be taken of the lick Parties 
Information, than of the Pofition of the Heavens at the time of 

the Parties falling fick, or when his Decumbiture and firſt lying 
down was, or when grievous Symproms did ariſe :. if this time 
cannot be taken, then the Phyſician muſt draw a Scheam of the Hour 
and Minute he was firſt ſent for in, and wherein the Parties Urine was 
—_ and the Queſtion made from the Sick, and Advice taken

The Phyficiawin this Scheam muſt confider the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant, or firlt Houſe, to be Significator of the Sick ; and the Lord of the 
ſixth Houſe, to be Signiftcator of the Sickneſs ; the Lord of the Seventh 
IC the Phyſician, and Lotd of the Tenth the Medicine or Phy- 
kick. | 

Yet if the fick Party enquire not himſelf, the Lord of the Aſcendant 
ſhall gnjhe the Enquirer or Querent ; and if it be a Brother that is 
ſick, the Lotd of the third Howfe ſhall be his Significator, or for a Neigh- 
bour ; if a Father be fick, the Lord of the Fourth ; if a Wife, the Lord 
or Lady of the Seventh ; if a Child, the Lord or Lady of the fifth Houſe ; 
and ſo as to other Relations, according to Aſtrological Rules, too tedi- 
ous here to go thorow ; yet Ialwayes thought the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant to have in'all figures a great fignification. *

In Scheams for the Sick, the principal Significators of the Sick, and 
his Diſeaſe, and the Moon, if they be_in the firſt Houſe, or firlt Sign 
Aries, ffliQed, they fignifie the Sick is afflicted in the Head, or ſome 
part thereof, as Eyes, Ears, Noſe, Mouth, Face, &c.

Concerning Criſes in Diſeaſes, Hipgocratifts and Galemftr, ſet the

doubling three or four, and ſoto twenty one, for critical dayes ; but 
experience finds truth in ſomewhatelſe : indeed in many Sickneſles, 
which therefrom we call Agues, or intermittent Feavers ( every Ague 
is 2 Feaver, but every Feaver is not an Ague ;)) the Criſes come once 
a day, thatwe call a Quotidian, or twice-in 24 hours, that we'call a 
double Quotidian, or when one Criſis or Fit is off, trait ſucceeds ano- 
ther ; another hath,a double tertian, v:z. a Crifis twice in three dayes, 
- that ac firſt had it but once in that term, A Paroxyſme truly conſidered, 
1s nothing but a Crifis ; and there are no other certain legitimate and 
methodical Criſes; another hath a fit but once in four dayes,that we call 
a Quartane, or two dayes ſick, one well; which therefore the vulgar 
call Athird days Agwe ; another every fifth or ſeventh day is fick ; and 
now in theſe I allow, the Galemcal Criſes, but not in common acute and 
not feaveriſh Ditempers, as continual Tertians, Quotidians and 
Quartanes ; for the Quality.of the morbifick Humour may be ſuch,that 
it may make one ſick every day, and yet a fir comes but once in three 
or four, wherein is Exacerbation ; and here continual Feavers differ 
from intermitring, becauſe in the Criſes or Paroxyſms of continual Fea- 
vers, the infeted Matter is not thoroughly expelled ; in pure intermit- 
tings ic is, only the Seed of ſuch a nature, lies in the Blood that tranſ- 
mutes'in two or three dayes as much more morbid Matter, which the 
Blood perceives, and ferments to- ſeparate, and doth effeRually by 
Sweat, Urine, Vomit, or Exanthemata do it. The word «plas comes

Aipect with him is had) and the Lord of thedixth, -and-alſo of the firtt 
Houſe bz weak, and otherwiſe afflicted, we may ſuſpe& death ; "but if 
the Sick through (trength or friendly AſpeCts of Fuptter or Venw,or Lord 
of the ſeventh or tenth, the Houſe of Phylick or Phyſicians,do.paſs that 
fits it is likely they will recover : but the true Significators of the Sick 
and his Sickneſs ſhould be taken at his Decumbiture, and ſo confidered 
211 along in thezr places, Signs, Houſes, Dignities, Motions and Aſpe&ts 
wich other Planets; yet if we draw a Schem at the D:cumbiture or fuſt 
falling ſick, and Alars be Lord of the Afcendant, and. Mercury of the 
Gxth, and we draw another a day, two or three after, there may be ano- 
ther Planet Lord of the Alcendant,and another Lord of the {1xth Houſe, 
but the courſe of the firſt are to be conſidered molt ; and ſeeing there 
is {rch great chang: ingoli,both Cutical and Cronical Ailds, the pre- 
ſenc Lord of the Aſcendangghhxth andeighth Houſe, are to be weighed 
1n every Scheme we draw upon changes of the Sick ; but in all things 
conſider the Moon, though Lady of none of the aforeſaid Houſes, alto 
Jupiter and YVeaus, though by gevernment of houſes no Significators or 
confignificators, y2t if joyned by body,or friendlyAipeR applying to the 
Lord 6f the Afcendant orfixth Honſz.ſpectally if Rrong,they bring great 

refreſh 
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refreſhments, caſe & alleviation to the Sick ; ſo the malevolent Planets, 
Mars and Saturn, though they . be Lords of Houſes unconcerned in the 
Sickneſs, Which (hews their ill-willand power-the leſs, and the leſs to 
reſpe& or rend towards the Sick, yet joyned by body or by Q«artile 
Aſpe& or Oppoſition refleing upon the Lord of the Aſcendent or fixth, 
or Moon,they do deject the Sick, and increaſe his Griefs ; indeed any 
Aſpect, though Trineor Sextile, of the Significators With themyis bad ; 
that part is molt afflicted according to the 'Sign they caſt an inimical | 
| Aſpect to,and are in: but in moſt Schemes and Figures that we draw;we 
ſhall find much and many contradictions, in ſome it is hird to ſay one 
dr other,thereare as many reaſons or arguments for a thing,as again it; 
and we know not Whether of them are molt or greatelt : And even ſo we 
find things in the univerſal courſe of Nature here below, to be anſwer - 
ing to the divers Motions, Stations, Fortitudes, Aſpe&s,and Retrogra- 
dations of the Planets ;_for in one mans happinets is this or that un- 
happineſs, ſo that we can hardly ſay, he is more happy in his wealth, 
than he is unhappy in his ſickneſs. 1 have well conhdered it ; and he 
that knowes theſe things, and doth well confider, and compare,ſhall aſ- 
{uredly, find that the contingents and things on earth, that happen to, 
and are in and about Man, come and fall out juſt according to the me- 
thod and order of the Heavenly Bodies ; and what detraction can it be 
from God, or Heterod6xity to ſay, The one #s governed or guided by the 
other, being we ſee afluredly they do ſo fall our, and have their current 
and ordinary natural motion ſo and in that manner? for every thing hath 
its cauſe ; and if good comes immediately from God without the inter- 
vene of.contingent and natural Cauſes, ſo then would Evil be mace im- 
mediately wilfully and partially to ariſe from God, if it did not acci- 
dentally according to the Order of Nature ſo fall out ; which Order in 
Nature God hath committedto the courſe of the wandting Stars, ſo far 
as our reaſon and knowledge, experience and capability can reach ; 
which courſe of the Planets God at firſt made, and thatis the wonder 
they have ever fince continued it ; and he knew how they would change 
and vary, and What and when,and how things would b2 changed and ef- 
feed. 

There may be-many exceptions made which in one place or other of 
our Writing, cr Scripture, \ve have endeavoured to give ſatisfaction 
10, 

In-all Schemes we muſt compare one thing with another;for as in the 
Heavens are good and bad and indifferent Sjgns, ſo in one fick Body, 
ſome Signs ſhew Shortneſs, ſome protraction of the Ditcaſe, ſome thew 
Death, ſom2 Recovery, and ſothe aze neither,

Moreover,in all Changes we muſt ſee what Planets affli& the Afoer, 
and Lord of the Aſcendant and ſixth Houſe, and judge of the Humour 
accordingly: Setwrx governs the Petrifying, Scirtifying,groſs and earthy 
Spirit in Man : Mars governs the fiery ſharp thin Evaporative and 
cauſtick Quality in Man : the S#n and Fupiter chiefly govern the San- 
guifick Quality in Man, the Sz» more properly the Sanguifick Princi- 
ple, or Heart; the Liver and Venal Blood are given to Fuprrer, and 
animifick Qualities. : 

The Moon gives Wateriſhneſs and Moiſture, ſpecially encreafing ; 
decreaſing ſhe decreaſes it : Yew chiefly governs the tifick 
Quality ; and cMercary the Senſe or Rationality of the Brain z but 
Venu gives Flegm chiefly ; Mercxry inclines the Way, or that, as he is 
conjoyned with others, 


We ſhall next proceed to the Aſtrological Cure of all Diſeaſes, and 
treat as briefly thereof as we may conveniently, 

If the Diſeaſe is cauſed by Set#r», we may cure by Sympathy with a 
Plant of Fupiter, the Sun or Mercury, for they-ure fri to Satzrs ; or 
we may cure a Diſeaſe cauſed by S«1#r», by Antipathy, by s Plant of 
Mars or Venus, his enemies. 

If Fupirer cauſe the Diſeaſe, or be Lord of the fixth, or affli& the 
Lord of the Aſcendant at Decumbiture, all Medicines cure by Sympa- 
thy ; all the Planets being by Aftrologians reckoned friends to Fwpiggr, 
but Mars, and a Plant of Mars may cure by Antipathy, 

If Mars cauſe the Diſeaſe, or be Lord of the Sickneſs, that is cured 
by Sympathy by a Venerial Plant ; by Antipathy by Medicines gover- 
ned by any of the other Planets ; yet in this caſe, the Sympathy withi 
Venrs is of greater force than the Antipathy of Mars, with the reſt of the 
Planets, 

A Diſeaſe of the S#" is beſt cured by a Plant of Satwrs antipatheti- 
cally, for Saturn alone is hisenemy ; but by Sympathy by a Plant. of 
any of the other Planets, indifferent friends with him. 7 

A Sickneſs cauſed or governed by Vemw, is beſt cured by Antipathy, 
by a Plant of Saturn, Contraria contrarsjs cnrantur ; but the Plants of 
all other Planets being friends, if they cure it is by Sympathy. 

A Sickneſs cauſed by Mercary, is cured ſympathetically by a Plant of 
Jupiter, Venr and Saturn, being his friends ; antipathetically,by Plants 
or Drugs or Minerals of Sel, Mars and Lune, being Mercnriesence- 
mies. : 

» A Sickneſs cauſed by the Moon, is cured antipatherically by a Plant of 
Mercury or Mars ; (ympathetically by' Medicaments under the govern- 
ment of Yen, | Secondly, 
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Secondly, This is to be confidered, that we drawing a Scheme at tte 
fick mans defire, or at his Decumbirure, or firſt viſit, or water ſent, or 
the like, we mult conſider the Lord of the tenth Houſe, fignifying the 
Medicine, and Lord of the ſeventh, fignifying the Phykirian : if the Lord 
of. the tenth be a Fortune and ſtrong, / give a Plant that is governed by 
him, or Plants, ele&ed as we ſhall (hew in the following note or obſer- 
vation ; but if the Lotd of the tenth Houſe, or the Houſe of Phyſick, 
be weak,aMiced, orin a Quartile AſpeR,or oppolite to the Lord of the 
Aſcengant or-fixth houſe, and be alſo an Infortune, which makes it the 
worſe, give not a Medicine that is governed by him, for that is likely to 
do harm; no-nor give any thing at that time, not until the Lord of the 
tenth is well dignified, or a new and friendly Lord of the tenth atiſe by 
mutation of - Signs, and alſo a well-dignified and qualified Lord of the 
ſeventh, and that are in gocd Aſpet, and nigh as may be with the Lord 
of the Aſcendant and fixth Houſe ; give no Medicine governed by the 
Lord of theeighth, or houſe of Death : every Artiſt muſt lock to find 
huge variation un the heavenly Bodies ; and rarely all theſe good Signs 
or Aſpedts can be found together, . theſe are not enough to give direi- 
on, unleſs men have ſtudied the Grounds and Rudiments of Aftrolo- 


2 birdh, In the Aſtrological Cure of Sickneſs, we muſt not only give 
2 Plant, Mineral, Gum, Stone,or Animal governed by.ſuch a Planet that 
is at ſympathy wich the Planet caufing or governing chiefly the Sickneſs, 
or a Plant of another Planet, Antipathertical to the Planet ruling the 
Diſeaſe, nor yet a Plant of either of the aforeſaid Planets ſympathe- 
tick or antipathetick, though.it be Rtrong and Lord of the tenth houſe, 
unleſs it be ſomewhat proper to remove the cauſe, or oppugn the ſharp- 
neſs, groſneſs, wateriſhneſs, onineſs, vermifying, &c. of the Hu- 
mour, 

As for Example ; Mercury is Lord of the fixth Houſe; a Vertigo, Le- 
thargy, or depraved Ratiocination is the Diſeaſe ; we would cure it by 
ſympathy or antipathy; ſee the Lord of the tenth, or Hoxſe of Medi- 
cine, he is Mars, he is ſtrong and well aſpe&t2d to Mercnry ; well then, 
give a Plant, Stone, Mineral, Animal, or other kind of Medicine that 
is under the dominion of Aars, but not any Plant, Stone, Mineral or 
Animal, but ſuch as experience (hews proper, and reaſon demonſtrates 
to be oppoſite qualitied to the Quality of the Humour, Matter or Va- 
=_ cauſing the Diſeaſe:obſerve Pnyſical Experiences, what Medicines 

ave been found to cure in ſuch caſes, and then look which of theſe are 
under the dominion of Mars, or which of thoſe Plants under the g0- 
v:rnment of Mars are found available in ſuch caſes, for Plants of other 
- H Planets 
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Planets have alſo been uſed, and have done good fometimes in thoſe ca- 
ſes, that wilt not help another ; and that is 2 great reaſon, why one is 
cured by this, another not eaſed by that, yet is by another thing, as nigh 
to the formers Mans condition as may be. | MS: ce THAo2T' 4 

Other Books muſt dire what Plants, Stones, Minerals, Animals are 
governed by ſuch and ſuch Planets : yet herein I-muſt needs condemn 
Aſtrology ; for Aftrologians have not queſtioned theſe things on good 
Grounds, and certain and manifold Experience, and do differ in judge- 
ment therein : Indeed for many Drugs it is hard to learn any Rimd- 
ting Experience, what Planets they are peculiarly 'ruted by; aff ftich 
ought to be gathered when the Planets ruling them,” ate eſſeptrally for- 
tified, as nigh as may bz, and given when the Planet overning it, is” 
Rrong, and well aſpe&ed by the CAfvoy, and Lord of the fixth and firkt 
Houſes. h 

Moreover, if any Planet be Lord of the fixth, firong, and well af. 
peRed, a Plant of his own may help that Sickneſs by ſympathy, 

As for example; the Sz, the hear of the world, ſympathizes with the 
Heart, the Sx» and heat'of Mans Microcoſm, the S#» may cauſe ſwoun- 
ding, Heart panting and lIypothimy ; then obſerve what Plants 
the Sn governs, and chuſe out ſuch as have been found good not only 
in general for the Heart,but in particular for ſuch Diſtempers of it ; and

Nature a courſe to go in which ſhe doth not obſerve; we (hall finde 
{omewhat to examin : $4 i - » IP 
Tradition ought not quite to be rejefled, nor ſuperſtitionſly protefted. 

The Aecidure dad diodetas that danced od pe Pipes, did di- 
ſtinguiſh and ordain the differences, and kindes, and degrees of Nar- 
cotical Diſeaſes, to be thus and thefe. 

1. An Apoplexy, that is, a privation of ſenſe and motion in the whole 
body, from a thick flegmatick humour m the brain, difficelt breathing, 
and Rtertor ; the two chief inſeparable ſymptoms. + 4 

2, Catalepſis, ot Cateche, (aid the Ancignts, were another kind of ſo- 
por, or ſtupor, wherein of a ſudden all The faculties of the Soul,” and 
motions of the Body periſhed, the Sick lying in that very ſtate wherein 
he was firſt taken, neither ſpeaking nor hearing, arifing from a cold and 
dry diſtemper, not of the ſubſtance, but binder yentricles of the brain 
for the molt part. ; as 4 

3. A Coma,or Cataphora,(ſome of the'Ancients differed in the names, 
and which two ſhould be put together , x$'nigh related) a propenſity to 
fleep ſo earneſtly,that the fick cannot open their eyes:they _ 7 
betwixt Conva vigilans andiSdwnolentarn, thus ; in the vig:lansComa they 
cannot hold open their exndphut are awake ; i-the Somnolexwtnons they 
both ſhut their eyes and fleep $,_the cauſe,they Faid, was a fizong refri- 
geration of the brain, from a fcomatick humour. | 

4. Caras + This, ſaid-the Ancients, is a ſudden immobility and in- 
ſenſibleneſs of the whole body,the breathing being free, whereby it dif- 
fers from an Apoplexy, from a Lethargy by-abſence of a Feaver, and 
becauſe in this the fick anſwer not, but in Lethargies commonly have 
that reaſon and power ; the caufe, they faid, was Flegm, or a cold hu- 
mour obftruRing the fore ventricles of the brain. © 

5. A Lethargy: Ta which Reaſon and Memory were impaired, if not 
zbſolutely defun&, an irreſiſtible neceſſity of Nleeping , a Feaver front 
putrified fegm in the ſubſtance not ventricles of the brain. We might 
adde-a fixth., and that 1s, loſt Memory, from a cold diftemper and 
flegm. 

Indeed Jobannes Fohnſtonns in his Idea Medicine Prafiice, hath many 
choice diſtinRions of all Diſeaſes, whereby Truth is exceedingly de- 
monſtrated, and the Reader the better underſtood of theſe things; yer 
he did follow Tradition, as Semnertes chiefly, who is 2 far better Pat. 
tern and Prefident for Truth, than Gale, Hippocrates, Celſms, e/Eting, 
vEgineta, Rhaſis, Avicen, and other Ancients. '* 

It any man will obje& againſt me that the Diſeaſes of the G_— 

uc 
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fuch and onely ſuch, and in'that degree and manner, and in no other 
than what the Ancients and Moderns have {delivered in their praRtices 
of Phyſick, I ſhall wiſh him to obſerve twenty or thirty of the next Pa- 
tients he meets with, and ſee if their caſes correſpond with the Chap. 
ters of the Diſeaſe he thinks theſe have : ſo alſo.for the Cauſe, let any 
man open twenty or thirty (for in ſo many, if there be any Method and 
Order in Nature, it may be found out) and let him ſee if the cauſes 
were ſuch or ſo many, and onely ſuch and ſo many, in that place and 
degree the- Practicks have delivered : Iris ſure Nature obſerves ſome 
Orders, but it is not as to the Bodies of things, but their Spirits ; a 
Narcotick quality in any matter, as Water, or Bload, or Cholerick 
looked corruption, will cauſe a Coma,Carxs, loſt Memory or Lethargy, 
and in what part ſoever, if it may be communicated to the brain, it will 
aſtoniſh ſenſe : Whence 1s the force of the Torpedo or Crampfilſh com- 
municated at ſuch a diſtance 2 how doth the Lye of the Salt of Worm- 
wood aſtoniſh the hands ? bitter Opizms is Narcotical , and nautious 
Henbane ; the fume of Charcoal in a cloſe Room makes ſleepy, bot 
Spirit of Wine makes drunk like dead for ſeveral days : Platerms hath a 
notable Hiſtory of one dead drunk with being in a Wine Cellar, that 
working, and he cloſed up : by Thunder, Air, and ſome Baths, are men 
made fupid : Whatſoever bath a Narcotick quality, it oppoſes the 
Brain, becauſe the Brain alone of alt the Body contains its contrary ; it 
is 2 quality oppoſite to ſenfe and motion , which the Brain con- 
tains. 

Theſe procatarRick and outward cauſes do nothing, unleſs they work 
upon the inward ; for all are not alike made to ſleep with Opium,or afto- 
niſhed with Spirit of Wine ; all are not made ApopleRick with a box 
of the Ear, or ſudden fright,and yet ſome have : Nature abounds with 
variety, and in every ſick perſon zlmoſt we finde ſomewhat fingular ; 
and almoſt every other or third caſe is a rarity. 

Secondly, If we conſider the inward cauſes of Rupid, and torpid, and, 
fleepy Diſeaſes, they ariſe not all from one cauſe, or one matter, it is 
the Narcotick quality in the humour or matter that benumeth and dul- 
teth; yer I muſt needs ſay this, there is as much variety in the kindes 
and degrees of aſtoniſhment, as in the cauſe: in ſome there is onely a 
fleepy temper and dulneſs. Marcel Donatus brings two examples of 
thoſe that flept many years together, and had no illneis or Diſeaſe : eve- 
ry thing hath its extream of lictle, and extream of much, and Medium or 
HMediverity, 

Some when they have been. opened, have had a ball of viſcous flegm 
19 the Brain, that did dulland fomnity the Brain; others apened hav 
had 
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had their Brains looſe and wateriſh, and ſcattered as it were ; others 
opened have had an abſceſs and purulency found in the fore part of their 
Brain, that did die Lethargically ; others about the Ophthick Nerve 
have had a purulent abſceſs and ſlimy water, others from Worms ; and 
we ſce Children that have Worms, or rather a ſweet mild humour pu- 
rrified, are ſleepy;ſo in fits of the Mother, ſome lie 2 or 3 days fone dead 
as it were : In two difle&ed were found water ; in one reddiſh, in the 
orher paler, in both in the hinder part of the head ; and the Veins that 
ran from the fore to the hinder part of the head, full of black blood : 
In Apoplecticks the head being opened , blood hath flowed forth like 
Ink ; in another ApopleRick, a thick and viſcous humour is found nigh 
© the Context retiform 1n the head : In the heads of other Rupid perſons 
have much glutinous but clear water been found in the brain ; ſo that 
however it looks, if a Narcotick quality isin'it, it makes Rlupid and 
ſenſeleſs ; or in what part ſoever a Narcotick quality is, it oppoſes it 
o to the brain ; for Opinm lies in th Stomach or Guts, when it raiſeth 

eepine(s, 

Yet this we will allow the Ancients, that where an humour looks black 
or red, commonly there is not a Narcotick quality init, as in flegm er 
olutinous water, not that the colour impedes the quality, but the quali. 
ry the colour ; for a fiery Spirit in at humour, makes it bigh coloured, 
and ſharp taſted, and ſtrong ſcented. 

I ask what makes the aſtoniſhment? if they ſay the coldneſs and wa- 
teriſhneſs of the humour ; I anſwer, Blood and vifibly Choler cauſed it - 
if they ſay ſuch a thing ; I ask why it is notfound in all ? for aſtoniſh- 
ment was in all theſe, and that that cauſed the Aſtoniſhment was in all 
theſe ; but neither thinneſs or thickneſs of the humour, aquoſity or viſ- 
colity, redneſs or paleneſs, taſte or odour Was in them alike ; therefore 
they did conduce nothing thereto, onely to be fit Bodies for a Narcoti- 
cal qualified Spirit to be ſeated in: Indeed often in Apoplexies, blood 
by blows orfalls, Ropping up all the yu oes of the animal Spirits, and 
comprefling the Brain, cauſes flupidity, but not commonly 1n ſtupidity 
and drowſineſs. | 

Poſſibly abundance more might be found in Authors , that have been 
opened, dying of Rtupid and ſomnorous Diſeaſes ; but in theſe what 
ſhall we conclude (to go on in the Rules of the Ancients) is the Cauſe ? 
if we ſay Flegm, ſome were found te have clear water ; if we ſay wa- 
rer, ſome were found to have black blood; if we ſay black blood, ſome 
were found to have viſcous purulency or mature ; it we ſay viſcous paru- 
lency or ſanies, ſome were found to have pure uncorrupred gelly tranſ- 


parant ; if we ſay pure tranſparant gellied water 1s the cauſe, ſome 
Were 
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were found, as in the comunicated Obſervations to Riverixs, to hav®© 
2 black ſtinking humour like Ink, that cauſed ſottiſhneſs-and fooliſhneſs; 
in others it ſeems balls of Fleegm have been in the ſubſance of the 
Brain, - and the Brain hath been wateri(h, and diſſolved, and looſe in 
others, 

Secondly, To particularize on any one of theſe, how ſhall we hold 
with Gale» and Hippocrates, touching the four humours ? for if we ſay 
Flegm is white, thick and ſweet; Choler yellow, thin and bitter; Melan- 
choly black, fzculent and ſowr; Water clear, thin and infipid ; where or 
when ſhall we find Flegm, Choler, Water, or Melancholy the cauſe of 
Diſeaſes ? It is by as great an accident that we fintle Humours juſt thus 
qualified and principled, as any other thing : and why ſhould*the An- 
cients make Poſterity believe that moſt commonly, for that ſhews a 
thing moſt natural, Flegm, Choler, Water, and Melancholy, or Blood, 
2s ſome will have, are the:cauſe of all Diſeaſes? for where once we 
ſhall find an humour pure Flegm, or pure Choler, or pure Melancholy, or 
pure Water,as the Ancients deſcribed, we ſhall find them ten times 
contraty 3; ſo that it will be bard to ſay , whether they come nighelt the 
nature of Choler, or Blood, or Water, or Melancholy ; for if they have 
the taſte of one, they want the colour ; if the colour, they want the con- 
fiſtence ; if the conhſtence; they want the ſmell ; if the ſmell they have, 
they want the Virtue, Nature, Quality or Properties of that Hv- 
mour. 

We ſhall not here ſhew all the diverſity of figns and differences in 
Stupid and Somnolent Sickneſſes : The Ancients ſhould have done well 
to have called all Stupid or Somnolent Sicknefle, and ſo have made 
diftin&ion according to obſervation ; but deſcribing onely five kindes, 
as, Lethargy, Apoplexy, Catalepſis, Coma and Carns, and they to be (o as 
we have deſcribed, the Reader is much deceived : for, for any to be 
| ficof any Torpid or Somnolent Diſeaſe juſt as they have deſcribed, is 
very rare ; and why ſhould they deliver that as a common Rule and 
Method in Nature, that is as accidentary and caſual as any thing ? for 
to which can we refer many Soporous Sickneſles ? neither Lethargies, 
becauſe they ariſe from another cauſe than what the Ancients did ſet ; 
and not Apoplexies, becauſe they hold them in @ different manner : fo- 
that neither in the Cauſe or Symptoms are they exactly referrable to- 
any of their Names, nor perhaps Natures, 


IT. We hall treat ofthe Sickneſs of the-Braio,wherein is an agg12-- 
vation of Senſe, and exaltation of. the Spirits ,. contrary to the other

of Stupidity ayd Drowfinefs, 
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The Ancients,and alſo Moderns,call them Phrenicis, Mania,and Me- 
lancholia. 

Phrentis , ſay they, is a continual raging, with a ſharp Feaver, 
wherein the Imagination alone, ſometimes the Reaſon is hurt, from 
an Inflamation of the M:mbranes, or the Brain it ſelf; therein is,

Mania, ſay they, is a fury t:#turne With boldneſs and fierceneſs, from 
the fire of the Spirits moved, or yellow Choler burnt ; as Eru ſaith, 
from purrified blood : there is no Feaver in this, ſome ſay, becauſe 
there is no putrefaGtion, | 

Melancholia, ſay they, is a raging without a Feaver , with Fear and 
Sadneſs; without a Feaver from a melancholy-humour, which they 
ſaid was Cither in the Head it ſelf, or did in vapour Reem up thither, as 
from the Hypoconders and Spleen, This. ſhort deſcription I take, as 
moſt generally received by the Moderns from the Ancients ; but to 
to ſearch how all differed , might find an induſtrious and wiſe man ſuf- 
ficient tediouſneſs; in many things indeed they agreed onely in diſ- 
agrecing : and ſometimes both were right, and ſometimes neither - 
for there is ſuch wonderful variety, that if they all differed, as it might 
be, they might all write true. 

Now we will examine all the kindes of aggravated Senſe, and ſee if 
they-be onely ſo many and.ſuch as the Praftical Phyſicians have writ 
Chapters of ; and we will ſee if that Delirium or raving that is not con- 
ſentaneous to the deſcription of Marie, be Phremtss; and if that di- 
AraQion that is not a Phrenicis, be Melancholia; and we will obſerve 
whether Nature obſerves any ſuch Method, that if a diftraRion or ra- 
ging be not in the Symptoms, Cauſe, Manner, and Meaſure of a Mania, 
it muſt be a Phrenhe ; if it 'be not correſpondent with the Signs 
and Cauſes of a Phrenſfie, it muſt be a Melancholy : Alſo we will ob- 
ſerve, if it be a Madneſs, whether commonly it 1s exactly ſo, or acci- 
dentally ; or whether in one fick Perſon moſt familiarly, which is moft 
natural, and ſhould have been writ of accordingly there : Are not Sym- 
ptoms ſome of Mania, 'or Madneſs ; ſome of Phremts, or Phrenkie ; 
ſome of Melanchol;a,or Melancholy ? or at leaſt, ſome Symptoms argue 
one, onetime ; and change of Symptoms argue another Diſeaſe, ano- 
ther time, Whoſoever diftruſts the Truth of our Experiments, and 
Examples, and Anatomies , may be ſatisfied from Skenkixs, to go no 
further ; he hath colleged abundance of mens obſervations : But to 
theſe we have added the Obſervations colle&ed from many -men, by 
Marcellus Donatus; divers colle&ted by Fohannes Foh»ſlonws ; divers 
by Thomas Bartholinus, and his own ; as the others alſo did adjoyn their 

Own 
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own with colteCtions g; alſorFrbbn Plattths,. Prirns Pawis," Lav, River, 
T wlpinls Reweainow; Horſtins,  Aworins Bejiveningund our own;by which 
we car judge'the truth of others! andcontirm what we'weire \ didnor 
the univerſal conſent and harmony of Obſervators, univecally teftifie 
it : but we were lorh ts write. from our own Obſervations alone, becauſe 
one man is not alwayes a ſufficient witneſs ;'one may miſtake, one may 
beſuperſtitiouſly addied,and phancaftically principled : I think I have 
abour 13 or 1400 Obſervations of my own writing by me, but moſt of 
then trivial, and ſuch as moſt praQticai Phyhcians meet withal; and 
therefore are of the ſmaller concemment, for I think it bootleſs to tell 
men only what commonly they knew before. . 

Platerwin his Praftice of Phyfick, went a method by himſelf, indeed 
from his own Obſervations and Experience; and- wrote the Genera of 
Kinds cauſed by ſuch a Quality, not-the Signs, a8 others did, of ſuch.a 
particular Diſeaſe : And Jobnſtonu in his [dea Med, Pratt, altered the 
road atid method of Practices, by making diftintion of the Cauſes, and 
diſtin&ion of Signes upon thoſe Cauſes ; for we-need no other Signes 
than thepartitalar Signes'of Tuch and ſuch Cauſes, after we have de+ 
ſcribed the Gevere or Kindz/'for there is rio other cetfainty of Signes ; 
fot if to day'peſlibly in any oneWe find all (and alone they) Signes of a 
Mania, as the Antients deſcribed, to moxrow the Sick may have Signes 
of Melancholy dotage, and the next day Phrenſy, the fourth day dif-

have one and the ſame Diſeaſe ; yer where the parts ace alike affeRed, ,

Concerning the cure of all theſe Diſeaſes ſpecified, we will give- 
theſe general Rules and Direions;for indeed 1ncach of thoſe Diſeaſes 
named, Carm, Coma, Apoplexia, Sabeth, .Catalepſis, Memoria, La-- 
ſa, Lethargos, Mania, ©Melancholia, and Phremtts, Paralyſis, Stupor, 
Tremor, Convalſio, Epilepfia, &c.

X, As we ſaid before of Specificals, ſo of Alterers ; we muſt oppoſe 
cold Medicines to an hot Diſeaſe or Conllitution ; hot Medicines to 2 
cold Diſtemper ; moiſtning in a dry Diſtemper and Conſtitution ; and 
drying mult be oppoſed to roo great moiſture ; but concerning drying 
Medicaments, we mult not imagine that Gu-racum, Sarſaperilla, Chi- 
na, Saflafras, &c, die, for nothing dries any other way, then conſe- 
quentially, expelling or abſorbing the moiſture ; for there is nothing 
waſts, butall changes ; Air is concoRed into Water, and Water is ra- 
rified into Air, and ſo they are in perpetual change ; for if Water by 
Gnaiacum , Saflafras , China, &c, was annihilated, then there would 
be leſs Water, and leſs in the world, and ina Million of years the Sea 
might be dryed up: I confeſs Litharge will drie much, becauſe it doth 
ſuck up moiſture into its own body z and ſo do Mucilages of Gum-Ara- 
bick, ſpecially Gum-Tragacanth, and Spunges, bur they muſt be ei- 
ther Sweaters that are drying, or Diureticks ; ſweating ſpends in Va- 
pour and Exhalation, per habitums Corports, SiegiriNe Or Utine-purgers 
ſend it out by the ordained motions of the Parts, or Natures inſtituted 
Channels in its whole S.bltance and Body; and thoſe that do nor 
ſpend moiſture by expelling it by ſweat through the Skin, or by the In- 
ſtituted motions of Nature by the Kidneys and Bladder, do not dry. 
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=————=T hath been thought, that a Congh, Aſthma, 
Pleurifie, Peripneumonia, Empyema, Hz. 
moptoe, and Phthifis were all the Diſeaſes 
of the Lungs, and that the Lungs had no 
more, nor no other , according to an OI- 
dinary Method in Nature : A Cough i is but a 
Symprome, and may be in all Diſeaſes bf 
the Lungs, and I know not why it ſhould be 
called a Diſeaſe, for in a Peripneumonia, 
or inflamation of the Lungs, the cauſe gives 
the - denomination, for in that may be a 
Cough ; fo Hz moptoe alſois a Symptom, and may happen iv many Di- 
ftempers, and from divers. Cauſes, 

Nor have theſe Diſeaſes mentioned juſt ſuch cauſes and no more, or 
no oth2r then what pradtical Authors writ, 

[ (hall ſave my ſelf the pains to write the Diagnoitick and Progno- 
Rick Signs; as alſo the Wes and Method of curing Diſeaſes deſcribed 
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in PraRices of' Phyſick, they may be compared with what we draw 
from Obſervations, nigh as well as if they were here writ together or 
premiſed, 

The Lungs are the Beliows or Fan of the Heart, the fire of our Bo. 
dies, Which they blow up, and keep from dying, falling round abut 
the Heart, filled with Wind, which they draw in and let out, as our ar- 
tificial Bellows do; and as ſoon as theſe Natural Bellows ceaſe drawing 
and letting out of Air ; the fire of our Bodies wanting fomenting and 
ſirring up, dies, and we grow cold and pale, 

The Lungs have alſo another Office, to receive Flegm, and cough 
it forth, and whereſoever the Lungs burdened cannot cough, we are 
apt to be choaked. 

Theſe are the two Natural Offices of the Lungs; and we would give 
inſight to the Reader how many wayes, and how diverſly theſe may be 
diminiſhed, vitiated or aboliſhed ; for properly and plainly, the An- 
tients ſhould have deſcribed theſe two, diminiſhed, vitiated or abo- 
liſhed, and have brought all the ſeveral cauſes, and the figns of ſuch 
particular cauſes, being found by DifleCtion ; and the degrees of each 
kind, and the vatiety of Natures Order and Progreſs, and how the 
Lungs may be atte&ted from other parts by community of Veſſels, or 
ſuper-incumbency, or affinity of Nature ; and Philoſophically they 
ſhould have deſcribed the peculiarity of the nature of the Lungs, differ- 
ent from other parts,that made them have Diſeaſes different from other 
parts, they being of a more flegmatick, airy and ſpongy Subltance and 
Quality. 

I hw known many different kinds,and differing degrees in all thoſe 
kinds of (hort breathing, and different cauſes of thoſe different kinds, 
viz, outward and precedent cauſes ; for I never ſaw a man op2ned that 
died of any Diſeaſe ; and ſometimes large eating, the Dinphragma be- 
ing cruſhed up, and capacity of the Thorax ftrerghtned, hath cauſed a 
Diſnea; ſometimes Wind which hath been eaſed, 2s the former, when 
the cauſe removed ; ſometimes ſwift motion, ſpecially in Green-fick- 
neſles, for with motion they are almoſt out of breath ; in obRructions, 
2Sin the Jaundice and Cachex:a, they are very ſhort winded, becauſe 
cold clammy humours 40 ſotn&met abound; and the Thoracical Muſ- 
cles move heavily, aid the pertsare cruſhed up by windine(s diſtend- 
10g,Which in Drophes is occafioned by Water; to in Apoplexies breath- 
ing 18 ſhort, or where breathing is not difficult and very ſhort , I ſup- 
poſe it improper to call that fleepy Rupid fckneſs an Apoplexy. 

- . Pawins Renealbirng, Ob. 9 it. 'Obſexved an Old woman thar eat much 
Fruit, ſhe had a Catarth, ſhe was cured with a Phlegmagoge 2nd Sto- 
4 L 2 ma-chical 
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machical pouder, when an Afthma ſupervened ; he accounted it Wind 
in the Stomach, cruſhing up the Midriff, and tough Flegm Riicking to 
the ſides of the Aſpera Arteria. 

And Osf, 176, a Maid was exceedingly troubled with ſhort breath- 
ing, and 1o againſt Food, that ſhe almcli pined away for want of appe- 
tite tocate; Hecured this, and two more (Ob/, 144, and Obſer, 145.) 
with Stomachical, Chymical purging Powders once or twice given ; ſo 
that hz adjuged theſe Althma's cauſed from diſtention and Wind of che 
the Stomach, thruſting up the Lungs, and from Flegmatickneſs of the 
Stomach or Midiift,

Theſe 
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Theſe are only to ſhew the variety of Symptoms, and difference in 
one Diſeaſe amongſt all perſons ; alſo te ſhew how one and the (elf ſame 
effe&, may ariſe from ſundry cauſes, and one and the ſelf ſame thing 
producedivers effets in two perſons : Alſo that a Catarih,Cough, Hy- 
drops Pettorts, Corruption or Apoſtemation of Blood, Empyema, Pe- 
ripneunonia, Pleuritis, Hydrops, Apoplexies, Inflatious and their likes, 
may in ſome cauſe difficult breathing, in others not; may in ſome 
cauſe 2 Cough, inothers not ; may in ſome cauſe a pain of the 
* breſt, in others not; in ſome theſe, one or more; and ſometimes 
one, ſometimes* another ; and ſometimes three or four may follow 
upon ſhort breathing together *; ſometimes ſeparate, or one after 
another ; and ſometimes one of them, ſometimes another 3 and 
ſometimes two or three may concomictate an Aſthma or Cough, or bz 
complicated together : Bur we cannot write all the particular Obſerva- 
tions to prove all theſe, but they (hall ſee ſuch and much more variety 
in the Lungs, and their ficknefles, that do read divers Phyſicians Ob- 
ſervations thereof, Which are not altogether ſingular caſes, butthe com- 
mon and ordinary Method of Nature alſo, fo far as ſhe doth obſerve any 
Type or Order. 

By the divers kindes and degrees of ſhort breathing, and the variety of 
outward and exciting Cauſes, & concomitant Sickneſles,already ſhewn, 
may be gueſled how Coughs, ſpitting of Blood , of Matter, Inflama- 
tion of the Lungs, Pleutifies, &c; do vary in kinde and degree ; and 
are ſometimes fimple, as a Diſeaſe ; or joyned, as 2 Diſeaſe to another 
Diſeaſe ; or happening as a Symptom in other Ails, or ſupervening : 
we ſhall quote many Hiſtories and Obſervations of thoſe that have been 
opened, and Withal ſhew the various handling of theſe perſons :- ſome 
were alike , where the Cauſe ſeemed diſalike.; and fome were diſ- 
agreeing in Diſeaſes, Symptoms, and greatneſs thereof moſt , where 
by the Cauſe one would think the might be moſt like. Bur the want 
of- having many Hiſtories of all things; and ſeeing all the Vatieties of 
Nature, and the want of diſtinguiſhing betwixt likes,hath hugely ſpoil- 
ed true Learning, or the Learning of Truth, 

We ſhall make thirteen or fourteen DiſtinRions of -the Cauſes of 
Sickneſles from the Lungs, which may be reckoned as ſo many Diſeaſes, 
and inch and ſuch are their Symptoms, . | |

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Sets of all the Bowels together : The Reader may eaſily ſee the Me- 
thod and Current of Natuze, that one part conſents with another, and 
frequently in thofe that dye, all or molt of the Bowels are corrupted, 
and for the moſt part in different manners and degrees ; nor are the 
parts ſo affe&ed by Veſſels running from one to another pilpably al. 
ways, but they do tranſude and tranſmit both vaponrs and matter tho- 
row their Parenchyma, or Body ; in vivo omnia ſunt pervia : The in- 
ward parts have pores, and do lie one upon another , and ſo aff:& one 
another. 

And as the Bowels are by Diſſection found alike to be affefed, and 
all to vary in this AﬀeRtion or Diſeaſe, ſo the outward Symptoms va- 
ry; andthere are in the current of ſome Sickneſs nine or ten Diſeaſes, 
which ſometimes are looked upon as Symptoms.

Med, Cent, 2, Obſ, 27. relates of a Woman of ' Pata- 
14, that eating Cheſs-Nuts. laughed, and it ſeems ſome part got into 
the Wind-pipe, which ſhe did-not know ; for two months ſhe was mi- 
ſerably afflited with a Cough, with a Feaver, and waſting of the 
whole Body ; a Phthifick was feared , divers Phyſicians were adviſed 
with-; at laſt ſhe took a vomitive potion, and brought up the Kernel,and 
was preſently reſtored to health..

Dropfee,, its riſe, 
and 'what is its common acceptation, which may differ from the fincere 
meaning of the Original Word ; and then ſhew the divers kindes that 
according to vulgaracceptation, or common meaning of the word, may 
bz, or are called the Drophe : And herein many, many times, diſpute 
about they know not what ; one meaning one thing by the word, ano- 
thes another. | 

The Drophe or Hydrophe in Engliſh, comes from Hydrops in Latin, 
and that is only a change of the Greek letters into Latine, thoſe tongues 
being wri: in differing letters: Well then, v/po 4 in Greek is derived 
from vfq, water ; ſo that it is not proper to call any ſwelling a Drop- 
fie, unleſs a wateriſh ſwelling, according to the genuine fignification 
of the word ; but according to common acceptation, other ſwellings 
are called Dropftes. 

1+ Aſcites, the word for common Drophes,comes from «5x; a Greek 
word, 
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word ſignifying a Baſon, Laver, or Pitcher, becauſe theirBellies refer 
to the Bellies of Pitchers,or Water-Veſlels ; ſo that from the faſhion 
of the tumid.Belly, ir is proper to call them Aſciticks, though Water 
is not the Cauſe, but as the word is commonly taken, improper. 

2, Tympaenites in Latine, and Tympany in Engliſh, according to the 
common meaning,ſhews a windy Dropſie ; but the fence of the word 
ſhews a Drum ; or that the Belly Rructing forth and ſounding like 2 
Drum, may in any perſon be called a Tympany, though it may be with- 
out wind z yet water Without ſome wind will ſcarce yeild a noiſe : Ir 
comes from 5/greyry, that ſignifies a Drum. 

3. A third kind, or name of diltinion uſed by the Ancients, was 
eAnaſarcha, or Lexcopblegmatia, they commonly meant by the uſe of 
thoſe words 2 2 up of the: Body and Face from Flegm, the Skin 
looſe, Face blufted and pale ; we go to the meaning of the word in the 
Original Derivation «rar pxe, per carners, it ſignifies ſome humour or 
matter ſpread throughout the Fleſh,or imbibed therein, or throughout, 

But people have been deceived in theſe, for Nature imitates no ſuch 
Order or Rule, there is no necefitty for a Dropſie, if it be not according 
to the deſcription of Aſcites, to be Anaeſarsa, nor if it be not Anaſarca 
muſt it be Tympanites: To ſee a party juſt as Galen deſcribed, is as rare 
as thoſe they count _ Caſes, We ſhall let the Reader ſee the 
Truth, as far as man hitherto can find a method in Nature, which in- 
deed in theſe caſes 1s to want a method ; ſpecially as to peculiar and 
{mall things : the quality In every matter, if we could ſee it, or know 
it, would give us the trueſt infight how it muſt work, and what itmuſt 
effect, 

The matter, ſaid the Ancients,is either Water, Wind, or Flegm; the 
Bowel or Subje& was the Liver ; the Cauſe was cold, and theſe onely : 
the precedent or procatarRick cauſes, were too great evacution of Blood, 
or ſuppreſſion of Courſes or Hzmorthoids, a Jaundice, Cochexy, or 
drinking of Water ; theſe were the principal, with the diſtin&tions 
aforenamed, that tne Ancients delivered ; the Signs and Concomitant 
Symptoms they delivered are not worth naming : for thoſe that they 
wrote aright in, are common ; others are nothing of Rule, but acci- 
dental, ſo that they might have numbered a thouſand Symptoms or Ails 
that many Hydropicks, one or other amongſt them had had, 

The Moderns, as Sernertus, Hercules Saxonia, Riverins, Platerms, 
&c. did introduce diverſe new things from experience, and found that 
heat as well as cold, was the Cauſe, and that ſometimes cool things 
that open, do good ; alſo they ſaw that the Kidneys and Spleen,as well 
as the Liver, might cauſe the Drophe.

2. Another kind of Drophies we may call an [«flatio» z I have both 
ſeen it, and been informed of the like in others : theſe were ſuddenly 
in two or three days ſwelled up, the Eyes almoſt cloſed in, the face ex- 
ceedingly puffed, the.

petite, Strength and Reaſon remaining; yet in theſe two or thtee 1

632. relates: of a Maid: ſwelled all 
over, Face, Feer, Belly, and elſewhere, a difficult breathing ;- andin a 
few days recovered as quickly, as fhe quickly fell ſo :' Nor can theſe be 
imputed to Poyſons, As I remember Nzco/ans T xlpns hath an Obſer- 
vation like theſe, of a total ſwelling of the + like # Droplie , that 
ajoſe in a few days, and ceaſed againſpontaneouſly. | 

3. A third kind we have obſerved 1nTwo, but not found the like in 
Authors; They were tooſe skinned, and full of water ourwardly, the 
Keet did a lictle (well, but no ſymprom'of illnefs' was. therein; they 
had many water-blifters on their Fleſh, ſpecially their Paps or Teats 
did tun much, theirskin was very ſubject to break into'blifters of pure 
water, voidof Accrimony, except ſometime a little itching; nor were 
the inward parts by any outward ſigns at all in fanir, though in divers 
ſymptoms they did ſomewhat vary, yet both had one Cauſe, viz, 
D:inking Strong Beer or Ale conftandly on mornings firſt of atl, which 
they were not uſted to:& I bave heard a third perſon ſay, that if he drank

why may not Nature, being overburdened by water; in” the blood that 
effendeth, either in quality or quantity, or both, caſtoff this Serwas in« 
to the inward Bowels, and there raiſe bladders, and thoſe break and 
pour out the Sernm into the capacity.of the Abdowex, and then' fill a- 
gain?- for we. know nothing mil endare' a ſuperabundance ; and more

32. ſaith, 1s aDropfic of Blood, if it is proper to ſay 
ſo-3 it 18 quickly made, in few dayes kills : So Mercurialis opened one 
ſwelled with fourteen pints of Blood in him : Another with an Hernia or 
Rupture fell ſuddenly, ſwelled and died. Tx/pixe and Horftins in his 
Appendent Obſervations to Alarcellas Donatus, mention the like. If 
we conſider that in all things ate different kinds,andin all kinds differ- 
ing degrees, We muft allow the extream of bloody Water, to be pure 
Blood ; for every thing hath its twoextreams of exceeding little, ex- 
ceeding great, and its mean or medriocrity: welſec in ſwelled Hydro- 
pical Legs, and other ſwellings of the outward parts, the matter, 
feems 1ed hot Blood -at firft iflowing , then'by | corruption, or the 
Atoms of the Bloed exhaling, itturns pale, wheyith orwateriſh often- 
times ; ſo inthe Body of many Hydropicks Blood may firft Row, and 
by lying, looſeth its colour, as heat ſuppoſe, when itis extravaſated

moſt common Hydropicks, all the parts are found corrupted or waſted, 
or grown. to. one another, ane in one manner, another in another, as

Condylomata. Platerus found ſome that repreſented Dropfies, that had 
only Glandules, and in' ſome glandulous or knertty ſwellings of the 
Meſentery. - 

7. We may nameanother kind of Dropfie, relating to the Tympany 
of the Ancients, Plater, Obſ. 657. A'Boy ten years 61d had a twwifting 
of his Guts and ſtoppage of Excrements ; they came up by his mouth ; 
he was hugely ſwelled, his Belly diftended with wind , according' to 
the Practicks deſcription of a Tympany:: he lived thus fourteen dayes; 
then dying, he was opened ; the Guts'were found twiſted up'together, 
and in:ſome- of them Worms with dung; in'great numbet* came forth : 
in other Gurs:was'abiindance” of wind, exceedingly: diftending them, 
and breaking forth with great violence as ſoon as they were cut; no Wa- 
ter was found in him!” «do not ſee ir'ſo proper to call this a Tympany, 
a$ an Illiack paſſion and if ic had been joyned with water, it had not 
fo properly beencalled a Tympany neither, fo that with Water (Wind 
commonly being made through RarefaQtion of Water by heat into Air) 
it might be called a Water-Drophe with Inflation, without Water an 
Inflation, Tiliack or Cholical ditemper : Indeed where there is much 
Water, commonly is ſome Flegm ; and where both theſe be, common- 
ly there is windineſs, becauſe they are made of a moiſt, cold, raw,and 
ſpiritleſs diſpoſition of 'the Blood and Bowels. 

We ſhall diſcover no more kinds of Dropfies in this Order, but un- 
der the Concommitant Symptomes we ' ſhall enumerate, much more 
variety may appear; 'but to go curiouſly to diſcriminate of each of thoſe 
ſeven Heads, We may make as may ſolid Diviſions in each, ſpecially 
in the fifth.

Plater, Obſ. Extuberantie, pag. 646. In one (that he opened) be 
found the Kidneys exulcerated and perforated, and no other matters of 
corruption ro pr1n other parts confiderable,. yet the cruſhing up of the 
Dihregm and Lungs, by the redundancie of water , cauſed a great 
Dyſpnea; the party afore Death had let out much water by bliſters, 
made in the lower parts , and the Belly did aſlwage-and fink therefrom, 
and the Dyſpxea abated, ſo that the quantity of water cruſhing up the 
parts of reſpiration, Was apparently the Cauſe ; and the ſpaking of wa- 
ter into the Lungs, Diapbragma, and Muſcles.of the Breſt, doth in ſome 
eccaſion hard breathing, ; but-the party aforenamed, the water being 
lefſened, and ſeemingly ſhe in a better condition, died with faint- 
ing. 

2. A ſecond Symptom or Concomitant Aﬀect in Dropſies, is Wind, 
which in ſome is more, in ſome leſs; in ſome it more afflits at one 
time, in others at another; in ſome in one part, in others in another ; 
and many of the many and different ſymptoms and ails that afii& Hy- 
dropicks, ariſe partly from Wind and Flegm as well as Water. 

A Drophie firſt began with inflation, the Belly was Tympanitical, 
then the feet began to ſwell with Water, and other figns of a Water- 
Dropfie aroſe, cured, R:ver. Cent, 3. Obſ. 86. 

Alſo Felix Platerns in Obſervationbus, in an Aſcutes,or Water-Drop- 
fie ſaw abundance of wind, or a Tympany therewith, 

In a Lady I knew that was Hydropical, after letting Blood, wind did 
ſo increaſe that ſhe died Tympanitical ; the taking away Blood in ſuch *' 
cold Diſtempers, which all are not cold, weakens Nature, and adds to 
the Morbifick Cauſe. 

Thoſe ſwellings that come ſuddenly all over , or in the Belly either, 
though the ſwelling dints like water , yet there is much wind therein, 
See Twp.

be ſa, in another thus ; one ſaith this is the Cauſe of a Drophe, ano- 
ther that, and both may be in the right ; for both theſe are in ſome the

Sometimes there is much wind without any water, as in our ſeventh 
Head or Diſtinion of. Kinds, and ſometimes there is much water 
without any wind or flatuofity ; ſometimes they are equally quantati- 
zed ; and ſometimes in an Inflation is a little water, and in an Aſcites 
a little wind ; and ſo for Flegm, which is onely thickned water, ot glu- 
tinated moiſtvre.

theſe two together might myſtically have ſhewn a Diſeaſe : We muft 
ſay of this, as of wind, ſometimes there is much water or wind without 
any flegm, and ſometimes much flegm+without any water ox.

ſometimes a little flegm, alittle wind, and much water, are complica- 
ted together in one Body ; ſometimes a Tympany. and Leucophlegmatia 
ſeem moſt to exſuperate, ſometimes an Aſc:res and T ympany, ſometimes 
an Aſcites and Leucophlegmatia, and ſometimes they are ſeparate and 
diſtin >.but then I think it not ſo proper to call white flegm and wind 
a Drophe, without any Watet, though they diftend the skin in all ply- 
ces, | ; 

Paulus Renealmus, Obſ, 122. At firſt the party had a Leucophlegmatia, 
and then an Aſcites ſupervened, and was added toit; cured. 

In another, Obſ. 166, he ſaw an Aſcites and Lexcophlegmatia, or Wa- 
ter __ whice flegm equally ſwelling the body for two years, and he 
cured it. 

And Obſ. 195, he obſervedthat thoſe that were puffed up with white 
flegm had cloggings of their Stomach, _ rawneſs and purſineſs, and he 
cured two or three with Vomits of Chymical Powders ; and he men-

Swelling of the Body, difficult breathing , wearineſs, purſineſs, 
dulneſs, bad colour, vitiated ſanguification, puffing up, loſs of appetite, 
Cachexyes, &«. ariſe as much from flzgm as water in many Hydro- 
picks; yetin thoſe that are opened, no flegm is conſpicuous , but the 
parts are ofcen clammy, and grown together, and have viſcous <corru- 
ption in them, and Glandules, and Apoſtems.: We know in outward 
things (for by them it is bzft judging'of inward, and by apparent and 
viſible things, things occult and inviſible) the thin patts exhaling, the 
Remains are made thicker, ſpecially in ſaccharates and gummy things, 
which have molt ſyngeny and coherence with flegm, 

Fſuppoſe that which ſome calka Zexcophlegmatia, others call a-Ca- 
chex1a, for indeed there is no difference but of degrees ; for what won- 
derful variety is there in Nature ? and thoſe are miſtaken that think 
Nature is bound to make it a Lexcophlegmatia, as they deſcribe it, if itis 
not a Cachexia as they deſcribes it ; for to find a Leucopblegmatia juft 
as they deſcribe, or a Cachexia jult ſo, is rare : Many diftempers are 
like either in ſome ſymptoms, and like neicher in ſome,

& Droplie ſometimes folloyis Cachexeys, as well as to have'this cofiditi- 
vh complicated therewith, 

6, It isſometiines coupled with a Qaartane, as Paul Renealm, ' Obſ. 
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29, obſerved; but the Quartave was 2 yeat before that : Divers Terti- 
ans alſo degenerate into Drophies, or continue Rill with the Drop-

7, A continual Feaver with implacable thirft and reſilefneſs, was 
complicated with a Drophe, River, Obſ. communicatis ab alits Medici, 
pag. 285, A Feaver ſupervening, hath ſometimes been mortal. 

And Reveris, in his communicated Obſervations from other Phyſi- 
Cians;pag. 316, relates in one there was watching, inapperence, difhi- 
cult breathing , ſloth to move, ſwelling, and hardneſs of the Spleen, 
with waſting ; cured.

Many that have had many, and the worſt of Symptoms, have lived ; 
and thoſe that ſeemingly have not been dangerous, have died : and in 
DifſeRions it is abundantly cleared, that ſome live till all their parts 
are rotted or walted, or corrupted ; fome- till two-or three are waſted, 
rotted, or corrupted ; and ſome die when ſcarce any Cauſe can be found 
worthy of ſeparating thz Soul from its Caſe the'Body : But, the qualicy 
and heterovencity of all matter to our Blood and Spirits, and that qua- 
lity that conſtitutes our vitality; is the chief Cauſe, which we can hardly 
ſee into, ; 

Johannes Johnſtonns, in+ his Thaumatographia de Lune poteſtate inter 
ſubluna, ſaith, Dropſies are mnch mroed bythe Moon, and they die at Full 
Moons x; and juſt then it took away a Reverend Prelate of the Reformed 
Cbarches of Poland : And we can confirm it ; for the Moon _ over

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Water, and alters and moves it, leſſens and avgments it ; nor is any 
thing of greater certainty to judge of the Acuteneſs or Cronicalneſs of 
fickneſſes, or the event thereof, then to draw Schemes of the Hea- 
vens at the Decumbiture of the Sick ; but theſe are ſometimes ambi- 
ouous even to the belt Artiſts, and they find ſometimes as many Rea- 
ſons for a thing, as againſt it ; and ſometimes, the Lord of the ſeventh

Jaundices, Cholicks, Rhewmatiſmms, Phthilicks, ſpitting of Blood, and 
Hzmorrages, which may more exaRtly and particularly be found before, 
as we have laid them down one by one, and ſhewed more Examples of 
one then of another, becauſe it happens more frequently in the courie 
of Nature. -

It is certain that the Antients delivered little or- nothing of Truth, 
concerning the inward cauſes of Drophes, nor can the Reader under- 
Rand one thing in twenty, rightly as he ſhould, by their Practices,even 
in molt Diſeaſes ;{pecially concerning the inward cauſes of the Diſeaſe: 
nor did they underſtand Natures variety , nor Vermifick , Lapidifick, 
Crinifick, Oflifick, Fermentative PutrefaRtive, and Preſervative Fa- 
culties, or Qualities, s 

. We will firſt ſhew the quantity of water that lifts up the Bellies of 
fome, andis the cauſe of 'their ſwelling. 

In two opened by Thomas Bartholin, the quantity of water half filled 
a Tonna ; the Nephew of the Illuftrious Prince of Hafma , ſcarce a 
year old, had Is pints of water found in it. . 

A Kin(mans Childe of .minez. died , they thonght of a Dropfie, it 
was fwelled, - and like water: opened, not above one Pint of water was 
found in it : the Liver was huge large and knotted, but the Lungs 
waſted, the Liver made the Belly ſeem ſo big. Familiarly'in diverſe 
that were opened where the-Lungs are waſted; the Liver growes out to

Next we ſhall come to declare the faults of the Spleen in Drophes: 
The Spleen as well as the Liver, Kidneys, and other parts, is found juſt 
ſo, or otherwiſe affe&ted, more grievoully than in the Drophe, and yet 
no Drophe, but other evils ariſe therefrom ; therefore it 1s hard to lay 
what Bowel cauſes a Dropſie,. or what particular affe&t of that Bowel 
| dothir.; ſince. when-itis ſo affected in others , other diſtempers ariſe 
therefrom : the qualities in all matter, as we have ſufficiently demon- 
ſtrated in our Book of qualities, in our Phyſiology, Fatreſophy and Preu- 
watography, give the motion and alteration to all Bodies, ſpecially as

are the Channels to convey, and have the faculty given to draw water, 
and where they have no great viſible labefaRation , yer not drawing 
and ſeparating Urine they may cauſe a Dropſie. Every like drawsits 
like, the greater the lefſe; the Lungs draw Air, or Wind ; the Gall, 
Choler ; the Spleen, grofle fzculent blood , being of ſuch a matter it 
ſelf, and the Kidneys, Serwm or water ; now if any of theſe fail in their 
office, man is burdened with that humour, that is not ſeparated from 
the Blood , and caftoff by the Conduits of Nature , and perhaps in 
one it turns whayiſh, in another , vermifies, in another, perrifies, in 
another putrifies, in enother ferments, &c. and perhaps htle altera- 
tion is fotrnd in the Parexchyme of the bowell : ſometime though the 
office is depraved or aboliſhed, God that appointed diverſe aligne and 
heterogenious humoutrs to be in our Blood, andgenerated by our Diet, 

inted divers parts to ſeparare or carry off theſe aliene humours ; 
ore he had made divers parts in mans Body of ſuch faculties (for

Moſt that Phyſicians have writ and talked of, is, obſtrution of the 
Meſeraick Veins,which is ſeldom: or never found, they did ſo go agueſs 
at things, and mils of Truth : the Meſentery is commonly affected, 
and the Cauſe of many Griefs we little imagine, following Tradition 
in Pratlices of Phyſick, It may be ſubje& to twenty kindes of altera- 
tion, and yet the Antients guefled at one' or two that happen the ſel- 
dome, and are the lighteſt, fox any thing [ can find. | 


Next we ſhall relate how the Gall is found in Dropſies : both of that 
and the Meſentery we hinted divers things in the aftets of the Liver 
and Spleen aforegoing. The Gall is partly a Cauſe of Droplies, ſpe- 
cially,as it being topped makes a yellow humour (that it ſhould ſeparate 
and caſt off to the Inteſtines) regurgitate upon, and ſpoil and corrupt

_- The Cure of a Dropke is as various as the Signs and Cauſes ; for one 
is curable, another not ; and he that is curable , differs from another 
in the way of method he muſt be cured in, as well as particular 
Medicines. 

I, We ſhall ſay ſomewhat of the chief and moſt ſucceſsful quality in 
Medicines, and that is, a Diuretick force : Diureticks, as we have well 
obſerved, :are moſt generally helpful ; 'and-thoſe-Purgers that, withall, 
do move Urine ; for it is contrary to Nature to expel redundant Serwas 
by the Guts, the faculty of the Kidneys, Emulgents and Ureters muſt 
beexcited ; purging oft weakens Nature, not carryes forth the Di. 
eaſe: but nothing ts ſo bad, that helps not ſome; nor any thing ſo ex. 
cellent, that will cure all : and I have known in divers Hydropicks, 
as well as other Sicknefles , one fimple vulgar Medicine hath done 
_ then Methods of Bleeding, Sweating, Purging, Vomiting, and 

pening. 

Juyce of our Flow-de-luce-Roots helped one in two or three dayeg, 
not helped by other Medicines ; the Lee of Broome Aſhes , another ;

by having the head bound up with many clothes, which greatly aug- 
ment 
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ment the heat together, which apply to the head ; Padilotions alſo may 
be uſed profitably, made of Coolers, ;

Letting Blood is wholly to be omitted, unleſs we ſee much Blood to 
abound in the Body. 

Phyſicians make a diftinRion in the Cure of Redundancy of pitui- 
tous Humours ; for ſome, as we ſaid before, inſtitute onely Cutters and 
Makers thin of a viſcid tough thick Flegm ; whenas others appoint dry- 
ing,-\weating, and Diuretick Medicines, by which we gueſs they mean 
for a wateriſh ot thin looſe pituitous Humour, wherein drying Drinks 
of Guaicum, China, Sarſaparilla, &c, are helpful. 

But in the following intention ive may treat generally, compoliny 
both under one kinde of Method, to be cured : As,

Then we muſt provide that the Brain be rightly conſtituted, and ga= 
ther not ſuch Humoutrs again by the taking and applying of fit Corro-

If Vomitrs may not be requiſite for the Habit and Coalticutionef the 
Patients Stomach, Pills may carry-down the Humour, and be very pre- 
valent, they may be taken to 5ſs, or Jij. before ſupper , or at going ta 
Bed, in Syrup of Violets, Pp uf a roatt:d Apple, or waas elfz the Pat- 
ty bzit likes; they-may be made of greateſt. efficacy, accarding to this 
Example :

The ſame Cauſe works moleſtation of the Senſes divers wayes, ac- 
cording as the occult Natures of men are diſpoſed, Fer, 
I, In ſome it effets Raging, Staring, Sweating, Curſing, Fight- 
ing, and the like, 
2, In others the contrary, for ſome will then be moſt complemental,

For its cure therefore(negleCting,as needleſs, the penning of 
Cauſes, or Diagnoftick or Prognoftick Signes, looking to the Diſeaſe 
it ſelf, viz, a Feaver, of which this is but a Symptom) Phlebotomy or 
breathing the Cephalick-Vein of the Arm ; this may reſpe& both Fea- 
ver and Headach, though we intend here not to ſpeak of the Cauſe, the 
Feaver, but only of curing the Headach arifing therein and therefrom : 
If it be not ſufficient in the Arm, opening a Vein of the Forehead, or 
Arteriotomy, 1s greatly praiſed by ſome ; and experience hath often 
found not only ſucceſsful,bur ſafe alſo : Hereby the Fiery and Feaveriſh 
Spirits that are in the Blood, and ſent to the Head, from conſent of 
the whole Body, . are let out,

And firſt of Blood ; not humerous, but purgunmixed, of- 

fending onely in quantity, The Greeks call it Phlehora, the Latines 
Plemindo, in Eoglith Plethory, Plenitude or Fulneſs. 


Canſe. Firſt, *Tis made, 

1. Originally from Plenitude and abounding of Blood in the Body, 
made from things too much -nouriſhing and increaſing Blood whethas 
Meais or Drinks, being roo plentifully taken. 

2. To this adde the omitting of Exerciſes, Sweatings, and Evacua- 
tion, natural or artificial, as Bleeding, Purging, &c. 

Secondly, 'Tis brought into AQtion (being thicker or thinner, more 
- orleſs ſpirituous, colder or hotter, ſharp or-milder, or leſs humerous 
and pure) from too great affets, which bring either heat or pain to the 
Head, ſo that the Blood filling the, large dimenſions of the Brain js 
over-heat, whence follows heat and diftentive pain , yet acquires it 
not ſuch a heat,as thata Del:rium ſhould follow, 

Thirdly, Particular Cawſes that both attract and make this Blood to.

Of Headach from a Melancholy Humonr. 


Sadach from a Melancholy Humour is divided into Eſſential and 
H Sympatherical,or by conſent from the Spleen.

SIGNS DI AGNOSTICK, 

Are taken, firſt, from the Pupils magnitude ; which is leſs then na- 
turally (hould and was wont to be, which is known by comparing it 
with the other Eye, Secondly, By blindneſs at firſt when we gointo 
a dark place, by reaſon of the conſtriction of the Pupil, yet afcer it is 
dilated they ſee better, but belt in bright places ; and ObjeRs are re- 
ſented greater, becauſe the viſible Species being received in by the nar- 
row hole, they are dilated in a more ample ſpace towards the Cryſtal- 
line : A moderate bigneſs of the Pupil is therefore neceſlary for re- 
ceiving the viſible Species.

H' poſphagma or Aimalops, in Greek ; Szgillatio or Sanguints effuſio, 
in Latine : ſometimes Macwla is that which in Engltth is called 
Blood-ſhot, and is an effuſion of Blood into the Cornea chiefly, and Ad- 
nata-Tunicles of the Eye, appearing at firſt red, and afterwards livid, 
or black and blew, ariſing from-violent Cauſes. 


CAUSE, 

The Cauſe immediate, is Blood poured forth into the Cornea and Ad- 
ata or Conjunative Tunicles, by the Veins diſperſed there, and open- 
ed, 

Exciting Cauſes, were either contuſion, as a fall or blow, or a vio- 
lent ruſhing of Blood thither by loud clamours, blowing with Trum- 
pets, &rc- Where there was plenty of Blood in the adjacent vein. 


SIGNS DIAGNOSTICK, | 

Signs be, firſt, irs viſibility, it bzing at firſtredder, becauſe Blood 
at firſt breaking forth of the Veſſels is red ; afterwards black and blew, 
becauſe Blood after it is'out of the Veſſels cools, and grows livid or

And there bz many things tobe canfidered:- the courſe of the Stars at 
each mans firſt ickning, and the alteration of them ; and that Planet 
that was upon the Aſcendent ata Nativity, bath great fignification ; and 
th2 Moon' which cauſes great alteration, greatly alters. in Place and 
Aſpz&t. Alſo the natuial conſtitution of oas Bodies, Clymates, and

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Soil, Age, Dyet, ſeaſon of the Year, Gender, and other accidents 
are various to divers perſons, and ſo the Diſeaſes vary ; butwe can 
hardly foreſee what a Diſeaſe will be by any of theſe, except by Aſtro- 
logy, and that is ſometime uncertain, 

Nor for the Cure of Agues'is one Method or Medicine alike ſuc- 
ceſsful,or at all ſucceſsful to all kinds, or to all of one kind; but that that 
cures this Quartene, may not cure the other Quertave. But quead in- 
termiſſionem, all having affinity,” may be cured by one ; but Quotidiars 
for the moſt part are more fubborn then Tertiars, and Quartares then 
either ; yet ſome Qgirteres are leſs contumacious then ſome Quoydi- 
ans, and fome' Quotidianr (horterthen ſome Tertians ; yet commonly 
ſuch a Medicine as Camphir hung about the Neck, or Jeſuits Bark, or 
Qwinque Fol took inwardly, will cure more Quotidians or Tertians then

cine that cures a Tertiar, will not cure in another T ertian,and yet cures 
a Quartare ; Vomiting is more proper in Tertians, yet if the Stomach 
be offended, more in Qwartaxes ; 1t may be better there,. then in Ter 
tians Where that is not ; ſometimes” they are eaſilieſt at the fuft Fits, 
' ſomerimes atthe laſt, when the Fits are ſmall and gentle, and the 
Seeds'of the infeRted matter are almoſt dead.

V AJere-ever there is 2a Feav:r equal, not violent, ſeated in the 
habic of the Body, I ſuppoſe ic proper to be called an Hefich, 
The queſtion in moR Diſeaſes is chiefly what one or two or three Sym- 
ptoms do of neceffity concux to make it properly ſo called, without 
which it is improper fo tocall it ; for ſome have lingring Feavers wich 
ſome ſenſidle tits, and ſome have violent Feavers without them ; ſome 
are almoſt conſtantly diftempered with heat like Feavers, and yet have 
now and than cold fits, lKke Agues ; ſome that have Feaveriſh Ditem- 
pers, have no other concomitant Symptoms of art Hetlich,; and ſome 
have the waſting and dryneſs aſcribed to Heflicks, and yet no ſenfible * 
Feaver, and if not ſenhble, not to be called ſo ; and ſome have a thirſt 
without dryneſs, and dryne(s without thirſt ; and ſome ſeem dry in one 
part or particular, and moiſt in another part or particular ; ſo that Nature _ 
varies jomewhat in all, and much in moſt : and almoſt all Sickneſs hath 
ſome changes, but ſcarce any all ; neither is waſting of the Lungs al. 
ways attended with a walting of the Fleſh ; otifir be, it is not always » 
in the ſame meaſure and manner ;z nor is the waſting of the Lungs alone 
the cauſe-of the waſting of the Fleſh, but the wafling of other Bowels 
alſo may waſte the Fleth ; but it is ſometimes hard to ſay whether a part 
waſted cauſeth waſting of the Body ; or that that cauſed waſting of the 
Body, cauſed alſo the waſting of that part or paris: Nor are all Heftichs 
(if it isproper to call anyſo) mild at firſt, and hotter in proceſs of time, 
"- but ſome naturally grow cooler, that uſed to be hot ; fome naturally 
orow hot, ſomeby fits, and ſome more conſtantly, ſome leſs, and ſome 
more, thatuſed to be always cool : There is ſcarce any thing, a ſtaid- 
jud2mented-man and well read, can imagine, but he may find or read 
of in fome : There is nothing may happen to all, but every thing hap- 
pens to ſome ; every thing was ordained to keep its order, as well to 
the frequency, as violenceof its ations ; butfrom the one extreme of 2 
thing tothe other, is much variety ; and cemplicated Cauſes produce 
complicated ESeQs : All things were contrived mzthodically of GOD, 
bur fall out in an accidental and-various manner, zs to our Knowledge, 
and meerly contingent, as to-our:Foreknowledge. 
Some Hetftichs are incurable, and ſome be curable ; and amongſt thoſe

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the firſt year, another in the ſecond, another in the third, and ſo may 
the variety of Nature in other things be gueſſed ; one is cured by Na- 
ture, another by Medicine ; one by a Method of Phyſick, another with 
one or two Specificals ; and of theſe, one with Snails, another with 
Frogs boiled in Milk or Broath ; One with Gellies, another with Emul- 
fions, and ſome with Syrup of Walnuts, and ſome with Aſſes ; and ſome 
uſe all theſe things, and are not cured ; and ſome none, and yet are; yet 
GOD commonly appoints the Effeas, by ordering the Cauſe : But in 
many Medicines we give, we are not -ſure which dothit, or whether 
Nature might not have dorte the like , or whether this and the other cu- 
red alike, had their Diſeaſe cauſed alike in the inward parts. 

And in this manner doth Nature proceed in other Sickneſles ; and as 
theſe vary from one another,ſo probably may others vary from theſe,but 
we endeavoured to write all ſuch things as experience, and men may 

rove them by what they ſhall ſee clearly and plainly in their PraQtices.

The Power of Spitits is not to be compared to , nor limitcd by the 
Power of Natural Cauſes ; and if the motion of one natural thing can- 
not be ſolved by the motion of another, much lefle may ſupernatual be 
(olved by natural Cauſes. 

And if Lightning will ſo ſoon exanimate Men, and they die ſud- 
denly, no wound ſeen, but only black ; and drink up Buckets of Water, 
not hurting the Bucket ; or contrariwiſe, breaking a Barrel, and fixing 
the Beer in it that it ſhall not run forth ; or melt the Sword in the Scab- 
bard , the Sheath it is in, unhurt; or Gold to be melted in the Cheſt, 
that being fafe , or if Herb Moonwort will unſhoe the Horſe and looſe 
his ferters,or Herb Looſeftrife tied about Oxens necks make them agree; 
or if Herbs,or Loz2nges of Roots of Ciclamen, or Caro Bufonum will 
cauſe Love ; Darnell,madneſs; Wine, mirth and alacrity ; and Corral, 
Miſelto, and Wood. Nightſhade,releaſe the bewitched, and driveway 
Fiends ; or if the Loadftone can draw Iron, or Gold Quickfilver ; or 
if 2 few Graines of prepared Gold will blow up an houfe , or Wolves 
Guts, unſeen, aftoniſh Horſes, or the looks of the Bafilisk,kill Men; or 
Unicorns Horn , Spiders ; or if the Aſh-Tree will kill Adders or Ser- 
pents ; the Remora op the Ship in its carrear : or Torpedo-fiſh, benumb 
the hands that holds the angle, at the hook of which ſhe is hung ; or if 
an Air or ſuddain blaſt can take away all mens Limbs, and ſometimes 
Senſes, and make ApopleRick ; or the fume of Char-coal in a cloſe 
roome make lethargick ; if Apinm Riſus, or Herb Sardis, will make 
Men die convulfive and laughing : if theſe, I ſay, and thouſands 
their like , be really true, (which our other Writings may manifeſt, if 
they come ever to be publiſhed) let theſe firſt be ſolved by Reaſon and 
by the courſe in Nature on other things , before ſupernaturals come to 
be compared by natural , and to be denyed to bz, by reaſon of the im- 
poſſibility of their cauſe. 

What reaſon is there why ſome ſhould faſt divers Months, and others 
Years, and ſome eat twenty times as much as moſt Men 2 why ſhould 
Chamelions live without eating or drinking, and Tortoiſes and Sala- 
manders diverſe months, when Man and moſt Beaſts muſt feed every 
day ? why ſhould Flyes, Swallows, Butterflies, Caterpillers, &c. lie 
dead and ſenſleſs all Winter, and revive in Summer, when moſt 
creatures either live alwayes alike, or die for altogether > why ſhould 
ſome creatures live in two Elements, when moſt cannot ? Tortoiſes lie 
@ coveredin Earth, or lie on Earth in the Sun , or ſwim in the Water 
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ſome Ame1ican-Fiſh come on the day time on Land and eat grafſe; the 

2a - Calf, Crocodiles,and Octers do the ſame ; and why ſhould the Sala- 
mander live in the fire , when none elſe can? and Seamen, that are 
ſometimes caught by Fiſhers, exaCtly fortned like ns, can live on Land 
as well as in the Water - which things oux Phyſiology, Facroſophy , and 
Pneumatograpby declares ; how comes the Stomacks of Hens to digeſt 
Gold, Stones, and Pearls; and Dogs Bones, the Struth;ocamelus or 
Ofttich digeſts Iron ; and Tyburones Dog-fiſh, and Sharks concoRt 
Cloaths, Shoes, Hats, Caps, &c. and who gave the diverhity of ap- 
petites to all theſe creatures,and thouſands more ? for as theſe differ one 
from another , ſo others from theſe : how doth the ebbing and flowing 
of the Sea , magmtudine et numero,differ in diverſe places > and wh 
ſhould the Needle touched, turn alwayes to the North-Pole ? the tony 
birth at Agendicum , whole Towns and Armies turned Stene ſuddainly 
and ſecretly with the Air ? the birth of a Childe at Pragse having all its 
interns Bowels hanging forth, from its Mother, ſceing a Calf ſo exen- 
rerFfed three Months afore her delivery? the force of Imagination, the 
Cauſes of Sympathies and Antipathies, are difficult to find out ; ſome 
ſwoond at Cheeſe and yet eat Cheeſe-Curd ; ſome ſweat, and are in 
an Agony, when brought afore a roaſted Pigg, and yet love Pork ; ſome 
ſwoond at a Breaſt, and yet ext a Shoulder of Mutton ; and ſome 
ſwoond at Cats, and others at Eeles, that are in the room with them, 
though unſeen and unknown ; whence is it that ſome -long for Poſies, 
and Kiſſes; and to eat mans Fleſh, and rotten Carcaſſes ? But we muſt 
paſſe by many, to ſpeak of many : why do ſome Trees in America bring 
forth twelve times in a Year, and Rice in Cochin China thrice, when our 
Fruits and Grain come but once ? and why have our Women commonſy 
but one at 2 Birth, when thoſe of E opt have often three or four ? whence 
1s it that many and huge Fiſhes that ſwallow many and huge things, ſwal- 
low with them no Water, and we muſt, it runs in by our Noftrils ? why 
is our meat other animals poyſon ? and how come ſome to live as well 
under the torrid, as others nnder the frozen Zone ? 

Thouſands more of Natures cAnygma's, Problems and Phenomena's 
may be produced , but we gueſſe by a peny how a ſhilling is coyned ; 
and theſe may confute the Pride and Preſumption of thoſe, that will un- 

-dertake to ſolve all by their Imaginary Reaſon, and not only theſe but 
ſupernatural things too , or elſe they will not believe them to be true : 
Theſe things negleRed, have been the cauſe of all falſneſs, tubborn. 
neſs, and miſtakes in Learning.

_.With his eyes open , that all men muſt do ſo * Witches may do all that 
Juglers do, but Juglers cannot do all that Witches can do; and to con- 
den the fraud and impotence of the greater, by the fraud and impo- 
tence of the leſle, 1s an impertinent proof: and alſo they differ more 
then quo4d gradum et modum; we mult not prove by ſteep that death is the 
ſame, becaule it 1s like it.

Some belieye concerning Witches, and not concerning Spirits ; and 
ſome believe concerning Spirits, and not concerning Witches ; and 
ſome believe bath, and ſome neither : and as many men did commit 
that, that was falſe ta writing, ſo many men did omit that that was true 
in writing ; and many things are written that are true , that are not ful- 
ly written as ihzy are true. 

But ſometime there is more controverhie and diſpute about the word; 
one ſpeakes , Witch,as to its vulgar accepration, another as to its genu- 
ine fignitication; and perhaps bath may mean one thing. I perceive 
many things we have writ in this Book are not ſo (trange to moſt London- 

ers as to Country People ; and many things are more familiar to Coun- 
try People then Loxdorers; and the Vulgar do commonly judge all by 
.thatlittle Expzrience they have; and I am confident ten thoutand People 
in the Ciry of London, and proportionably in the Country , can bring 
their Expetiznce of theſe things : And the onely way to decide all con- 
troverfies, is to have,as it were, trial at an Alfizes, and all the wit- 
neſſgs to bz ſworn ; many would depoſe upon Oath their infallible Ex- 
petien:2 in theſe things, and Experience muſt be that that muſt Ups

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twixtus, thatis from Experior , to have tryed; but opinions come 
onely from Opiver, to think. uot homines, tot  ſencentias velle [uwm cuig; 
eft nec voto wwitur uno, men ac ready on all.fides to receive that they do 
in part already believe, | 


Now a few Syllogiſtical Reaſonstp provethere be Witches, 

If Spirits ever did aflume bodies ,, they may aſſume bodies : But the 
Scriptures, beſides multiplicity of Authors and ſecular witneſſes , ma- 
nifeſt that Spirits have aflumed bodies : Ergo they may. 

If there ever have been Witcheries, Exorciſms , and Conyurdtiong; 
there may be : But the Scripture, and many Writers, and Moderne 
Experience , teſtifies there have been ſuch ; Ergs there may be Witch- 
ences, &c, | - 

If in all Profeflors: and Profeffions there hath been both falfity and 
reality , then the Profeſſors of Conjuration, Exorciſmes, and Witch- 
craft may be ſome falſe, and ſome true : But Scriptures, Writings, and 
Experience tefiifies, &c, Ergo, 

If the Power of the Devil can do onely what Man can do, and onely 
as man can do it » then there be no Witches : But the Scripture, many 
Authors, and Vulgar Experience, ſhewes the Devil doth higher things: 
then Man , and in another manner then Man can : Ergo, there may be 
Witches. | 

If there ever were ſuch Diſeaſes in Man that were impoſſible to be 
effected by Natural Cauſes , they muſt be by Supernatural ; and if fo, 
by Diabolical; and if ſo, by Agents: But itis clear there have been. 
ſuch : Ergo we conclude the Devil hath done theſe, and that by Agents, 
which we call Witches, 

If there ever were any that could make Water Blood, raiſe the 
bodies of Men buried, and make Inanimate things Animate , &c. 
and not by the Power of God, nor Natural Cauſes, it muſt bz from. 
the Devil : But the Scriptures clearly ſhew ſuch have been : Ergo, there 
are ſuch as work by Devils. 
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A Relation of Mary Hall of Gadſden, reputed to be 
poſseſsed of two Devils, I 6 6 4. 


Ary Hall, a Maid of Womans Stature, 2 Smiths Daughter 
of little Gadſden in the County of Hartford, began to licken 


in the fall of the Leaf, 2663. It took her firſt in one foot with 

a ttembling ſhaking and Convulfive motion, afterwards ir 
poſſeſſed both ; (he would fit tamping very much ; ſhe had ſometimes 
like Epileptick , ſometimes like Convullive fits , and range ejacula- 
tiong : the was ſent to Door Woodbouſe of Barkinſted, a Man famous in 
curing bewitched perſons , for ſo ſhe was eſteemed to be ; he ſeeing 
the Water and her, judged the like, and prepared ſtinking Suffumi- 
ations , over which ſhe held hex head , and ſometimes did train to 
vomit, and her diftemper for ſome weekes ſeemed abated, upon DoCtor 
Woodhouſe direction ; Then reinvigorating , were heard in her firange 


| _ Noiſes, like mewing of Cats, barking of Dogs, roaring of Bears, &c.at la(t 


a Voice ſpoke in her, Pas Cat, what a Cat ? nothing but mae ; this Was 
about the beginning of Azguſt, 1664. and after this the evil Spirit ſpoke 
often , exerciling the tricks and torments,, convulſions, and elevati- 
ons of the Maid, as before it ſpoke, with ſome Additions, 

The manner and matter of the Spirits ſpeaking was on this wiſe : 

If any ſaid, Get thee out of ber , Satan; the ſpuit replyed , We are 
two; andas oft as any ſaid, Satan, or Devil, it would reply, He are 
two; and would ſay, He are onely two little Imps, Gfe Harods ,, and 
Youngs ; ſometimes we are in the ſhape of Serpents , ſometimes of Flyes, 
ſometimes of Rats or Mice; and Gfe Harod ſent #5 to choak_ this Maid, 
Mary Hall ; 6: we ſhould have choak;d Goodman Hall , but of him we bad 
no Power , and ſo poſſeſſed his daughter ; we came down the Chimmy, riding 
on 4 ſtick,, and went firſt to Mary's foot, whereupon her foot trembled firſt of 
all her d;ſtemper. At other times, upon diverſe occafions, either volun- 
tatily, or in anſwer to the queſtions of thoſe that came to ſee her, they 
ſaid » They wonld do more miſchief if they conld ; yea, they would defiroy 
all Markind , and be revenged on their Adverſaries , but God was above, 
they had no: Power, yet many times they would ſpeak Blaſphemouſly of 

God; and ſay, God cannot caſt ns out , we are above God ; me are four to 
: one, 
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| one, (meaning the two Witches that ſent them , and they two, againſt 
God) and do you think we cameos deal with hin well enengh, When ſome 
came to pray,they would ſay,Yox ſhall not caſt us ant we will rire you all ont ;

where Friends met to pray.; and the Spirits would ſay.,, Mary [tel not 
ride, and would lift. her up, and make her ſhake, fo. that they were 
fain to hold her 'on the Hotſe ; but formetly- they ſuffered her to ride 
without interruption -fince they begun to ſpeak, when ſhe went to read 
in the Bible ,. they would ſay, Mary, de not reed ; or, Mary you (ball not 
read, for Bodks arg all againſt us ; ber father would ſay, She ſhall read in ' 
ſpighrof all the Devils , and ſo ſhe did alwiyes without interruption ; for . 
when. ſhe -read, ſhe was not moleſted, butonce they did convulle her

ſpake to them in Latine, and they anſwered , We cannot ſpeak Latine ; 
and preſently they ſaid, If weran , we will not : rhe father thinks one

— They would often repeat what DoRor Woodbonſe had done; and (aid,

_ The voice thete Spirits ytrered, differed , rhe father ſaid, he thought 
one had a ſhrill voice , and the other's great ; ſometimes they would 
ſpeak like a Child, and drawling ; ſometimes greatly, and ſonaroully ; 
ſometimes they would imitate the voices of thoſe that were in the Houſe, 

Ere they ſpeak , the Spectators beheld her Breaſt to riſe, and by 
the gradual lifting up of her Breaſts towards her Throat , ſomewhat 
ſeemed to aſcend; then it came into her Throat, and diftended that,, ſo 
that her neck ſeemed at ſometimes as if a roll was in it, | 

Sometimes herlips in ſpeaking were not moved, bur commonly they 
were, and her tongue alwayes ; for the Spirits by the pains the felr, 
and by the ſwelling of thoſe parts ſeen to the SpeRators, came to the 
root of the Tongue, and moved it, 

Sometimes they came thus to her Throat , to try if they could choak 
her, and her breath would be Ropped for awhile, and then be at a htgle 
more liberty ; and preſently they would diftend and {well her Throat 
again, ſothatſhe was ready to (woond, and for a while laboured for 
breath : ſometimes ſhe had-many of theſe fits, and ſometimes was freed 
a good while ; ſhe flept well, and eat freely, and all the while ſhe 
read, the Spirits troubled her not ; ſo that eating, reading, and ſleep- 
ing, were her immunity, orcimes of reprieve. / 

But when People-prayed,' they tore and tormented her ; yet at ſome- 
rimesthey hy Ri; and-if. the (at, on'4 ſuddain they would make her 
leap up 2 good height; ſometimes in length ſhe would leap an Extra- 
_ ordinary Way ;* ſometimes as ſhe lay on her bed, and was fain to be held, - 
on a-{uddain-(while others were praying, the Spirits lying till a good 
- while);ſhe would leap up and hit her head againſt the Beds Teftor. 

Sometimes ſhe would beat herſelf , ſometimes with'one, ſometimes 
both hands, chiefly-on the Breaſt, 

Sometimes her fegs would go, falt and violently, kicking of the 
ground, and the Spirits would ſay, Come, Mary,Dance ; and then they 
would make a tune, and mak@her feet ro-Dance it ; ſametimes they 
would ſay, Mary, make a month ; and they then convulſed her mouth, 
ſo'that her lips ſeemed griffles,- and her Noſe was ſometimes drawn 
up ; another time they ſhould ſay , We will put out your Eyes ; and then 
they would ſo draw together her Eye-lids , that ſcarce any extuberance 
' of the Eye could be perceived. 

+ 'Somerimes they would-ſay, Come, Mary, twrn round-; and then they

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Sometimes When the Spirits moved her F +» ſolne of. the Houſe 
would catch hold of it, to ſtay it, and it was from them. 

They read out of Maſter 'Cudpepers Books , that Miſleto of the Oak, 
WAS good againſt Witchceaft 3 Wherefore they got ſome Miſleto, and ap. 
plyed about her neck., and ſhetrembled ; and to what part ſoever they 
applyed it, ſo as1t touched her Fleſh , ſhe trembled ; by which they 
perceived it had prevalency againſt Diabolical Incantation 3 bat did the 
Maid no g00d,as to the Expulfion of the Cacodemons.. 

When Door Woodhouſe ordered ſome things to be boiled for her, 
aſſoon as they began to boil, the Maid, or the its. in her, did 
tremble and ſhake, and ſo continued all'the while thoſe Antidemoniack- 
Medicines-boiled. - az? 

Though (he was for the moſt- part moſi-tortured- and moleſted when 
any prayed by her, yer ſhe was willing thereto , becauſe defizous to 
be rid of. that enthralment ;- yet commonly we. cannot tell how to 
entertain willingly a preſent miſery , though it brivg to us-an after ex- 
ttaordinaty bappineſs. 

All this while ſhe looked pretty. well for colour , and'kept her Fleſh; 
ſhe was-a Civil fair-conditioned Maid, and her Friends inclined to 
the Anabaptiſts Set, and molt that came to-pray.by her were of their 
Teachers. 7 

She-would ſometimes be forced againſ the walls ,. ſcrabbling with 
her hands as if ſhe would run up ; the Spitits. would. precipitate her in 
diverſe manners , but that they wanted Power,..as ſometimes they ſaid 
they could not hurt an hair of her head', and. though they. tortuxed her 
. bady , they could not damnifie ber Soul ; her mind was free and un- 
burt, when her fits were off, and when the Spirits were no way occa- 
honally moved. | 

Aﬀeon as Door Woodhouſe had given her a Spoonful of ſame Liquor, 
teins ſcarce got down her Throat, ſhe fell down ina ſWoogd ;  {o. that. ir 
is apparant ſome things are Antipathetick to Demons. 

I told them I.doubted natural .Remedies would.do no good , other- 
wiſe I could have adviſed them. to give ber Powder. of Coral , of Pony, 
of Miſleto, of .Hetb True-Love, andÞof Saint Fohns-werr, ſeverally, 
now iome of one., and anon ſome of:another.; . and to . have hung, 
Roſemary,” Mifleto, Ivy and (oral in the houſe, .and about hex =” 
or to.have given her the DecoQtion of them..at any time , ſpecially in 
the fits, in ſuch manner as ſhe could beſt take them. . 

The Evil Spirits would rarely take petice of any,, or-ſpeak'to- them 
i£,they Rood civily in. the Room, unleſs that they firlt ſpake to, or con- 
cernivg. the. Spitits ; they would ſometime ſay, #c may eaſily be caft ont,

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one word will caſt us ont ; the ſtanders-by would preſently ask ? hat word ? 
Adjwre,ſaid the Spirits : but they tryed that, & many other ineffeRually, 
- I wentover to have ſeen her, bur ſhe was not at home , and her Fz- 
ther and Uncle ſaid, they knew not whither (he was carryed by ſome other 
friends ſhe had ,"that uſed to pray with ber ; Therefore I made it pry bufi- 
neſs to examine firictly ; her Father , Brother and Siſter, at dif- 
ferent times, and alſo her Uncle , who were moſt conſtantly with her 
and ſaw all her Canges; and alſo in the Town I examined {ome that were 
preſent with her in her firs, and of ſome Neighbour Towns ; who held 
alike in their confeſſion; Io. 

Since,in September, Oftober,and November,litile talk hath been of her, 
but I hear, ſhe is ſo afflicted till ; but the Spirits lie Rill for the moſt 
part , unleſs by-queſtions, or praying, they are diſturbed ; ſometimes 
they-ſay , they lift her upto a great beight , but ſay , they cannot hurt ong 
Har of ber head. - 

Since,on December x. I was there, and ſawthe poſtures and carriage 
of the Maid : when I went firſt into-the houſe the Maid was Feeding, 
and looked well-bleed, ſeemingly ſhe was very well: I asked the Spirits 
ſome queſtions, and they anſwered me, but very fooliſhly ; they ſaid, 
T hey were ſent by Gfe Harod, who gave them her Soul to come into © Marg 
Hall; I asked them if they were ient by a Councel of Superiour Ds- 
mons ? they anſwered thus, #« will nat tell you, that we won't, that we 
won't, that we won't, Laskedthem, if they did not fear-Gods puniſh= 
ing them to all Ecernity;,. for ghele endeavours of -wrong to-mankind ? 
they anſwered , We do not fear God, we care not for God, Iaskedif their 
Superiour Damons, or Matters, ſatina Local Hell, to give out com- 
miſſion, to ſuch as they, to. go and do their ſervice, or whether the 
chiefer Spirits alſo did poſlefle any, as they did?” they ſaid , Ft mon's 
tell you, that we won't. ITasked them, how they liked the Bible ? they 
made no anſwer, I asked to what purpoſe were their fooliſh-,” idle, un- 
neceflary tricks , they tended not:to advance the intereſt of their Ma-, 
ters Kingdom? they anſwered nothing. Both in her reading and feed- - 


ing,borh her fits of ſpeakingz and convulkive fits moleſted her : alwayes - 


when the ſpoke , . her. voice was intelligible, plain, and modeſt ; they +:

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ſhaking of one Leg ; I laid my hand upop het knee,and: then the motion

Not being ſatished with what Iſaw, I went over to Barkz»ſted to 
Do&or-Woodbouſe, who was her Phyſitian , and he told me he really 
thought ſhe was poſſeſſed, and he told me two able Phyfitians, (whoſe 
names I have now forgotten) were With her., and told him ſhe wes De- 
mmacally poſſeſſed, and that they being very lately in France, ſaw there a 
whole Covent of Nunns ſo handled as. Mary Hall was, with their 
Abbateſte; onely this Symptome was more in Mary Hall, then any of 
that Covent (whowere to the number of thirty poſſefied /\with Devils) 
that ere when the Spirits ſpoke in Mary Ha#., 1n their-preſence , her 
Throat , on' each fide, was extended to the-bigneſs of a mans fift ; 
Alſo Door Woodbouſe (aid , - one of ber keepers told him , that he and 
enother man held her in ber Chair , and ſhe leaped wp from them, and they 
thought ſhe would have gone out of their reach , bad they not pulled ber down 
and held ber ; and bes time, 'twomen held ber ,- and ſhe leaped out of her 
Chair , and wntil ber fit was over , they could not force-ber down again : her 
fits commonly ae very ſhort , «eſpecially when they are very often. 
When ſhe came tobe cured, with Do&or#00dhoxuſe , the ſat very till

A Friend of his, uſed. Amara Dulcis, a Mercury Placit, gathered 
when Mercxry was ftrong, effentially and accidentially, and applyed a- 
bour the parties Neck , when Merexry was well pofited in Honſe, and 
aſpeted friendly by the Fortunes, and molt fignificant Planets. 

And Tragm ſaith, The People in Germany uſed ta bang Amana Dulcis, 
or — oht-ſhade about their Cattels Necks, when they feared Witch- 
craft.

We muſt make theſe diſtinQiong, The Devil can cauſe all Diſeaſes 
that are Natural,but Nature cannacauſe all Diſeaſes that are Diaboli- 
ch; the Devil, quatenws a Spirit, can do all manner of miſchief ; bur 
Quatenxs Inferiour, be cannot do all the evil he will ; and Quatenxs 
Evil, he will not do all the good he can, 
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They that leap five or fix yards ; that ſpeak Tongues they never 
learned; that foretel things to come ; that are ſtronger then four or five 
men ;- that fly, or ftand in'the Air ; or run up Walls withour aſe of their 
Hands ; or have their Face bent quite behind them, ſo long remaining, 
Canfideratis conſiderandis, mult be poſſeſſed of Spirits :- but they that are 
not thus handled, may be poſſeſſed of Spirits.

He ordains Good, and ſuffers Evil. 

It is lawful to uſe all the means ordained of God to cure VVirch- 
craft, but all the means that are uſed to cure V Vitchcrafr, are not or- 
KF of God ; and cure only by his permiſſion, who brings good out 
of all evil, 

Neither have the Dzmons licence from God to hurt whom they 
pleaſe,nor have the V Vitches licence from their Dzmons to cure whom 
they will. 

Al that are bewitched, are handled after ſome extream or ſtrange 
ways or both ; but all that are handled after ſome extream and firange 
Way, are not bewitched. 

"AY that cauſe Preternatural Sickneſs, through the power of the De- 
vil, beVVitches ; but not all the V Vitches that. be, for ſore cauſe 
Diabolical Sicknefles, and ſome cure them (called hire Witches) 
and ſome both, - :

There was Printed laft year, about two ſheets of Paper, concerning 
two poſſeſſed or bewitched ; the one was Jawes Barrow of Olaves Sowth- 
wark,, whoſe condition was writ by his Father, to whom did diversin 
witneſs accord; He was almoſt two years poſſefſed, of five Evil Spirits, 
and was at laſt diſpofſeſſed by conftant prayer, at which the Devils roar. 
ed, and were tormented, fo that they went out of hitm, not in any _

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ble ſhape, but as it were with Belches, and like Suffocation : He was 
ſometimes dumb for long time, ſometimes ſtark mad, ſometimes beat 
himſelf, and endeavoured to make himſelf away ; Rrange noiſes were 
heard in him, finging and curſing were ſometimes preſent ; He ſaid, 
at firſt like a Rat came to him ; the Imp of the Witch, or the VVitch 
her ſelf might ſo transform her ſelf: And ſome imagine, that Nebuchad- 
nez.447 Was transformed into the ſhape of an Ox, (ſee Day,g. 33-36.) and 
that, that ſaying, Ht eat Graſs like an Ox, ſhould be Tranſlated, He 
eat Graſs, being like an Ox, or mn the likeneſs of an Ox, 


The other Relation, in that Paper of Hannah Cramp of Warwick had 
nothing extraordinary, but the Symptoms of madneſs, yet might be

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>r27 : Thirdly, Almott all mankinde believe they ſhall live afcer 
1215 or that their Souls D2 1mmortal : Fourthaly, All mankinde do 
b-1::ve<22t GOD is able to do ail things, Þ: Onnpreſent, in all pla- 


ces, be Onnividenr, knowing 211 fecrets, ana to De Erernal and Im- 
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mortal : Fi:;nly, All mankind 0s taink,this Being Eternal, Onnipotent 
and OmM1:videnr, muſt mzxe taem nappy after ths life,ard punith them 
for thzir Evil Deeds : Sixthly, All men bold Love, Chafiity, Patience, 
Meeineſs,C:arity, Humility, Aﬀabiiity, & Honeſty, £009 ; and Cruelty, 
Perſecu:ion, Lying, Fraud, Murder, Thefr, Acultery, Reviling, and 
Curtir.2, evil: And theſe are lamps of ine Divine Eflence in Man, 
wich a:e Univerſal, and ta2 Stars onely alter, not-take away : Yet 
tre are Arthiets, 1t is true, and others to contradict what we have ſaid, 
bu: the univerſality of men of cur Form and Parts in the World, of all 
Nations ar2 poſſefizd of theſe &x things, and they are true: For GOD 
would nor give to the Univerial Nature of Man to bzlieve that that is 
f:1ſ2: Ye, the very Bruits ſeem to have a Conſcience, ſo that when 
tacy have done 2 fault, thzy thrink or hide themſelves, or run away ; and 
when they have done well, and go upon watrantzble grounds, how bold, 
che2rful and confident ate they ? 


4. Nexc will follow to be ſpoxen of the Signs of Diſeaſes: and in 
theſe is an high miſunderſtanding, doth in thoſe that write,and thoſe that 
read Practices of Phyſick, chiefly the laſt : for if the Ancients, and 
molt of the Moderns or Neotericks were out in the Cauſes, they muſt 
needs be in the Signs that they appropriated to ſuch and ſuch Cauſes : if 
th2re be any diſpure about this, let my Antagoniſts obſerve the twenty 
next Patients th2t com? under their hands, (for in ſo many the Rules of 
Nature may be ditcoverzd) and ſee if their Diſeaſes and Signs will hold 
and run patallel with thoſe of the Diſeaſes they read in Barrow, Konde- 
latins, Erin, ef gineta, Primroſins, Rivers, &c. Truly ſo far as I have 
obſerved-many Patients, (having writ about 1400 Obſervations for my 
own private ute hitherto) and read Obſervations of many other men, I 
cannot finds Nature is confined to a method, or runs in that road Au- 
thors have delivered ; and whoſo opens many, ſhall finde that the Li- 
ver, Spleen, Reins, Gall, Stomach, Lungs, &e. are otherwiſe affected 
than 25 the Ancients thought ; and that they do onely caſually an! acci- 
dentally light to be ſo affected as the Ancients have deciphered ; the 
affection of the Bowels in the aifi-&ed, agrees chiefly in dii2greeing :

fie : after a week the grew detter for a dy or two, . then worſe ; her

ter that the new ſymptom Hzmoproe ceaſed, ſhe was partits wvicibus let

after her delivery, her Coughing was eaſie, ſhe raiſed leſs, and her 
pain and Aſthma very litcle, but her Lochyes Ropping, the Althma and 
Purulent Matter encreaſed,and the died three or four dayes after, Moſt 
Phyſicians thought her delivery would have freed her ; the Childe was 
very lively in Vtero, notwithitanding her ſickneſs, and born well, but 
died a week after, having principles of Corruption in it from the Mo- 
ther ; one thought a true Pleurifie, another a baſtard one at firſt ; then 
it ſeemed an inflamation of the mouth of the Stomack ; then ſome Signs 
ſhewed it in the Stomack ; for in Child-bearing ſhe uſed to vomit, and 
this was reſtrained after ſhe ſickened : ſome ſigns were for Adheſion of 
the Lungs, ſome for an Empyema; ſome that the Lungs did ſwim in 
purulency, ſome of ſtopped Blood ; ſome Signs argued it inwardly, as 
hurt in (wallowing, ſome outwardly as her ſoreneſs in her fide to touch ; 
ſome argued V Vind, for when it went into her ſhoulder and back, it a- 
bated in the ſide, 

A month after ſhe ſickened (but ſhe was let blocd before) her blood 
looked like yellow fat Broath when it was cold, and in ic were ſeveral 
congealedfleeces, like bits of corrupted fleſh. 

VVho would thinkin thoſe that have piſſed purulent matter, that 
it came from the Heart, as appeared by difle&tion ; i» vivo omma ſunt 
pervia. 

5. Let us conſider the Prognoſticks ; He is a wiſe Phyſician that 18 
not raſh herein : I know a Phytician of mean parts, and great practice, 
that I have admired he (hould happen to judge Life or Death Co fallly, 
inſomuch that other Phyſicians have made ita rule to go by, that ſuch a 
party Will live, becauſe ſuch a Phyſician ſaith, She will die , and ſo on 
thz contrary : what can be found in the Pulſe and Urines ? 

They talk of a Serratile or Saw-Pulſe, Vermiculating or Crawling 
Pulſe, and Intermitting Pulſe, I could never find any thing here- 
in worth taking notice of; in well people the Pulſe will intermit as 
* well as in fick, and in dying people it is ſeldom found ; and it 1s 


oft the fancy of the Phyſician that muſt make all things , ſo af ng 
reads: 
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reads : the chief difference in Pulſes is, the ſwiftneſs, and ſlowneſſe, 
ſtrength and faintneſs of the beating ; and What may be judged hereby, 13 
this ; in ſickneſs, (for in health with working or running, the Pulſe will 
beat faſter, and in ſome perſons naturally ftronglier than in others, and 
than at other times) The ſwiftneſs of the Pulſe argues an Enemy in the 
Blood, or an Humour of an Heterogenious quality to it, that the Hearts 
2s the Blood paſleth through it, taſts and feels ; and therefore lets it 
out a$ ſoon asever it is in, and being out by Fuga Yacws, dilating it 
ſelf, draws in more, and ſo ſends it ſwiftly about the whole Body ; if 
there be an high Heterogeneity the Heart expels it the Blood by the 
Pores and Habit of the body, or ſome particular part , if the Heart is 
Rrongeſt, and there bz Principles of Fermentation in the humor ſo qua- 
lified : now if With this (wiftneſs there is ſtrength of the Pulſe, it argues 
Nature is ſtrong, and the Spirits are not extin&; if with this ſwiftn=(s 
the Pulſe is faint and weak, the Spirits are ſunk, and there is feeblene(s 
and fainting ; forin Syncope and Deliquiums ſcarce any Pulſe is found, 
or very little and ſmall, 

Utines are looked upon by the Vulgar, as the greateſt Prophetical 
matter about the Body of Man ; how familiar is it, and as ridiculous and 
abſurd as familiar, to carry waters to Phyſicians, to know parties diſtem- 

ers, not telling a word of their Symptoms to the Phyſician ; judging 
bim Glly and unlearned in all other things, that cannot tell all their Ails 
by their Water ? and this they do frequently,not intending to take Phy- 
fick, but to beſtow a Groat to know what their Diſeaſe is, (Which they 
underſtand as much as Geeſe) and how and when they may recover, and 
whether they ſhall live or die by their Water ; the which,if a Phyſician 
knows all the Symptoms about the ſick, and his Conftitution, and could 
ſee into his Body, he could not oftentimes truly determine of : in dy- 
ing people frequently the Water grows better,and in well people it will 
change (trangely, be ſometimes paler, ſometimes redder ; tometimes 
thicker, ſometimes thinner :the Nights Water is ofc unlike to the Dayes ; 
and ſome well perſons make thick crude Water, and in others, when it 
is cold, it 1s thick and ſedementary like the fick ; the very food we eat, 
and liquor we drink, alter our Urine. I have read of a Fruit in the n:w 
World, a kind to Corcus Baphicas, that when our Countrey-men ate of 
it, it ſo coloured their Urine, that they thought they had piſled blood, 
and wer? afraid to eat any more : ſo I have heard of other things, ſome 
that viſe to drink much Wine, piſs the ſame for ſmell and colcur. 

Fur!h-rmore,when the Urine paſſeth only by and through a few parts, 
I fee not how it ſhould ſhew the Conſtitution of all parts ; it Coth ſhaw 
chi:tly diftempers of the Kidrezs and Bladder, but that being the Sink 
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and Channz2!, Natare ftrives to waſh off, and throw much filth thar 
way by the Kidneys and Bladder, and Urine, as Water is 200d to Waſh 
off and make Fzculency and Sordity ſwim away ; that is ſome reaſon 
therefore, that both in Cronical and Critical diſtempers, thick muddy 
ſedementary Urine is $009, When the Diſeaſe 1s breaking away, eſpeci- 
ally, if before the Urine was clear and limpid, and as it it was [trained 
from all foul matter, 

Indeed I have often, to ſatishe people, gueſſed at their Diſtempers 
by their Urines, and one may often pleaſe them ; if it was an high red 
Water, I judged a Feaveriſh temper, and then I gueſſed that they had 
Head-ach , Back-pains, Thuſt, want of Appetite, Heat, want of 
Reit, Faintneſs, one day worſe than another, &c. With variation ; if 
the Urine was pale and thin, I gueſled at Obſtrutions, that it was ſtrain- 
ed; andin Obſtructions uſually are theſe ſymptoms, Windineſs, pain 
at Stomach, and Roppage, and loading there With inappetence and Bra- 
dupepſia,or ill Cigeſtion ; ſhort-windednels, Aches in Knees and Shoul- 
ders ; and by fits in the Head, paleneſs of Countenance, dulneſs to 
Action and Wearineſs, heavineſs of the Mind, &c, but in Men and 
Women is great variation ; indeed we (hall rarely find two exa&tly alike 
in all things; but theſe things thus conjeaured, have often pleaſed ; 
Populus qui v4lt decips decipiatur, That people that will be deceived, ler 
them be deceived, Some will undertake to tell them, whether itis 
a Mans or Womans Water, their Diſeaſe, and whether they will die or 
live. 

Ind2ed in Hair-piſſing, V Vorm-piſling, (which Roxdeletias ſaith, He 
worrld not believe, till be had once ſeen them) Stones, Gravel, Blood, 
yellow Urine, mucus or pxs and ſuch like ; ſomewhat is ſhewen of the 
very thing that cauſeth the diſeaſe, but how it is ſeated in the Body, in 
what degree, and in what part, We are often to ſeek notwithltand- 
IN2- 
Hippocrates his Aphoriſms of Prognoſticks were pretty good, ſo much 
aS he wrote thereof, and founded upon what he had experienced ; yet 
becauſe we meet with ſuch variety, we mult not expect them to hold 
good (as to the plurality of them) in each other perſon that they con- 
cen; tis well if in one in three they hold good ; and ſome of them will 
rarely bz found true, becauſe Hippocrates writ them from the Obſerva- 
tion of ſome one (ingular caſe we thall ſeldom ſee again,or eſpecially to 
terminate (0, 

We will here write a few Pregnoſiick, Signs, that the Reader in read-

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APHORISMS. 


I. Every Diſeaſe how dangerous and truculent ſoever, 1s nc? in all 
and at all times Mortal ; nor 1s any Diſeaſe ſo (light and trivial, but ar 
ſometimes in ſome it may lead to death. 

II. Rarely in any one fick perſon ſhall we find all Signs Mortal, ex. 
cept nigh death ; nor rarely in any conſiderable ſickneſs (hall we finde all 
figns of health ; but we judge from the major number, and moſt con- 
fderable ones. 

III. That Diſeaſe that is ſlight and ſmall at firſt, may be mortal at 
laſt, for that that in a remiſs degree cauſeth fickneſs, in an extream may 
cauſe death, a minmi maxima,from the leaſt beginnings are often great 
events ; but we are in all caſes to be ſparing in Prediction for Lite os 
Death, for that is only in the fore-knowledge of God. 

IV. Some ſicken one day and die the next ; ſome have many Criſes, 
and do hold out divers years; and ſome after a tedious fickneſs die, 0- 
thers live; if we would przdi& herein, the chief thing is, to tell whe- 
ther any of the principal Bowels are waſted, changed or corrupted, in al! 
this while. 

V. All intermitting diſtempers '(quoad intermifſiovem) are ſafer than 
confirmed and continued, becauſe theſe ſhew Wind or Water, or ſome 
Fluxible matter, and that the parenchyma of no part, or mals cf blood 
is much affeRed ; and alſo in the Intervals, Nature gets trength and 
relief, and the greater they be, the more, Furthermore it ſhews, thar 
there are ſome Seeds in the Blood and Humors , that grow to maturity 
in ſuch a time, and traſmute ſo much matter ; and then the ſpitits of a- 
nother nature to it, fight With it, raiſe a fermentation, and throw it off ; 
and then Nature 1s quiet, till the remaining Seeds grow to maturity, 
and have infected as much more matter, : 

VI. Nature doth not obſerve that order or method of proceeding in 
Criſes,as hath moſt generally been thought;bur to ſome aCriſis is the lt, 
to ſome the ſecond, to othets the third, fourth, fifth or fixth day ; and 
then, three, or four, or five, or fix dayes after : nor do molt that die, 
die in a fit, but for the moſt part after divers fits, which do not come at 
ſet times, nor are juſt of an equality, and of one manner ; the ſick die 
in calmneſs and ſetledneſs of mind, and as the Vulgar obſerve, do of- 
ten lighten before death: And that is a bad fign, when the ſick (hall 
ſay, . T hey are well, and feel no pain or ail, ſuddenly, and on no apparenc 

cauſe,that were very ſick & weak a little before. Indeed we ſee Feavers 
obſerve Criſes or Paroxiſmes, and therefore call them intermitting Fea-

Ve:s and Agues ; andif there be any ſet fits or Criſes in Fevers, they 
are of Nature to the former, though leſs' apparant, which I think they 
Call continual Tertians, Quartans, or Quot1di as, and ſome have axacer- 
darions every ſeventh day, elſe I cannor find it vetity any more than by 
accident, that they ſhould have Criſes on the third, ſeventh, eleventh 
and on2 and twentieth days of Acute Diſeaſes, or in one of theſe <' for 
the Criſes are onely from the alteration of the Planets governing the 
Diſeaſe, and Moon, and thoſe happen not ſo,or at any ſet times . there- 
fore ſome People twice in twenty four hours, grow extream ſick like to 
to die, and nave perhaps no more Critical tits of five. or fixdays af-

V!T. In all Diſeaſes obſerve what was wontedto the Sick in health, 
thoſe things are not ſo bad in ficknels : every Diſeaſe fo far as itdiffers 
from Nature, the worſe ; any thing that wont not tobe in health is bad, 
or if 1t bz 1n either extreme, - | 

VIII. If thoſe things that ſhould refreſh, as ſleep, eaſe, noutiſh- 
ment, &c, make the worſe after them, *tis bad ; and joyned with other 
:1] Symptoms may give ſuſpicion of death. 

1X. There is no Diſeaſe but one time or another, in one or other, is 
curzable ; and there is no Diſeaſe ſo ſlight and momentleſs, but in ſome 
or other, at one time or other, it-is incureable : yet though from -Pra- 
Aices of Phyhck we reckon of onely ſo many and juſt ſuch Diſeaſes, 
vet there are many grand Alterations, Tranſmutations, Corruptions, 
Enhflures, Animification, Petrification, Apoſtemation, Adhzfion and 
Abſumprion of Parts and Bowels, that are commonlieſt in the begin- 
ring and loweſt degre: incureable : 

x. Th2y are hard to be known by ſigns, and then fit Medicines are 
nor preſcribed, 

2. The Medicines taken, come not nigh thoſe parts. 

>, The Medicines are not long enough, or largely enough taken, 
thoug? very proper. ; 

%. All Diſeaſes of Malignity, wherein there is a ſeparation of the 
infe&t:d matter in the Blood, from the Blood, if that recoils and finks 
into the Blood again, it ſheweth death, and rarely otherwiſe, if the 
matter have an high Heterogeneity to the quality of our Spirits conſti- 
titing our Vitality ; therefore few that have the Plague-Sores or Car- 
buncles that go in and fall flit, or inthe Pox, but they die ; but in Flea- 
Spots, Red Gum, Spots of Children, Ring- Worms, Tetters, Impeti- 
20, Fc, becauſe the matter is notſo contrary to our Blood and Hwamonrs; 
if ir fall back, or fink into the Blood, it kills not commonly : Yet Phy. 
Gcians. have gone on. hugely blinded in theſe things ; for whatſoever 

mat. 
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matter by Feaver and Fermentation is caſt forth of the Blood by the 
Skin and Habirum Corporrs, if it lie outwardly a few days, and the Par- 
ty (weat and be hot, the Spirits of that Humour that contain the quali- 
ty inimical to our nature, fly forth and exhale ; and then if the intipid 
and mild Blood or Humony be ſoaked up again, it doth no harm ; for Na- 
ture finding it purged of thoſe high Antipathetick Spirits, receives it as 
2 ſimilar matter : Every thing, yea,. Inanimate things, apply to, and 
draw to them things not agreeing in figure but quality, and things of 
contrary qualihed Spirits put off and withdraw from one another : and 
left any ſhould think this opintonal onely, (as moſt received Princi- 
ples are) we have related many ſound Experiments and Obſervations 
10 our Book called Phyſiology, Fatreſophy and Pnenmatography , whic? 
none denying , all muſt confeſs ,

XI. In every Diſeaſe, Acute or Cronical, if a Dyſpnza or Aſthma 
ſupervene, itis an Evil Stgn ; becauſe we live by breathing, and be- 
cauſe the Heart, the Fountain of Life, wants fanning and blowing up, 
to keep the natural fire of our Bodies from dying or going out. 

X11. - In all ficknefles, though there be no pains, no apparant ill ſym- 
ptoms, and though all the Bowels ſeem-firm, and the Party is pretty 
ftrong, yet if the Heart, the Fountain of Life, fink, and faint, and lan- 
euiſh, Without intermiſſions, and the Spirits are depreſſed, be not too 
tecure ; for the evil qualities of the malevolent Planets, raiſe the fick- 
neſs, and deltroy our Life in a Confuſed Diteaſe, without any known 
Cauſe. 

XIII. In all Diſeaſes wherein Deliriums, Fluxes of Blood, Vomit- 
ing, Looſneſs, Sw:gultzs, or great Appetite, do ſupervene, ſometimes 

eath, ſometimes Recovery ſuddenly terminates and ends that Diſ- 
eaſe ; yet there is probability why Fluxes in ſome may cure, and lead 
to Death in others : for the ſame Signs and Accidents are not. likely 
to fignifie ſo bad in ſome Caſes and Conkitutions, as in others. 

XIV, If any one 1s inwardly afflicted, and ſeemingly in Noble 
Parts, and afterward he is outwardly afflicted , and in the Extremities 
or Superficies, uſually 1t1s looked upon as a good lign, and ſo indeed it 
is, unleſs it de an Expatiation of the Morbifick Matter, and not a 
Tranſlation ; for if withal the Inward and Nobler Parts are 2s much 
"afflicted as before, when the. Superficies and Extremities of the Body 
were not {woln,it 18 zn Argument of Death, and weakneſs of Nature to 
repel.

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XV. In prognoſticating concerning any outward Humour, Abſceſs, 
or Flegm, we muſt conſider whether 1s moſt in fault, the part affeRed, 
that being naturally or caſually weakeneo, cannot repel ; or being ſti- 
mulated, doth violently draw ; or the foulnels and fulneſs of the Body, 
that ſends Matter and Humours to a part weaker than others : if the 
fault lies principally in a remote part that cannot repel, or elſe attracts, 
commonly it'is not ſo bad as when the Blood 1s loaded with fzculent 
Humours, and doth there on heaps diſgorge them, *and makes it its 
Channel, thither to ſend its offt-purgings ; yet when both are together, 
the worſe : therefore ſwelling of the Legs after Agues are often of 
troubleſome conſequence, 

XVI. Inall Diſeaſes the more the Spittle, Urine, Excrements and 
Sweat break forth in quantity or manner, contrary to Nature, and what 
thoſe people uſed to have in health, ſo much the worſe; and the more 
Winde, Flegm, and Water we ſee in the fick, the worſe, becauſe they 
ſh2w defe& in the Concoction, Heat, and free paſlage in the Bowels and 
Body. 

XVIL, In all Diſeaſes, where there are ſigns of no Bowel to be al- 
tered, or Waſted, or corrupted, and that the maſs of Blood is not affe&- 
ed, there is great hope of cure, and that by vomiting, purging and open- 
ing : for Diſeaſes that come from corruption of the Food, putrefaction 
of Humours, and ObſttinRions in the firſt ways, lie liable to have their 
Cauſe eafily removed , and then the Effects ceaſe: Tolle Canſam, & 
eeſſat Effeflus. It is a great piece of Art to diſtinguith zxter fmilia ; be- 
twixt unlikes every Rupid man may diſcern: Windineſs, gripings, inter- 
micting pains, vomiting, looſneſs, unſavory belchings, breaking winde 
downwards, purſineſs, clogging and ſhort windedneſs,the colour, ſmell, 
and conſiſtence of things catt out, and what is retained, ſhew Diſeaſes 
in the firſt Ways, or Stomach, ſmall Guts and great Ones, or Urinary 

aſlage. 

XVIII. Where in a ſick Perſon we finde many Symptoms, ſome 
ſeeming to ſhew a Diſeaſe in one Part, ſome in another , ſome Sym- 
ptoms of long laſting, others of a ſudden termination of the Diſeaſe ; 
we muſt judge from the molt and ſtrongeſt, what and where the Diſeaſe 
zs, and how and when it will ceaſe ; alſo thoſe Symptoms that laft 
longeſt , and without intermiffion, and that came fr » are moſt 
Ggnificanr. 

XIX. Moſt Diſeaſes that come from an outward, procatarRick and 
known Cauſe, commonly are moſt void of Davger, and ſometimes by 
forbearing what they knew gave occahon to the riſe of the Diteaſe, are 
cured by Nature : In others, the knowing of what cauſed a Diteaſe, 
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gives good grounds for the appropriation of Medicines to cure it : A$ 
the Vulgar uſe to ſay, A Diſeaſe well knows, ts half cured. 

XX, Weare to conſider the nature of the Bowels : for a Humour 
in ſuch a part familiar thereto, is not ſo dangerous as in another part ; 
witneſs Flegm in the Lungs, Winde in the Inteſtines : Stones, Iron, 
Bones, hard Things, Bullets, &c. in the Stomach, being things ſwal- 
lowed, and accuſtomed to the Stomach, are not ſodangetous as in other 
Parts not accuſtomed thereto, and not having a capacity for, and ways 
to avoid, and the faculty to digeſt them; in the Brain and Heart, bee 
cauſe they are the Nobler Parts and Seats of the Heat, Spirits, Motion 
and Senſation in us, thoſe Humours that both for quantity and quality 
may not hurt in other parts, may in theſe kill; and in all Diſeaſes of the 
Bowels, Blood, or Humonrs, We are chiefly to confider whEthzr the quan= 
tity or quality molt offend ; for accordingly we muſtpreſage and metho- 
dize our Cure, 


Theſe things are good for a Phyſician to know, and do hold true for 
the moſt part ; but it is very frequent that we finde thoſe that ſeeming- 
ly will not dye, todye; and divers that ſeem by all Symptoms likely to 
dye, recover ; yea, and ſome that are thought departing, and have their 
paſſing Bell rung, recover : thence is the Vulgar Proverb, Ss long a5 life, 
there 1s hope. 

We will here give the Reader one Example, whereby he may judge 
of others, and of the Cauſe and Current of many Diſeaſes, after this 
manner ; but the Stars ſhew more in Acute than Cronical Diftem- 

eIS$, 
F A Kinſman of mine, one Mr. Norton, a Miniſter of a Neighbour 
Town called Barton, falling ſick about the beginning of Auguſt 1662, 
died Auguſt 15, in the morning, Idrew a Scheam of his fickneſs, but 
had not the time of his Decumbiture, but found his ſickneſs corre- 
ſpond exactly with the Scheam, according to the common Rules of A- 
ſrology : Cancer was upon the Cuſp of the fixth Houſe, the Houſe of 
Sickneſs, a Sign that governs the Breſt,and is Watery; and he was chiefly 
afflicted in his Breſt, and much troubled with moiſture and winde, and 
vomited : the Moon Lady of the Sixth being weak, and affli&ed by Mars, 
made him troubled with Choler ; Mercury was his Significator , 
Lord of the Third, being a Kiſman, he was Retrogade in the fixth Houſe, 
and nigh Combuſtion, going to it in his Retrograde Motion ; that ar- 
gued him very weak, faint, and oppreſſed with heat, and ſo he was, yer 
not cleatly a Feaver, as divers have; his Urine moderately high, he 
Was given to hghing ; when CAMercary came to Cazim With the Smn, 
he 
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he died not, but when the Moon, Lady of the Houſe of Sickneſs, came 
to a perfe&t Quartile AſpeA with Mars, Lord of the Houſe of Death, 
then died that Good Man : The night before he died, the Moon applied 
to a Sextile with J-piter, and Trine with Mercary, and then he had Re- 
freſhment, and thzy were in hopes of his Recovery ; but leaving 
thoſe Aſpe&e, the drew to an Aſpet of Enmity with Mars, Lord of the 
Eighth, and then he ſuddenly changed. There were ſeveral Signs of 
his death ; /ercary his Signihcator, in the fixth Houſe, Retrograde, un- 
der Combuliion 3 eMars Lord of the Eighth Houſe, and Satars there- 
in, and the Moon weak; Cancer upon the Sixth, being a moveable Sign, 
and Mars affliting the Moon : There were ſome Tokens of the Jaun- 
dice ſometimes, and he vomited Cholerick matter, and wateriſh; and 
though he took a vomit, it ſtill lay at his Cheſt, 


6, Letus take notice of the Jucicatations and Cure ,* both for Me- 
thod and Medicine, that the Ancients and Neotericks that follow them 
have ſet down : In Cacochymy,we mult alter ; in Phlethtiory,purge, and 
bleed, and ſweat ; in Cold, we muſt heat ; and in Heat, cool z we muſt 
moiſten the Dry, and dry the Moiſt : Theſe are approved Philoſophi- 
cal Rules, and are certainly true and good, quoad modum & gradum : 
Conſideratts confiderands, 

In the cure of all Diſeaſes, we ſhall chiefly meet with two differen- 
ces, 1, Diſeaſes of Q:ality, 2. of Quantity, 

Diſeaſes of Quality are cured with, 1, Antidotes, 2, Specificals, 

Diſeaſes of Quantity are cured with Vomiting, Purging, Bleeding, 
Sweating, and Diureticals; wherein are introduced Driers, Moiſtners, 
Heaters, Coolers, Openers and Stypticks, 

Firſt. Concerning the cure of Diſeaſes of Quality, theſe things are 
moſt conſiderable ; That every peculiar quality mult .bz oppoſed by a 
p2culiat quality oppoſite to it : in our Bodies, in one or other, at one 
time of other, are moſt, if not all the qualities that are in the Earth, in 
Animals, Plants and Minerals; and we finde ſuch a Plant agrees 
with ſcarce any man, and another agrees with this man, and not that ; 
it is becauſe in the firſt Plant was a qualified Spirit Heterogenious to 
the common Nature of Mankind; in the ſecend a quality theie was He- 

terog2nious onely to the peculiar qualification of the Humours in ſome 
Bodies : thoſe that are uſed to take Poyfons, take them harmleſly, be- 
cauſe their Blood is by the frequent uſe of thoſe things changed into their 
nature, and ſo not being contraries do not fight : One thing is an Anti- 
dote for the Plague, becauſe in it the Spirits are of an heterogenious and 


adverſe quality to the quality that ferments our' Blood ; another thing 
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is an Antidote for the Pox, and kills the the venom or quality thereof, 
that is not ſo peculiarly oppoſite to the Peſtilence ; another killeth the 
quality of the Blood and Juyces in the French Pox, that hath no adverſe 
Spirit to the Small Pox : One thing is gocd in a malignant Pleurihe, 
Angina, or Peripneumonia, that doth no good in ordinary Quinzies or 
Pleurifies : Kiverizy did well obſerve that bleeding People of a malig- 
nant Diſeaſe, in one City all died ; in another, where the Diſeaſe ſeem- 
ed the ſame, all lived that were let blood : See Riverins his Accompt 
of Malignant and Peltilent Diſeaſes, their Cauſes from the Stars, in 
Capite de Febre Peſtilents, 

What is the Reaſon in things Inanimate one kills and deads another, 
one draws ane to it, and expels or draws back from another ? is it not 
the adverſe and inimical qualities in them ? They that pleaſe to ſearch 
our Phyſiology of Qualities, Sympathies and Antipathies, may finde ma- 
ny Examples and large Experiences thereof : So thatit 18a weakneſs in 
thoſe that know not Nature or its variety, to conjecture ſuch Eft:ts 
come about from the form or figure of things, and correſpodent pores in 
things that receive the Attoms of ſuch a figure, 

We read of two Thebane Princes, Eteocles and Pelynices, two Brothers, 
who bore one another a deadly hatred in their Life-time, and fighting a 
Duel they killed one another ; and according to the manner of the Gre- 
£1415, W21e to be burnt to Aſhes, to keep their Aſhes Monumentally in 
a Pot, and ſo never bury them in the ground as we do ; their Bodies be- 
ing both laid in-one fire together, the flame divided, and went up in 
two tops, ſo that their dead and ſenceleſs Bodies ſeemed ciſcontented 
to lie together, who in life had ſo hated one another. | 

Without doubt many acute, malign, and confuſed fickneſſes, would 
be beſt, eafilieſt and certainlieſt cured by Plants of that Planet that are 
antipathetical to the Planet that is found to cauſe the Diſeaſe ; alſo by 
Sympathy, that way Plants may cure ; as, take an Herb of FV:nws to cure 
a Diſeaſe cauſed by Mars 

I wiſh Phyſicians would take notice how many ordinary illiterate 
People cure D:ſeaſes frequently with one Trifle or ſmall Simple, when 
they with their Methods and many Compoſitions, Intiinſicks and Ex- 
erinſicks, fail to do it : often they give but one Medicine or two, the vit- 
tue of it, and that a Simple for the molt part ; witneſs the cure of ma- 
ny Gripings, Pains and Stitches, which they cure commonly and pre- 
lently with Acorns, or Stich- Holly, or Powder of refined Roſin; Jaun- 
dice they cure ealily and oft with Specificals, as, Lice, Saffron, or 
Turnerick, Earth-Worms, or Chelidone-Roots : Drophes they cure 
Without ſuch Methods and ſeveral Intentions withour compoiſitions,and 

multt- 
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multiplication of them, with Horſe-Radiſh-Roots, Eſdern or Dane- 

wort, Flower-de-luce-Roots, or Guaiacum : Agues they cure eaſilier 

and ſpeedilier with Camphir hung about their Necks, than with all 

the Methods and Compoſitions Phyhictans uſe commonly : So with de- 

coRion of Five-leav'd-Graſs, or decoction of Herbigraſs, Fexverfuge,.. 
and Centuary, or any one of them, do the Vulgar, thrice given be- 

fore their fits, oft drive away Agues; or With Yarrow, Plantain and Net- 

tles bruiſed, and laid to their Writts, or Garlick and Gunpowder, bes 

c2uſe theſe are Specificals. Almoſt in all Dyſeaſes of quantity, is a pecu- 

liar nature and qualification of the morbid Humour : What variety is 

there in the Method of Phyſicians ? and how in one Diſtemper let ſe- 

ven or eight unknown to one another, be ſet to preſcribe, and they will 

variouſly direc, not onely for Medicines but Method ; one will think 

purging requiſite, another not ; he may rather approve of vomiting ; 

this may be againſt it, and hold bleeding moſt requiſite ; another is a- 
oainſt all evacuation, and holds onely alteration good : another he is 
for Aſtrological Cure, and ſees what Planet gave the diſtemper , and 
uſes an Herb of an Enemy Planet tocure by Antipathy, or of an Ami- 
cal Planet to cure by Sympathy ; yet we may find ſome Herbs under the 
don.inion of ſuch a Planet, very improper ; but a wiſe Phyſician will 
take thoſe that are proper for the Diſeaſe, ſua Natura: One or two 
Specificals that ſure and tried Experience manifeſt, do more than large 
Compoſitions hodge-podge, and miſh-math,"and Chaos's of Simples. 

I wonder, not onely the common People, but Phyſicians,and in other 
reſpe&s wiſe ones, that they ſhonld idolize Mithridate, Venice Trea- 
cle,and Mathiolws his Antidote, ec. large Miſcelanies of all together, 
that were intended to be good for every thing, and ſpecial for no- 
thing. 

I ask whether Compoſitions have Virtues that none of the Simples 
have ? If they receive their Virtue from the Simples, then he that 
knows the nature of the Simples, may beſt judge the force,and nature, 
and doſe of the Compoſition, I ask whether every Simple doth not 
retain its virtue and force? if not, why were they put in? if they do, 
then are there contraditions, to inhilt onely on Mithridate , by which 
all others may be judged after that manner. If any give itfor the Head, 
it muſt be becauſe ſome of the Simples,or molt,are good therefore, and 
thence the compoſition receives its virtue ; Fennel Seed, Oil of Nut- 
megs,and Caſtorium are appropriated thereto, & what are th:ſe to forty 
other things improper, in a dram of Mithridate ? very few, if any grains 
of theſe are therein, and were they not the ſtronger given alone in due 


quantity ? 
Beſide, 
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Beſide if we intend to help a ſtupid diftemper of the Brain by Mithri- 
date, becauſe in it are Peppers, Stzchas, Caſtorium, Fennel Seeds, O!, 
Nuc:ſte, cc. do we not do more hurt by the Opium that is in Mithri- 
date > What Diſeaſe may not ſome of the Simples be proper for ? and 
what Diſeaſe is the whole Compound fit for ? be not Aguick, Opopa- 
nax, Ornis and Aſarabacca-Roots purging? Hypochyltis, Acatia, red 
Roſe Leaves, Frankinſence and Storax binding ? Turpentine, Caflia 
Lignea, Scordium, Fennel Seeds, Acorus, Saint Johns Worr, Valeti- 
an, are ſomewhat opening ; and Cinamon, Spicknard, and Celtica , 
Gum Arabick, red Roſe Leaves, Opium, Acatia, Hypociftis, &c. ftop 
up and bind, hinder all Fluxes, and Rop and indurate the Humours ; 
ſome are violently hot, as the ſorts of Peppers, Acorus, Myrrh, Saf- 
fron, Ginger, bad Muſtard Seed, Caftorium, Cardamoms, Cubebs, 
Opopanax, &c. and Opium withſtands them all ; ſo that if they are gi- 
ven in a cold Diſeaſe, becauſe moſt are hot, Opium adds to the Diſeaſe; 
if an hot Diſeaſe, becauſe Opium Rops motion the producer of heat, the 
other will ivflame ; ſo that it can be given no way to do 200d, but ano- 
ther way it may do harm : ſome things are proper in any Diſeaſe, and 

ſome improper in any Diſeaſe - in Contrarics muſt needs be contradicti- 

on : behdes, ſome are proper for one part, ſome for another, ſo that 
the Compoſition is peculiar to none : Some are Arthiitical, as Coſtus, 
Fennel Seeds, Caſtor, Ginger, Stzchas, Acorus ; ſome PeRoral, as 

Styrax, Gum Arabick, Saffron, Myrih, and red Roſe Leaves ; tome 

Hyſterical, as Galbanum, Opopanax, Sagapen, Opium and Caftori- 

um ; ſome are Hepatical, as Gentian, Aſarabacca, Ornis and Catſiz 

Lignea ; ſome are breaking Wind, or Carminative, as Cubebs, Car- 

damoms, Peppers, Caſtorium, Acorus, Aniſe and Fennel Seed, &c. 

and Opium contradids all; for that, beſides other things, makes the Me- 

dicine unfit in Windy Diftempers. This clearly confutes thoſe that 

make one Medicine to be proper forall Diſeaſes, when each quality 

doth only oppoſe its contrary. 

I ask whether one ounce of Caſtor, or of Galbanum, or of Valerian 
Roots, given alone, would not do more, then to mix either of them 
with four times ſo much of that that is 1mproper, and then o1ve but one 
ounce for a dole ? 

I know divers may flie to that falſe Afp/zm or refuge, Experiencein 
this caſe tonching Michridate : I have obſervedit, and nothing is done 
by it, but ſuch as in all likelyhood Nature would have effeRed,or elſe it 
makes no mutation at all commonly, or people grow worſe : Tradition 
is the only plea,not experience ; for experience, not phantaſtically and 
conceitedly taken, will not vindicate it ;. but abundance of Compoſi- 

tions 
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tions have we generally received in ſeveral Diſpenſatories, only meſſes 
of al:ogether ; and how rediculouſly are they compoſed and multiply. 
ed? We ſhould read to judge, not to learn of Tradition in ſuch caſes , 
when we think our ſelves fit to practiſe ; tor Tradition doth many times 
conſent only in diſſenting ; he that only reads, and remembers what 
he hath read, to go by, and to juſtifie his practice,is not fit to be a Phy- 
fician ; but he that can demonſtrate all his proceedings upon grounds 
and accounts of his own ; for What he remembers he hath read, is ano- 
ther mans Wit, none of his ; and he ſhall hardly find three Patients in 
ten that h2 can tell how to compare to Practical Chapters of Phyſick 
rouching Diſeaſes ; and if he hath no ground of his cwn to regulate Au- 
thorts, he may go toa wrong Chapter, as well a8 a right, I have uſed 
to charge Compoſitions well with the Specihicals I wuſted to, and to 
have a great care they were in their full force and virtue ; for other 
things that ate but ſweetners and Vehicles, ic is no great matter what 
virtue they have: I have chiefly truſted to Simples commended by Ger. 
rards and other Herbals, for they were experienced good in ſuch Di- 
ſtempers they are praiſed ; alſo I drew out all the choice Remedies for 
Simples I could find in thoſe Authors I had, and ſuch I did affe& to uſe 
for Compokiions : he that knoweth good Simples,may make good Com- 
poſitions. Yeteven in Diſeaſes of Contagion and epidemical, we muſt 
take away Impediments,elfe our Alexipharmicalls will not take place. 
In ſome vomiting is good to clear the Stomach, which may hinder our 
Cure ; ſo the fouineis, Roppages, and putrified Marter in the ſmall or 
oreat Guts, mult be took away by Lenitives in Malignant Diſeaſes, elſe 
ſuch Impediments will hinder the taking place of other things ; Soit is 
apparent in Chyrurgery, that the Chyrurgions Office is only to take a- 
way Natures Impedimen:s; he cannot heal, Nature doth that : the 
Similar and Homogenious parts in Ulcers and Wounds defire to unite , 
were the Impediments took away, as 1s Foulneſs, Sanies, Apoſtema- 
tion, Sarcoſis or Excreſcent Fleſh, Pain, Swelling, Heat, Inflama- 
tion, and Aﬀlux of Humours. There are ſome Medicines indeed glew- 
ing and glutinative, but theſe cannot heal, but draw together the Lips 
of Wounds, and ſo united parts grow together ; yet alſo they glutinate 
and draw up Orifices of corrupted ſores, and ſo the bottom being foul, 
2 Worie is made, and an hollow Ulcer ; ſo that nothing properly can 
be termed an Healer, only they all do their Office, ſome one way, ſome 
another, to take away Natures Impediments : all the bz(t Medicines 
in the world ſhall not cure ſome Ulcers, eſpecially, not till (ſuch a 
time, and then: perhaps a trivial thing, or Nature on her own accord 
will doit ; for if ws ftiive when Nature is not diſpoſed, in all Ditcaſes 
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we do nothing, Nature alone will do more : the Stars are a principal 
cauſe ; for if any one be wounded or bruiſed at ſuch or ſuch a time, he. 
will not be healed of a long time, and till that time come all our Arts 
and Remedies never ſo choice ſhall not avail ; and when the time 1s 
come, an old Womans Plaiſter, or ſome petty thing chances to cure 
it, In ſome tumors no ſuppurating Plailter or Oyntment will make them 
ripen that are not naturally, —_— at that time,diſpoſed to ripen and 
ſuppurate ; and in others, no diſcuſſing or diſſolving Topicalls will hin- 
der them from ripening ; ſo that if we chance not to light of the right 
time, and to affiſt Nature in that way ſhe is diſpoſed and inclined ; yet 
in many tumors, ſpecially if we wait, in ſome longer, in ſome a horcer 
time, Diſcuſſion is made by Diſcutients, and Suppuration by Matura- 
ters ; becauſe Nature was thereto ſ#apte, inclined or diſpoſed, or elſe 
did and neuter ; and ſo by outward force,as by a weight put into Scales 
that were even, the Ballance was turned, 

In Exanthemata and moſt Eruptions & Tumors, the proper way next 
to (weating is, to uſe Topicalls, 8s H1293pnov, to open the Pores, and 
let out the evil Quality or Heterogenious Spirir of the Diſeaſed Matter, 
ſpecially in malign Puſtules and Tumors; for the malign Quality be- 
ing evaporated by inſenhble Tranſpiration, the Maſs left is infipid and 
void of Heterogeneity,and ſo is ſucked up again by the Veins,and recei- 
ved by the Blood ; for inimicalls love not to be joyned together, 

I have obſerved in the uſe of Dialthea Oyntment, Oyl of Lillies, of 
ſweet Almonds, and ſome like hereto, that ſwellings anointed here- 
with, make their dimenſions and extenſions the larger, ſpecially if we 
do anoint farther then the ſwelling reaches, and bzfore the matter is 
fixed, while it is fluxible and thin, ; for though theſe Diaphoreticalls 
and Emollients are very proper to let out the fiery ſharp or Inimical 
Spirits of the. humour that cauſed the Blood to ſeparate 1t, and throw 
it off upon a parc weakeſt, and that could not repel, and nighett; yet they 
looſen the ſubjected fleſh, and make the capacity larger for the humor 
ro ſwim 1n, and the skin to be diſtended ; yet we muſt not look any 
thing thould happen alike in all ; we are ſure the Medicines have al- 
wayes ſuch virtues, and connatural operations ; but the difference is in 
the Body, and there is agreement only as to diſagie:ment ; yer we may 
properly ſay, (denonratio ſumitur a majori) that ſuch is the ordinary 
courſe of Nature, that happens moſt frequently amonglt ſo many vari- 
eyes and diverhties, 


Reader, whatever I deliver, that I do not prefix or annex to it, [ 
think, I think, It # probable, or the like, thou mayelt tak: for a ſure 
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and ſound Truth ; for I have not giyen my ſelf to believe Tradition or 
any Opinions of men, but have judged them, and brought them to the 
Bar of ſure Experience; and where [ could not find iwo or three good 
and infallible witnefles in Nature for them, I rejected them, eipecial- 
ly if the courſe of Nature in other things did not harmoniz= and hold 
therewith. 

I do not deſire any man ſhould b2lieve any thing becauſe believe it; 
let him believe the Experiences, Examples and tittories that men have 
in divers Ages and Countreys conſentaneouſly writ ; no projects of 
their own Brain, nor Imaginations ; for that hath ſpoiled all Leaning 
every where, | becauſe men will not contemplate the works of GOD, 
and know all the Secrets and Varieties-1n the wonderful courſe of Na. 
ture, the real effets of a GOD. How would men agree in all Points 
of Religion, and of Opinion concerning GOD, awd how He: is to be 
worſhipped, what He is, and wherefore He made this World, and the 
Office of Man, did they truely and really (void of all fond Concepti. 
ons and Imaginations) adhere to the courſe of Nature, and ſearch her > 
Doubtleſs God did not give a Rational Faculty to Man, to deceive and 
entrap hita ; and we ſee what one Eye apprehends black or white, ano- 
ther doth ; and what one Pallate taſtes (weet, another doth ; and what 
one Ear hzars ſound ſhrill or loud, another doth ; and what one Noſe 
ſmells unſavory, another doth ; and what one Hand touches hard or ſoft, 
the Hand of another feels it ſo ; I mean purely according to Nature : 
Then let us conclude theſe things are all true, and realty lo,that the u- 
niverſal Nature of Man conſents to own and apptove of ; and that o- 
ther things are queſtionable, and mult be brought to the Bar of ſure Ex. 
perience, to be tried : for GOD gave us not our Senſes, Heating, See- 
ing, Smelling, Feeling, and Taſting, to deceive, and entrap, and con- 
found us : All mankind might be ſatished in one Religion, as well ag 
in unanimity in Philoſophy, were things cleared, that one mans Eye 
might ſee them as well as another ; no man ſurely would deny Expetri- 
ence, that he could both ſee, hear, feel, talte, or ſmell himſelf : So the 
Do&rine of Spirits is Wit by the experience of many men ; and did not 
the ſelf-ſame things happen in our Age and Countrey , we might 
diltiuit Tradition : When we hear men lay they ſaw ſuch things them- 
ſelves, and they were adcicted to no fond belief, andin all other things 
tiaid and prudent, we may have reaſon to believe them, 

2, Concerning the cure of Diſeaſes of Quantity, we might ſay ſome- 
waat, whereof hath partly been ſpoken befoxe 3 and touching Vomit- 
ing, Purging, Bleeding, Sweating. and Ureticks, we have ſpoke in our 
Bock. of Noſelegy, in our Phyſiology and Jatroſophy, whither we. refer 

the 
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the Reader : yet becauſe we did not there deſcribe the Humours to be 
purged, and their diverſity and nature, ſo that the Reader might fin- 
cerely and throughly apprehend the Truth of thoſe four Humours, 
Flegm, Choler , Water and Melancholy , we ſhall diſcourſe a little 
thereof here. 

I do allow, with the Ancients and Neotericks, that the Humours of 
the Body may be called properly, gaiy me, Flegm, xox, Choler, Soy, 
Water, u#ayx iz, from wirer, black, and yo23, Choler, Melancholy, 
or black Choler : But that the Reader may know the truth, we (hall 
give theſe Exceptions : 

Firt, That the Names are onely Figments and Phancies of 
Men, 

Secondly, That Nature obſerves no Method or Order herein, 
as, that that Humour that 1s not Flegm, muſt be Melancholy ; 
or that that is not truely Melancholy, according to Phyficians 
Deſcription thereof , muſt be Water ; and that Humour that cor- 
reſponds not with either of theſe, according to Ancient Rules 
and Authorities, muſt be Choler : There is no ſuch thing in 
Nature. As for Example : Melancholy by its Name fignifies 
black Choler ; by their Attributes it muſt be black, and.a kind 
of Choler , it muſt be fluid and thin ; by the taſte, ſay they, 
tart; by nature of mutation, Scirrhous, and apt to grow fxcu- 
lent : I anſwer, We may finde an Humour that is black, and 
very bicter; in the one it accords with Melancholy, in the 0- 
ther with Choler ; what then ſhall we call it > Another Hu- 
mour is found black, thin like Water, not coavulative ; what 
(hall we call this ? alſo ſwezt in tafte, ſo that the rtafte agrees 
with Flegm, the conhiſtence with Water, the colour with Melan- 
choly. Soin the generality, 

Thirdly , Why ſhould we give Names to Humours, and thoſe 
narurally to be ſo qualified, when we finde not ſo in the courſe 
of Nature , not asa Rule, onely as a Contingent and Accident 2 
For ſuppoſe any Phyſician ſhould open a Mans Head, or other 
Part, and finde therein the cauſe of his D2ath to be a oelled 
Water, black, ſtinking, and infipid ; mult we therefore write 
of all mankinde, there is an Humour in all Bodies which wz 
thus call, which is gellied, black, Rtinking and infipid, when we2 may ne- 
ver find exactly the ſame again? For in another that is difleted, we 
may find the blackneſs of an humour, but not the abſence of taſte - Or 
the gelhedneſs of an humour, and not the blackneſs ; or the Rinking of 
an humour, and not the gelliedneſs : and ſo it is as purely accidental 
tha 
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that we meet with Flegm, Choler, Water and Melancholy in the Bow. 
els,eſpecially Choler and Melancholy, juſt as they deſcribe : Water in 
the bellies of Hydropicks agrees the moſt together, and in all may pro- 
perly be called Water ; yet in ſome it is thicker, in others thinner ; in 
ſome clear, in others yellow, in others blackiſh; in ſome ſinking, in 
others \weet, in ſome bloody ; ſo that it is hard to ſay whether it is 
Wateriſh Blood, or bloody Water : and in other parts of the Body, Wa- 
ter (if it be good to uſe ſuch a general name to expreſs our ſelves) differs 
more, ſo that it is hard to ſay whether it be wateriſh Choler, or a chole- 
rick Water ; or a wateriſh Flegm, or a flegmatick Water ; or a watetr- 
iſh Melancholy, or melancholy Water : They that intend to be ſais- 
fied in Truth alone, and to acquieſce therein, had belt build their Faith 
on ſure Foundations, and read Obſervations, Anatomies and Difle&ti- 
ons,and conſider all from what they can experience,or what many others 
have experienced, not conjectared, 


I think it the beſt way to teach any, tolet them read onely Obſerva- 
tions, and Experiences, and Similitudes, and therefrom, with their own 
conſideration, and comparing one thing with another, make general 
Rules and Tenents in Philoſophy. What man can imagine (that did ne. 
ver experience himſelf, or read, or hear it to have been experienced) 
that there is ſuch variety in fire? that ſome fire will burn and not bz 
ſeen ; and ſome look like flame, and yet not burn ; that ſome ſhould be 
quenched with Oyl, and kindled with Water ; that ſome ſhould burn in 
the depth of the Earth, and in the Sea, and in Lakes ; that Wood rub. 
bed together (ſhould burn ; that Fire ſhould be procured from a Glaſs of 
Water {et in the Sun, Toe laid betwixt, and many ſuch things : It is not 
ht men ſhould write of a thing, that know little thereof, onely conje- 
Cturally ; for therein men loſe their time and pains, and cannot aſſert 
any thing but from ſuch a mans ita dixit, or zpſe drxic, or ſo many men 
ar2 of that minde, when by experience the thing might be put out of 
all diſpute, 
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Of the New «Method, or « Aftrologo- 
Phy/ical Way of Studying and Practi- 
ſmg Phyſick. 


N all ſick Parties, more notice is not to be taken of the ſick Parties 
Information, Kan of the Poſition of the Heavens at the time of 
the Parties falling fick, or when his Decumbiture and firſt lying 
down Was, or when grievous Symptoms did ariſe : if this time 

cannot be taken, then the Phyſician muſt draw a Scheam of the Hour 

and Minute he was firſt ſent for in, and wherein the Parties Urine was 
brought, and the Queſtion made from the Sick, and Advice taken 
firſt, 

The Phyſician in this Scheam muſt conſider the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant, or firſt Houſe, to be Significator of the Sick ; and the Lord of the 
fixth Houſe, to he Significator of the Sickneſs ;z the Lord of the Seventh 
pe the Phyſician, and Lord of the Tenth the Medicine or Pay- 
fick, 

Yet if the ſick Party enquire not himſelf, the Lord of the Aſcendant 
ſhall ignifie the Enquirer or Querent ; and if it be a Brother that is 
fick, the Lord of the third Howſe ſhall be his Significator, or for a Neigh- 
bour ; if a Father be fick, the Lord of the Fourth ; if a Wife, the Lord 
or Lady of the Seventh ; if a Child, the Lord or Lady of the fifth Houſe ; 
and ſo as to other Relations, according to Aſtrological Rules, too tedi- 
ous here to go thorow ; yet I alwayes thought the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant to have in all figures a great fignification. 

The Moon in all Figures, eſpecially of Diſeaſes, hath great fignifh- 
cation, though ſhe be neither Lady of the Aſcendant, Sixth, Eighth, or 
Tenth Houſe. | 

In Scheams for the Sick, the principal Significators of the Sick, and 
his Diſeaſe, and the Moon, if they be in the firſt Houſe, or firlt Sign 
Aries, afflicted, they fignifie the Sick is afflicted in the Head, or ſome 
part thereof, as Eyes, Ears, Noſe, Mouth, Face, &c. 

If in the ſecond Houſe, orin'the ſecond Sign Tawrns, they ſhew Diſ- 
Cates 
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eaſes in the Neck and Throat, as, Struma's, Kings Evils, and melan. 
choly ſickneſſes ; but the Lord of the Sixth, the Sign thereof, and the 
Moon, mult chiefly ſhew what the ſickneſs is, k 

The principal Significarors in che third Sg and Houſe, chiefly ſhew 
ails in the Arms, Shoulders or Hands ; and Gemini ſhews diſtempers of 
blood, in what Hoyſe toever, 

In the fourth Sig» and Houſe, the Stomach, Breſt and Lungs are affe- 
&ed ; Cancer gives ſ(cabbedneſs and wateriſhneſs, 

In the fifth Houſe, and in Leo, the Party is afflicted in the Back and 
Loins, or Heart, or about the Ribs ; and Leo ſhews Choler,or too much 
high Blood. 

The fixth Hoxſe, and Sign Virgo, (hews diſtempers in the Meſentery 
and Abdomen-Guts, and tuft Ways ; Virgo is melancholick, and gives 
Fluxes and Windineſs, 

The Lord of the Aſcendant, of the ſixth Hoxſe, and Moon, in the ſe- 
venth Houſe, and ſeventh S:g» Libra,ſhew the Diſeaſe is in the Kidneys 
or Loins, in the Buttocks or Groin and Privities ; Libra gives heats 
and ſurfeits, and venerious diftempets. 

In the eighth Houſe and eighth Sign Scorpio, ſhew afteRs in the Pri- 
vities, Anus, and Share, in the Huckle-bones and Buttocks ; Scorpio 
ſometimes ſhews Piles, Stone in the Bladder and Tenaſmus, 

The ninth Howſe and S:1gn Sagitary, the Hips, and Hams, and But- 
tocks are affected ; Sapitary gives Itchy fiſtulous corruption, and Scia- 
tica's. 

In the tenth Houſe and tenth Sign Capricorn, the Knees and Hams, 
and uppet Leg is afte&ted : Capricorn oft gives outward blemiſhes, and 
thoſe from Melancholy, 

In the eleventh Hoſe and eleventh S:gn Aquars, the Skin, Legs and 
Anckles are amils, 

In the twelfth Houſe and Sign Piſces , the Anckles, and Feet, and 
Toes are afficted. Judge by other Signs the nature of the Diſ- 
caſe. 

It cannot be expected that in all or in many figures we ſhould finde 
the firſt Sign Arzes, on the Cuſp of the Aſcendant , or Tauras on the 
Second, or Gemini on the Third ; therefore we mult judge from the 
oreater probability ; for there will be great alteration in all Scheams : 
nor muft we expect to finde often the Lord of the Aſcendant, or Signi- 
ficator of the diſeaſed man, the Lord of the fixth Hoſe or of his Sick- 
neſs, and the Moon, all in one S:gz or Houſe ; but we muſt judge from 
the greater probabilities ; two are greatet than one, and the Lord of 
the Sixth is moſt hignificant, as to the part afflicted ; the Sign he is in, 

and 
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and the Sign that deſcends on the fixth Houſe, and the Degtzes'of thoſe; 
chiefly4hew the part or parts afflited ; compare the Sign the Moon is 
in With theſe. 

In the next place(having found out the part affe&ed)we muſt ſee how 
it is affe&ted,or what the cauſe is-; and therein we muſt conſider, Firſt, 
the nature of the Sign that 1s upon the Cuſpof the fixth Houſe, the 
Houſe of Sickneſs, andalſo the nature of the Sign that aſcends, which 
is ſomewhat, though leſs conſiderable than the Sign of the ſixth. 

If Aries defcend on the fixth, it ſhews the Sickneſs fiery and hot and 
cholerick: Aries ſhews, Puſhes, Wheals, ſmarting Pimples, Tooth- 
ach, Headach, Noli me tangere, Ring-worms, &c, 

Faxrns is an earthy cold dry melancholy Sign ; and that ſhews, 
Kings-Evils, Wenns , Fluxes of Rheum, Quinzies baſtard, Apo- 
ſtems. 

Gemyyi i4n airy,hot,moiſt and ſanguine Sign ; it ſhews Putreſcence 
of. the Blood; Windineſs, - diemper of the Judgement-and Phan- 
taſy. : > i! 

es is:a' Tropical Sign, the only Houſe of the Moon, wateriſh,cold; 
moiſt.and Flegmatick ; it ſhews upon the fixth in a Diſeaſe, a cold Sto- 
mack, abounding of Flegm, Pchyficks and Catarrhs, Coughs, Drops, 
wazeriſh Apoltemations, Canceis inthe Dugs or Paps, and other Infir- 
mities. of: thoſe parts:tt-governs. | 

Leo is the only Houſe of the Sx», its nature is hot, dry,cholerick, and 
accordingly fignifies Inflamations, ſpecially in thoſe parts it governs, 
Pleunifies and Side Pains, Back Pains and Oppreſſion of the Heart and 
Spirits by heat, Heart-panting and Burning Feavers, and Malignant 
Aﬀe&s,['Feaveriſh Jaundices, &c. 

Virgo is an earthy, cold, melancholy Sign; it fignifies Wind, cold 
Chalicks, Stoppages; Worms, Engendring of Stones, Obftruftions of 
the Meſeraick Veins, &c. 

Libra is an airy hotmoiſt and ſanguine Sign ; it fignifies Stones m 
the Reins,and[Bladder, Heat and Parreſence of a retained Matter in' 
the Back, Loins,and Grain, Infirmities of the Uteters and Urinary Paſ- 
ſage, exulceratious pilling of Blood. 

Scorpio1s-acold watery and flegmatick Sign, and accordingly (hewes 
Diſeaſes, as: Filtula's, Drophes , Gonorrhzas, cold Apoſtems, and 
moiſt Exulcerations, Flegmatick Swellings, and Obſtrutions therefrom 
in the loweft parts.of the. Belly, Diſeaſes alſo ſpecially of flegm and 
moiſture in, #rero et Pudendzs : yet it is a token alſo-of Child-bearivg; 
add-fruitfulneſs. 

Saguary:is of the' fiery Triplicity, hot dry and cholerick; it ſhews 
G Putreſcence 
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Putreſcence of the Blood in thoſe. parts it governs,whence may be ſharp 

Exanthemata, and fiery Swellings, Itches, Inflamations and Apoſe- 

mations, from-a ſeparation or corrupted and hot Blood thrown oft upon 

thoſe parts, which according to the degree and nature of-it, and the 

qualification and ſtrength and diſpoſition of that part to-receive,is ſome-. 
times this, ſometimes that, ſometimes more, ſometimes leſs. | 

Capricorz. upon the fixth, ſhewes a Diſeaſe. cold dry earthy and 
melancholy ; trom hence may be judged, that the party is diſeaſed much 
about his Knees, and that there is ſome (Welling pain or breaking out 
from ſome earthy cold and melancholy humour,or elſe it doth concrete : 
But we cannot Rand ſo long as to deſcribe-the tenth part requiſite for 
the Phyſician to know, he muſt firft Rudy Aﬀtrology,and therein he may 

2 informed of many other things ; adjoyning thereto the knowledge 
of the Humours, and their various Motions, Matations, increaſe and 
decreaſe, alſo the Veſſels and the Parts, and their natural Offices and 
Uſe, and which way aptelt to be ſpoiled,or malt capable of Corruption; 

Aquari is an airy, ſanguine, hot and moiſt gn, governing the Legs 
and Ancles. Hence may be guefled,. if upon the fixth Houſe, or the 
Loxd of the ſixth or Moon be therein, that the party is there (however in 
other parts beſides) afflited, and that there are varices or goutiſh- 
windy Pains or Swellings, or Lameneſs, or Cramps, &c. of that na- 
ture ; but it requires abundance of curioſity, more certainly and accu- 
rately to deſcride particulars. 

Piſces, is cold,moiſt and flegmatick, (hewing Gouts, Lameneſs, Fleg- 
matick Swellings, Dropſies of the Feet, Chilblanes, PhlyRexe equoſe, 
Flegmatick Apoſtemations, cs. of like nature. 

Now for the Planets, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Sol, Venus, Merenry; 
Luna. 

Saturn, Chara Xerized þ, Lord of the Afcendint, ina Scheme that is 
drawn at the decumbiture of the Sick ; denotes the-Perſon of the Sick, 
and that he is of a cold earthy dry mehancholy Conftitution, or incli- 
ned more or leſs thereto ; Lord of the fixth Houſe, the Houſe of-Sick- 
neſs, it argues the Diſe:ſ: to be in that part, that the Sign he is in prin- 
cipally governs, compared with the Sign deſcending upon the Cuſp of 
the fixth; and obferve the Degrees he is in in that Sign,for accordingly 
the chief Gyef is higher or lower in that pare; alſo by natural ſympa- 
thy be principally-rules che Spleen: Theſe things conſidered, and that he 
is Cronical, portending Ditcaſes-of long -time,. Aſtrologers have ob- 
ſerved, thatalllmpediments inthe right Eare, and Teeth, that Qiat- 
- tane Argues, all dry and m-:lancholy Ditempers, Lepra-and Elephanti- 

afis, Palfies, Tremblings, !oſs of. Heating, Carms and Conva, Sopor and 
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Stwger, Gouts, vain Fears, Ruptures that grow Scirrhous, Dog Hun- 
ger, Hemorrhoids, &s, of like nature proceed from Satwry. ; 

Fupiter YN, bgnifies, when he perſonates the ſick party, that he is 
moderately hot conſtitutioned, abounding with blood, and if well dig- 
nified, that is, of very good inclinations of mind,affable and grateful : 
When he is Lord of the fixth Houſe, and perſonates the Diſeaſe accor- 
ding to the Sign he 1s in that goncuety governs ſuch a part, and the 
Sign upon the fixth, there chiefly the Sickneſs lyes,and the Sign that the 
Moon 1s in; yet Jupiter peculiarly governs the Liver, and the venal 
Blood in that part may be inflamed, or apoſtemated, or break forth : 
he is obſerved to cauſe molt Diſeaſes that ariſe from PutrefaRion of 
the Blood, Pleutifies, Inflamation of the Lungs & Liver, heart-beating 
from Blood offending in quantity or quality, Quinzies, Pains in the 
back, becauſe he governs Leo, Puttid Feavers, &c, of like quality. 

Mars, chara&erized d, Lord of the Aſcendent, or that Houſe that 
ſhewes the perſon of the ſick ; ſhewes his temperament to be hot and 
ary,.cholerick, and of a fiery angry mind. , 

When he ſignifies the Diſeaſe, he ſhews the Jaundiſe ; he chiefly by 
Homogeneity of Nature, governs the Gall : Alſo Aftrologians aſcribe 
to him theſe Diſeaſes, Evils of the left Ear, Tertian Feavers, Megrims, 
Carbuncles & Peſtilent Agues, Malign & Epidemical Feavers, Filtula's, 
Ringworms, S* Anthontes Fire, ſharp and cholerick Eruptions, Boiles 
and Exanthemata, Wounds, Cuts, Burnings, Scalds, Paſſions of the 
Mind, as Anger, Fury, Frenzies, Deliriums,and others conſonant and 
deducing their cauſe from Choler. 

Sol, or the Sn, the Fire and Light of this World, is charaQerized 
thus, ©, he ſympathiſes by Homogeneity of Nature with the Heart, 
the Microcoſtnical Sn ; and as the greater of like nature by ſympathy 
or {imiliar attraction, influences upon the leſs, ſo the Sw» upon the 
Heartof Man. The Solar Man is hot and dry, but more temperate then 
Mars ; he ſhews fault in the Arterious Blood and Heart, as Palpitation 
and Syncope, vitiated or defeCtive Sanguification : If the Su» be Lord of 
the ſixth and very weak,and aſflited by Saturn, judge the Seeds of San- 
guification are almoſt extinguiſhed, Mans right Eye is given to the Sw, 
and Womens left : therefore in Infirmities of the Eyes, the Sun is 
to be conſidered : The Su» (hews in all Figures, but moxe where he is 
a gnificator, Strength or Weaknels of the Vital Spirits ; and though 2 
Man hath many and great Enemies, yer ſo long as he is ſtrong to keep 
them out or over-power them, it is nothing ; but where Nature is 
and can make no reſiſtance, a little thing dejeRs her. 

Ven 1s thus charaterized, 9: The Ancients called her, 
G 3 
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Aphrodite, Veſperugo, Phoſphorws, Ericina; the chiefly fignifies DiſtIfes 
of! the Matrice and Privities 3 i» ſcroto et teſticulis, the Lues Pinerea, 
Gonorrhaa, Priapiſmus, Tengio, Satyriaſis, C ortrons Munera, belong 
to her, ſpecially 14 her Sign Libra1s on the hxth Houſe ; If Tawrm,be- 
cauſe that ſhewes Diſeaſes in the Neck,deſcends on the 6xth, ſhe thews 
watery or flegmatick ApoſRemations in the Neck or Throat, baftatd 
Quinzies, Rheumatick Sw2llings, Flzgmatick Kernels, or Venereal 
Exulcerations ; Lady of the Aicendant , ſhe ſhews the Temperance of 
the Sick or Querent to be moiſt, flzematick, and ſomething inclined to 
Sanguin? ; it well dignified, ſhe ſhewes good Conditions, Mirth, a lo- 
ving and pittiful Nature, Shs 

. 5, Mercury follows next, the leaſt of all the Planets, who alwayes ac- 
companies the Sw» ; the furthelt diſtance 18 27 Degrees : he of all the 
Planets is only a Neuter, neither Maſculine or Feminine, bur as he is 
joyned to a Male or Female ; he chiefly rules the Tongue & Language, 
Wit and Eloquence : when he isill dignihed, if a material fignificator, 
the Sick is in danger to be light-tieaded, but more or ſeſs as 1t may be, 
Madneſs, Lethargies, Phrenfies,Dull memory, Giddinefs, Hoarfrieſs, 
Coughs, Imaginary Sicknefles, Dumbneſs, Stammering, Numbneſs,e+c, 
are given to him as the Cauſer and Signifier, | 

», the -24oon is chiefly conſiderable concerning: Sicknefſfes, though 

ſhe 1s neither Lady of the Aſcendant, or hxth Houſe, or Significatrix of 
the perſon of the Sick, nor Lady of the eighth, the Houfe of Death ; the 
ſhewes much how the Diſeaſe wilt change; and it is much tb be-confi- 
dered who ſhe applies to, and from whom ſhe ſeparates, her Dignity, 
and the Nature'of the Sign, and Houſe ſhe is'in ; ſhe ſignifies Water in 
the Head, that *may {cauſe Srwpor Tremor, Palfies, Apoplexes, Verti- 
20's, Epilepſies, Lunafie, Convulfions, Madneſs and Dullneſs, as the 
Water is milder or ſharp2r, hotter or colder, more vellicating or nat- 
cotical qualitied ; ſhe by ker Sign Cancer governs the Breaſt, ſhe cauſeth 
Dropfies, Water-bladders, Rheumartiſmus, Catarrhs & Coriza, Rheums 
of the Eyes, in the left of Men, and right of Women ; when ſhe repre- 
fents.the ſick Perſon, (he ſhews his Temper, cold moiſt and phlegma- 
tick ; ſhe ſignifies Diſeaſes changeable ; CMercury Diſeaſes fixed, Sa- 
trn Diſeaſes moſt cronical, Mars acute Diſtempers, the Su» ard Fx- 
piter acute, but leſs acute than Mars ; Fen ſhewes Diſeaſes cronical 
and more mild, but theſe alter and vary as they are dignified and poſi- 
red,and in conjun&ion with ſuch ar ſuch,and as they are in fixed move- 
able or common Signs, 


Concerning. Ctiſes in Diſeaſes, Hippecratifts and Galemſts, ſer the 
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third vr fourth day, the ſeventh; the ninth, the twelfth and fourteenth, 
doubling three or four, and ſo to twenty one, for critical dayes ; but 
experience finds truth in ſomewhat elſe: indeed in many Sickneſles, 
which therefrom we call Agues, or intermittent Feavers { every Ague 
is/a Feaver, but every Feaver is not an Ague;; Y' the Criſes come once 
a day, thitwe call a Quotidian, ot twice in'24 hours, "that we call a 
double Quotidian, or when one Crifis or Fit is off, (trait ſucceeds ano- . 
ther ; another hath a double tertian, viz, a Crifis twice in three dayes, 
that ac firſt had it but once in thatterm, A Patoxyſme truly conſidered, 
is nothing buce 2 Criſis ; and there are no'other certain legitimate and 
methodical Crifesz another hath a fit but once in four dayes;thatwe'call 
2-Quattane, ' or two dayes lick, one well; whictt therefore the vulgar 
cali A third days Agae ; another every fifth or ſevetth day is fick ; and 
now in theſe I allow, the Galemcal Criſes, but nor ii common acute and 
not feaveriſh Diſtempers, as continual Tertiaris, Quotidians and 
Quartehes ; for the Quality of the morbifick Himour tnay beſuch, that 
ir may maks one ſick every day, ard yer's fit comes but once in three 
or four, wherein is Exagerbarron ; and here” comtinual' Feavets differ 
from/intermitting,becauſe in the Criſes or Paroxyſms of continual Fea- 
vers, the infeted Marter is not thoroughly expelled; in pure intermit- 
tings it-is, only the Seed of ſuch a nature, lies. in the Blood that tranſ- 
mutes in-two/or three dayes 25 Mugh more ttorbid Matter;- which the 
Blosd- perceives, ' and' ferments to ſeparate and*dorti” effedtually by 
Sweat, Urine, Vomir, of Exanthiertiata'do it, The word plas comes 
from! «pig», td judge'': And eAwvicey ſaith, Criſfs eff velox motus mor- 
biad fatutemgvel ad mortem ; (0 that we gather that is truly a Crifis in the 
meaning of the Antients,'that'is a ſuddaifi change,fo that Death or Life 
may be judged apparently: '!- "2 hh 
''To which 1 anfwer 5 How miny; as the vulgarſay, do lighten afore 
death, are very well cid of their pains and miſeries, and ſeem pal all of

Sick die quietly and'eaftly,

- Faniwer-;| there is a6 luchHling it the bounds of truth,- only acci- 
dentally 
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dentally ſome may gueſs death or life, and as eafily ſpeak the contrary ; 
nor are Criſes alike in fick perſons for number, greatneſs, or conformi- 
ry of kind or invaſion. The truth is this, the Motion of the Moon, of the 
Lotd of the-Aicendant, Lord of the Houſe of Sickneſs, ind of the Houſe 
of D:ath, only and truly ſhew the motion Paroxyſmes, Exacerbations 
and Criſgs or. D:cxetory Dayes, in ſuch-confuled and acute.Diſeaſes as 
they, attributed Criſes-to; and if that appears, Criſes muſt nothappen 
every third, or fourch, or ſeventh, or twelfth, or fourteenth, or ſeven- 
reench, or twenty one day, and no other, as they did falſely conceit : 
When ihe oor applies to a Qartile or Aſpedt of enmity-to the Lord of 
the Aſcendant, or Lord of the fixth, then is like to be a fick fit ; when 
ſhe applies to a Sexe or Trine AſpeR, to either of chem, then is like- 
ly to be an interlude or refreſhment, other Aſpects and Planets motion 
not cauſing the contrary ; the Moox in oppolition to the Ggnificator of 
the Sick, or his fickneſs canſech extraordinary illneſs ; alſo. when the 
Lord of the Houſe of Sickneſs (the more if he is a malevolent Planet, 
28 Satwrn or Mars) comes toa Quartile Aſpe&tgor Oppoſition to the Lord 
of the Aſcendant, there is raiſed 1n the Sick a Paroxyſme or Crifis,the 
Lord cf the Aſcendant being weak,and by nature an enemy to the Lord 
of the ſixth, ſo much the worſe, the more the Sick is caſt down, the 
Lord of vhs eighth being the Houſe of Death, if he be Rrong and ma- 
levolent, and come to a Quartile AſpeR with the Lord of the fixch (any 
Aſpect with him is bad) and the Lord of the fixth, and alfa of the firlt 
Houſe be weak, and otherwiſe afflicted, we may ſuſpe& death ; but if 
the Sick through trength or friendly Aſpects of Fwpiter or Venw,or Lord 
of the ſeventh or tenth, the Houſe of Phyſick or Phyſicians,do paſs that 
fr, it is likely they will recover : but the true Significators of the Sick 
and his Sickneſs ſhould be taken at his Decumbiture, - and ſo conſidered 
all along in their places,Signs, Houſes, Dignities, Motions and AſpeRs 
with other Planets ; yet if we draw a Schem at the Decambiture or firſt 
falling ſick, and CAſars be Lord of the Aſcendant, and «Mercury of the 
fixth, and we draw another a day, two or three after, there may be ano- 
ther Planet Lord of the Aſcendant,and another Lord of the fixch Houſe, 
but the courſe of the firſt are to be conſidered moſt ; and ſeeing there 
is ſuch great change in moſt,both Critical and Cronical Ailds, the pre- 
ſent Lord of the Aſcendant, fixth and eighth Houſe, are to be weighed 
in every Scheme we draw upon-changes of the Sick ; but in all things 
conſider the Moon,. though Lady of none of the aforeſaid Houſes, allo 
Jupiter and Yexws, though by government of. houſes no Significators or 
confignificators, yet if joyned by body,or friendlyAſpeRt applying to the 
Lord of the Aſcendant or fixth Honſe,ſpecially if trong.they bring great 
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refreſhments, caſe & alleviation to the Sick ; ſo the malevolent Planets, 
Mars and Satwrn, though they, be Lords of Houſes unconcerned in the 
Sickneſs, Which ſhews their il[-will and power the leſs, and the leſs to 
reſpe& or tend towards the Sick, yet joyned by body or by Q#ariile 
Aſpe& or Oppoſition refleing upon. the Lord of the Aſcendent or ixth, 
or Moon, they do deject the Sick, and increaſe his Griefs ; indeed any 
Aſpe&, bragk Trine or Sextile, of the gms with them,is bad ; 
that part is moſt afflited according to the Sign they caſt an inimical 
Aſpe& to,and are in: but in moſt Schemes and Figures that we draw;we 
(hall find much and many contradiRions, in ſome it is hard to ſay one 
or other,there are as many reaſons or arguments for a thing,as again(t itz 
and we know not whether of them are moſt or greateſt : And even ſo we 
find things in the univerſal courſe of Nature here below, to be anſwer - 
ing to the divers Motions, Stations, Fortitudes, AſpeRs,and Retrogra- 
dations of- the Planets ; for in one mans happineſs is this or that un- 
happineſs, ſo that we can hardly ſay, he is. more happy in his wealth, 
than he is unhappy in his ſickneſs, 1 have well contioind it; and he 
that knowes theſe things, and doth well confider, and compare,ſhall aſ- 
{uredly, find that the contingents and things on earth, that happen to, 
and are in and about Man, come and fall out juſt according to the me- 
thod and order of the Heavenly Bodies ; and what detraQtion can ir be 
from God, or Heterodoxity toſay; The one #4 governed or guided by the 
other, being we ſee afluredly they do ſo fall our, and have their current 
and ordinary natural motion ſo and in that mannen? for every thing hath 
its cauſe ; and if good comes immediately from God without the inter- 
vene of contingent and natural Cauſes, ſo then would Evil be made im- 
mediately wilfully'and partially to ariſe from God, if it did nor acci- 
dentally according to the Order of Nature ſo fall out ; which Order in 
Nature God hath committedto the courſe of the wandring Stars, ſo far 
as our reaſon and knowledge, expertence and capability can reach ; 
which couzſe. of the Planets God at firft made, and that is the wonder 
they have ever fince continued it ; and he knew how they would change 
_ _ and what and when,and how things would be changed and ef- 
fected, 

There may be many exceptions made which in one place or other 6f 
our. Writing, or Scripture, we have endeavoured to give ſatisfaRtion 
in. 

In all Schemes we muſt compare:one thing with'another;for as in the 
Heavens are good and bad and indifferent Signs, ſo'in one ſick Body, 
fome Signs ſhew Shortneſs, ſome protration of the Diſcaſe, ſome ſhew 
Death, ſome Recovery, .and ſome ate neither,

accordingly: Saturn governs the Petrifying;Scirnifying,grofs and earthy

Venus gives Flegm chiefly 3 Mercury.inclines the Way, or that, as he is 
conjoyned with'others., /

chy.; all the Planets being by Aftrologians reckoned friends to Fupirge, 
but Mars, and a Plant of Mars may cure by Antipathy, " ths 

If Mars cauſe the Diſeafe, or be Lord of the Sickneſs, that is cured 
by Sympathy by a Venerial Plant ; by Antipathy by Medicines gover- 
ned by any of the other Planets 3 yer in this'caſe, the Sympathy with 
Vers is of greater force than the Antipathy of Mars Withithe reſt of the 
Planets. -- | 

A Diſeaſe of the S#» is beſt cured by a Plant of Satwry antipatheti- 
cally, for Saturn alone is his enemy ; burby Sympathy by a Plant of 
2nv of the other Planets, indifferent friends with him, 

* A Sickneſs cauſed or governed by Venus belt cured/by Antipathy; 
by a Plant of Saturn, Comtraria contrarijs enrantur ; but the Plants of 
alt other Planers being friends, if they cure it is'by Sympathy. 

A Sickneſscauſed by Mercary, is cured ſympathetically by a Plant of 
Tupiter, Venm and Saturn, being his friends ; antipathetically,by Plants 
or Drugs or Minerals of S«/, Marrand Znna, ibeing Adercnries enc- 
anes. | | 
»A Sickneſs cauſed by the Adoon,is cured ancibathetically by a Plant of 
Mercury or Mars ; (ympathetically by Medicaments under the govern- 
ment of Ven, Secondly, 
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Secondly, This is to be conſidered, that we drawing a Scheme at the 
fick mans deſite, or at his Decumbiture, or firſt viſit, or water ſent, or 
the like, we muſt conſider the Lord of the tenth Houſe, figniſying the 
Medicine, and Lord of the ſeventh,fignifying the Phykitian : if the Lord 
of the tenth be a Fortune and ſtrong, give a Plant that is governed by 
him, or Plants, eleRed as we ſhall (hew in the following note or obſer- 
vation ; but if the Lord of the tenth Houſe, or the Houſe of Phyfick, 
be weak,afMlited, orin'a Quartile AſpeR,or oppoſite to the Lord of the 
Aſcendant or fixth houſe, and be alſo an Infortune, which makes it the 
worſe, give not a Medicine that is governed by him, for that is likely to 
do harm; no nor give any thing at that time, not until the Lord of the 
tenth is well dignified, or a new and friendly Loxd of the tenth ariſe by 
mutation of Signs, and alſo a well-dignified/and qualified Lord of the 
ſeventh, and that are in good AſpeR, and nigh as may be with the Lord 
of the Aſcendant and fixth Houſe; give no Medicine governed by the 
Lord of the eighth, or houſe of Death : every Artiſt muſt look to find 
huge variation in the heaveply Bodies ; and rately all theſe good Signs 
or AſpeRs can be fouhd together, | theſe are not enough to give direQi- 
on, unleſs men have (tudied the- Groundy and Rudiments of Aftolo- 
S rbirdh, In the Aſtrological Cure of Sickneſs, we muſt not only give 
a Plant, Mineral, Gum, Stone,or Animal governed by ſuch a Planet that 
is at ſympathy with the Planet cauſing or governing chiefly the Sickneſs, 
or a Plant of another Planet, Antipatherical to the Planet ruling the 
Diſeaſe, nor yet a Plant of cither of the aforeſaid Planets ſympathe- 
tick ot antipathetick, though it be ſtrong and Lord of the tenth houſe, 
unleſs it be ſomewhat proper to remove the cauſe, or oppugn the ſharp- 
neſs, groſneſs, wateriſhneſs, Ronineſs, vermifying, &c, of the iHu- 
mour, 

As for Example ; Mercury is Lord of the ſixth Houſe; a Vertigo, Le- 
thargy, or depraved Ratioc.nation is the Diſeaſe ; we would cure it by 
ſympathy or antipathy; ſee the Lord of the tenth, or Howſe of Medi- 
cine, be 13 4ar2, nt 18 Rong and weil alpected to Mercury ; well then, 
give a Plant, Stone, Mineral, Animal, or other kind of Medicine that 
1s under the dominion of Mars, but not avy Plant, Stone, Mineral or 
Animal, but ſuch as experience ſhews proper, and reaſon demonltizates 
to be oppohite qualitied to the Quality of the Humour, Matter or Va- 
_ cauſing the Diſeaſe:obſerve Phyſcal Experiences,what Medicines 

ave been found to cure in ſuch eaſes, and then look which of theſe are 
under the dominion of Mrs, or which of thoſe Plants under the go- 
v:rnment of Mars ate found available in ſuch caſes, for Plants of other 
H Planets
